So is the attitude of thousands to Astrology, 
r'ley scolT at it, belittle it, call it quackery and superstition; they 
.avc not the patience or the fairness to give it a study and a trial 
icfore rejecting it so outright. There are Still others who cannot 
eslst the temptation to have a tryTal it in private due to domestic 
rompulsion, physical or mental suffering or friendly advice 

It is not difTicuU for those who have belief in our Religion and 
k'edas to accept that “ J)otish3m" isaSastra occupying an honoured 
ilace In our System as a “Vedanga*', a limb or Anga of the 
k'cdapurusha An astronomer is a ‘‘Jyotlsh'i" and "Jyoiis" is light 
ind "Jyotsna" is "light of the moon or stars" or for that matter, 
ighl on the dark or out-of-sighl aspects of the past, present and the 
luture. Thus implicit in this is, that planetary movements and 
;vositions at a given moment' indicate, to a competent interpreter,’ 
be nature of the dilTicullies, current and to come, and the possible 
j’iulions relative to a particular lime, period or aspect. 

1 It has been rigluly said that Astrology is a Science of tendencies, 
jnd a fatalistic or deterministic approach to horoscopes and events 
!s not called for. Astrology lays no claim to infalhbiiiiy but, vvithin 
imits. It can compare Lwourablv with any other science. Let us 

jot lose what it can offer for human progress and alleviation of 
suffering by set notions or prejudices. Let us not also make the 
unpardonable mistake of transferring the admitted deficiencies or 
ie fallibility of the practitioner to the science itself. In this respect,

{carried out upon tne births of persons bom in the same locality with 
an interval of 10 minutes, 15 minutes, 20 minutes and so on I 
^ concentrated the study upon the horoscopes of the twin births I 
collected data regarding the time of birth of the twins, the various 
results enjoyed by them and the time of such events 

While carrying out such a research, I found that the general 
pnnciples enunciated by our ancients and also those given out by the 
scholars of otner countries cannot be strictly adhered to and applied 
to one and all, it is evident and clear especially m twin births, since 
the rule comes out correct in the case of one and fails m that of the 
other as the result is diametncally opposite With due respect to 
the learned authors and to the astrologers who strictly follow the 
principles, many consultants haw complained to me that there is 
no coherence, and clarity, whereas confusion and contradiction do 
exist A few twist the rules and astrology is useful to the astrolo- 
gers alone Therefore, both the students of astrology and the astro- 
logers themselves have to honestly confess that there is no simple, 
correct and convincing method wnich can be lumcrsally applied to 
one and all 

By the grace of God, 1 evolved certain methods which are most 
convincing, very clear and pm pointing to the lime of event and 
explaining the nature of event to the enure satisfaction of the querist 
a’nd the astrologer Anyhow, this method, is much better and is 
useful to the querists, as the prediction comes out correctly 



Therefore, I am pubfjshing my Padhdhati afrer pnving to God 
that the Truth which dawned in my mind maj be well explained 
properly illustrated and exhaustively dealt with in a lucid manner 

Let us first of all understand both the Western and Hindi 
systems 

Astrology: Hindu and Western 

Some are under the wrong impression that the Westerner 
borrowed knowledge from the Hindus, some others say that th 
Hindus gamed knowledge from tfic Chaldeans Hebrews, Greeks ani 
so on Is the view correct’ • 

'\The sages and the scholars m each country gazed at the star 
thousands of years ago and they discovered the relation between th 
celestial phenomena and the terrestrial incidents They establishei 
some methods to fix the position of planets m the Zodiac and th 
consequent effect on the animate and inanimate objects on the earth 
Each followed certain methods to predict the events^i^ U one has 
studied both the systems, one will declare that neither the Hindus 
borrowed from ,the Westerners, nor vice versa 

Suppose some students appeared for mathematics examination 
copies of the question paper were distributed to them All were 
busy answering them The superintendent caught hold of a student 
called him as one who had ‘been copying the answers untten 
by another student seated in front of him He took this student 
and complained to the Headmaster that he had been copying in the 
examination hall On enquiry, the student repeatedly said th if 
be hid not copied at all The Headmaster called for the answer 
papers of both the students and compared them Ho declared that 
the student had not copied at all and the complaint was baseless 

The student who was accused to have copied had answered the 
questions 1, 3,5 and 7 m the question paper, whereas the other 
student had answered questions 2, 4, 6 and 8 Hence, the Head- 
master who had {•one through both the papers alone could know the 
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ruih. The supennlendent who saw this student writing fast, and 
ilso of! and on looking at the other student’s table, had mistaken 
lim, because both answered the same mathematics paper. 

Similarly only when one studies both the Western and Hindu 
systems, one will confirm that the method followed by either is 
absolutely different from the other. Let me explain a lew points. 

(. Zodiac: For both, the Zodiac is the pathway of the 
planets But for the Westerners, the commencement of the Zodiac, 
i e , Aries 0’ retrogrades at the rate of roughly 50 2388475 seconds 
e\ery year, whereas for the Hindus,^for astrological purposes the 
Zodiac commences always at a fixed point which is about 180’ from 
the Star SpIcii'Chitlilrai, The Zodiac of the Westerners is called 
Sayana Zodiac whereas that of the Hindus is called Hirayana Zodiac. 
Therefore, as >ears pass on, in about 485 years, it will be found that 
the Sign Aries-Mesha called by the Hindus, will exactly coincide w ith 
Tnurus-Rishaba by the Westerners. The portion of the Zodiac called 
by the Hindus as Taurus-Rlshaba will be called by Westerners as 
GeminUMithuna and so on. 

2 . Mansions : Westerners hate divided th6 Zodiac Info 12 
equal parts and call them as Solar Mansions or signs. So also, 
Hindus have divided it into 12 equal parts and call each division as 
a Rasi. But there is* the difference in the commencement of the 
signs as explained above. Therefore, the area covered by the signs 
followed by the Westerners and the Hindus is not the same. 

pfhc Hindus have another method of dividing the Zodiac. They 
have divided it into 27 equal parts and caTl them as "Lunar "Mansions 
(Constellations, Astcrism, Naksihathras or Stars). The Hindus' 
give greater Importance to this dnision. They have found that 
planets transiuihg in the same sign but in different Nakshthras cause 
different effects. Just like each rasi (or sign) is said to be ruled by 
a planet, so also the Hindus declare that each star is governed by 
a particular planet (eg) Aries sign (Mesha) is -ruled by Mars 
(Sewai.); Taurus Sign (Rishato) is governed by Venus (Sukra); 



and so on Tins is common to both the Western imd the Hindu 
systems But, after discovering Uranus and Neptune, the Westerners 
have allotted Aquarius (Kumba) to Uranus and Pisces (Mecni) 
to Neptune The Hindus did not include this allocation As 
regards the Nashathras, the first division commencing from Ants 
(Mesha) 0 is Aswini ruled by Kethu, the second is called Bhanni 
governed by Venus, tlic third star is KarthiKai ruled by Sun the 
fourth Rohini, lord of which is Moon and so on (It is given in a 
tabulated form in the text ) 

3. Day , The Hindus consider that a day commences only 
from the moment of the Sunrise m that locality and that it extends 
till the next sunrise m the same locality The Sun may rise 01*4 30 
A M or 5 A M or 7-40 AM If a child is born at 7-20 A M 
the Sun rises only 7-40 A M to that locality on that day, then the 
child is said to have been born on the previous day Suppose the 
Sun uses nt 4-50 A M and a child is born at 5-tO A M the Hindus 
consider that it is born on the next day They take the lord of the 
next for judgment and predict This is very important tvhen the 
Hindus elect certain auspicious days to undertake any project 

Westerners do not attach so much value to the lord of the d ly 
They follow only the date which changes at midnight 

4 Horoscope While erecting n horoscope and offering 
prediction the Hindus attach much importance to the signs houses 
and Navamsd position of the planets But, the Westerners attach 
importance to the signs and houses They have no Navamsi 
chart at all 

5. The Houses i e. Bhavas Differ widely between 
Eastern and Western system of calculation Westerners calculate 
the houses from cusp to cusp, whereas the Hindus take (he cusp as 
the midpoint of the House and call the House as Bhava 

6 Prediction - Ududasa Vimshothan,- Ashtothnn, 
Kalachakra dasa, etc , are the various dasas advocated by the Hindu 
sages to predict events m one s hfe either to himself or to his lela 
lives and others, with whom he or she has transaction The Wester 
nets have no dasa system at all 

7. Progression There is no clear and exhaustive method 
of Progression given by the Hindu sages though it is simply 



mentioned by only one sage. Westerners follow this method to pre- 
dict events in one's life and have advanced much in Progression 

8. Transit; Westerners take the position of Sun in the 
5av«/in chart to offer transit results The Sayana position of the 
transittlng planets is referred to the position of Sun at birth But 
the Hindus take the A/«rti\a»VJ posilton of the transiting planets and 
refer to the radical Nirayana position of Moon in the horoscope. 
Further, the Hindus give the results according to the Sign occupied 
by the Iransitting planets and not the Homes (or Bhavas) transitted 
by them; but the Westerner’s take into consideration both the signs 
and the homes transitted by the various planets 

9 Aspects . The Hindus are of opinion that all planets 
aspect the 7(h house whereas Saturn has special glance on the 3rd, 
and lOtb houses counted from the sign occupied by it; Jupiter 
aspects 5th and 9lh houses from its position; Mars aspects 4th and 
8th houses, counted from the sign it occupied 

But the aspects followed by the Westerners arc calculated 
correctly. They call that the longitude between one planet and 
another planet or one planet and the cusp of one house if divisible 
by 22i, the aspect is disharmonius, harmful nnd adverse Also, 
they say ‘if the longitudinal distance among two planets or betw-ecn 
one planet and the cusp of another house is divisible by 18’ or 30’ 
(except 90’ and 150’) is considered to be harmonious, favourable 
and advantageous Tliey do not count sign to sign, as Hindus do; 
but they take the exact relative position. 

10. Parents Westerners consider that the fourth house indi- 
cates father and the lOlh house the mother. But the Hindus take 
the fourth house as the mother of the person and the 9th house as 
the father. 

11. Strength • Hindus estimate the strength of the planets 
by Shadbaki, etc., after laborious work whereas the method adopted 
by the Westerners is very simple and they do not have any such 
calculation. 

12. Ashtaka Varga; Is a method followed by the Hindus 
which is not known to the ancient astrologers of the West. 



Thus, many mstances can be given to show that each follows 
Its own system which differs much from the other 

\Vhy both the methods arc considered to be incomplete on j 
some occasions confusing also contradicting and not clear, needs no 
e\pIanation But one has to understand, 

(1) How to ascertain the ftsounble and the unfavourable 
disposition of planets, 

(2) IVIiat nature of remits a planet indicate^ 

(3) The exact time when they will be experienced, 

(4) To predict the different results enjoyed by twins born in 
the same locality, but with an interval of few minutes even though 
the ascendant (Lagna) is in the same sign, the position of planets 
in the Zodiac, in the sign and in Navamsa chart ns well ts the dasa 
and bhuVu tre same As per progression the aspect among the 
planets will also be similar 

So, It would be a problem both for Hindus and Westerners (1) 
to estimate the longevity of each, as in some cases, cither of the 
twins passes away early m infancy and the other lives along, (ii) 
one gets married, the other remains unmarried, (m) one Ins sterling 
character whereas the other is always after the opposite sex (iv) 
one has children the other has to adopt, (v) one enters Government 
service, the other takes up business, (vi) one is a liwyer, the other 
IS a surgeon, and so on The common aspects arc (a) the simc 
mother, father, uncle, aunt, etc But, the number of brothers and 
sisters will vary i/i those mstances where one of the twins is a male 
and the other a female 

Astrology can be declared a science, only when these differences 
can be explained properly, atlcast after knowing the results It will 
be considered to be a perfect science, if it is m^de e isy and the 
students hiving the ardent desire, understand it thoroughly, apply it 
properly and offer correct predictions Herein came the need for 
research

Some ire of the opinion ih it Astrology hid its origin in Chaldea 
from time immemon i! They suggest th it the very name Chaldc in 
means ‘Astrologer* The Pythogormn\ further tdvinccd the con 
cepts of the Chuldiam Thes applied higher mathematics Liter 
astrology came into the hands of the Greeks They concentrated 
more on Nital Astrology, as they hid a deep-rooted religion nature 
and an enquiring mind They always posed the questions Who 
am I Why am I bom What for do T live Why ore there so 
much of inequalities in life They had the answers only through 
istrology , 

Many of the records of the early astrologers of Nineveh and* 
Babylon are found among the early tiblets in the British Museum 
Some of their findings are d itcd nearly 5,000 ye irs ago 

The Greeks were also enthusiastic in following astrology, They 
erected the horoscope for the time of birth and prusaged the finance, 
family, fate, fortune and future of the fndividuals One of the 
Greek horoscopes written m Papyrus about 2,000 years ago is J^ept 
m the British Museum The Chaldc ms who practised this .irt of 
Astrology were held in high esteem even at the time of Alexander 
the Great 

The Cgyptiaivi were cqu illy interested m Astrology, which 
played an important rbic Thev were also responsible for shaping 
the future of the nation As can be seen from the monuments, the 
inscriptions and modern jnvisti‘’Uions. tius science dates back to 
5 000 B C The Pharaohs cave much respect to the astrologers 
of whom Babilus was the leidcr He was always consulted and 
the duty of Babilus was to lind out the charts of thosi who miaht 
perchance g an power become a m il and create trouble to the empe 
ror Whenever Babilus foresaw any such native, he informed the king 
who put such people to death Pharaohs h id faith m their astro- 
logers Often they were consulted to interpret the dreams of the 
king 

In Persia, the kings honoured the astrologers for their sound 
knowledge of this science It only Gjarhasp otherwise known 
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•‘Al Hakrm” (me mm" 'Learned) m nstrolojer in Persun 
court who precisely predicted the lime of birth of the Prophets 

The ^uniens spread the Sciemx in Spun in 7! 1 AD and the 
North Afnems the Moors^ in 1,237 earned the science to Europe 

Dr Brewster idmits that m C/nna about 2,7o2 BC from the 
dus of King Fohi, they developed astronomy solely for studying 
istrology, and emperors were chosen according to the profound 
knowledge possessed by them m astrology In 2 513 BC Cheum 
w IS elected is the King in that manner 

Whenever Alexander the Great went out, he took, with him the 
astronomer Calisthenis in all his campaicns He spread the science 
in the East by giving out some of the rational methods adopted there 
ind his \isit to India liad helped him to learn more and develop it 
funher m his country * 

Henry Cornelius Agnppi, born in 1486, was the nstroloccr to 
1 r intis I of Trintt when he was 38 yeirs old John Dec was the

In India it is s iid that it was the sage G irga who handed down 
the Science to his disciples Further, there are recorded evidences 
that Yavanas were very learned astrologers and that they lived m iny 
centuries before Varahamihira, who admired, in his text books,* the 
progress made by the Yavanas in this Science Yavanas have con 
tnbuted much for the development of this Science m India There 
arc records to show that around 3,102 BC the Tirvalore Tables 
were used solely for astrological purposes 


The following list furnishes the names of a few renowned 
Indian scholars who expounded, explained and interpreted this 
Science, Garga, Viddha Garga , Asila , Aryabhatta , Bhngu , Bnhas- 
pathi , Badarayana, Baradwaja, Bhadalla Devaswami, Dcval i,

As years passed by, for various reasons this science, which is 
*to live long, and which will surely live long, has lost some of its 
charms But science remains ever a science In every age, a parti- 
cular science^ alone receives much attention and is developed, e\(,n 
though every science has its own innate value and is useful to us 
No country had ever passed quiet wiUiout any advancement in any 
branch of science So in every age any one science may be very 
popular, whereas the other sciences may be ignored, though not 
tmilly forgotten It is not unlikely that there arc people even 
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now whose names would come as a great surprise to all; there will 
be very earnest and loyal student of astorlogy who will popularise 
astrology. 

This book is published with the sincere desire that Astrology 
should be made popular. Much of Research is done regularly and 
systematically. Furthermore it has to be carried out. There should 
be fool-proof methods to read accurate results. Students of astro- 
logy with half-baked knowledge should be educated and imparted 
higher knowledge Their doubts should be cleared. Those who 
bring ridicule to this noble science should be silenced by producing 
able astrologers, who will gi\c correct knowledge to them. It is only 
with correct and clear understanding of the subject one can predict 
asloundmgly .accurate results, and establish that the noble legacy, 
astiologj, given to us by our forefathers, is indeed a science which 
is as accurate as any other science. The present position of astro- 
lo^\ in the hands qC a tiumbec of asitologcts. is really deplorable. 
The excuse may be that there is no proper education to them and 
hence the result is unsalisfactorj'. Even when watches are manu- 
factured by any one concern, no two watches agree. If they arc 
manufactured by rpany, one can guess, how they will be. Similarly, 
ublrologcrs and a few other professionals usually offer different 
opinions, confusing the already depressed consultant. So I suggest 
that coachint; up of students is absolutel} necessary to have the same 
school of thought To say that it is not a fit subject cannot be said 
as a wise st.itemenl from the astrologer's point of view. 

In many other counlncs, astrology is included in the curri- 
culum. It is understood that, in American University, Astrology is 
included. Also, there arc schools of Astrology in Germany, 
Switzer'. ind Holland and Erance. Now in India in Jaipur astro- 
logy is included Kulapatiji Or. Munshi is conducting course on 
Astrology in Delhi and Madr.is v here I coach up students and in 
Bombay where learned scholars with vast experience teach. Scientific 
circles there, give serious attention to it. Astrologers arc today 
thankful to the Astrological Research Association of New' York' 
which publish quarterly (Editor: Charles Jayne), and all Research 
Schokirs arc allowed to contribute their articles. At present in 
India, Astrologv is lilc a T.B. patient left uncared for, especially 
by those who alone can cure. It is handled by a few. Of them.

Another investigation is also to be made to find out whether 
the documents nre genuine and original. There is the doubt whe- 
ther the authors, i.e., the sages knew all languages including Tamil, 
etc., in South India, as tlicy lived in the North having Sanskrit ns 
the Mother tongue and Nadis arc found in all languages also whe* 
ther they used paper and pen as some Nadis arc found written in 
paper and claimed to be original. Whatever it is, there arc records 
now, to pjove that astrology was practised by many people, thousands 
of years ago who could predict even the birth time of a native in 20ih 
century, tltc place of his birth, names of his parents, occupations etc., 
and the events in his life; marriage, profession, foreign journey, pro- 
perly,' conveyance, etc. Tlicy had such profound knowledge.

Astrology todiij is incomplete and needs to be vastlj supple- 
mented No one IS in possession of alt the findings of our sages, 
nor arc \\c blessed with such a Guru who cm impart correct scienti- 
!ic knowledge to us Whateser we miy hue today is only a part 
of what they have left behind A subject taught hj a Professor will 
be complete We arc not fortunate to have such an advantage in 
our Iife-timc So with what little liicralurL we possess we have to 
understand the fund imcntal principles and then by rcgul ir and 
strenuous work, develop i» 

Another disadvantage is th it in India there are m my langu iges 
and the subjects arc written mostly in verses TIic first dilhculty is 
to ir.uislatc them correctly into the respective l.mguagcs and get them 
printed Hence, all the books that arc printed in Tamil, are not 
found in Gujarati Marathi, Hindi, Tclugu, Kannad i or Malayalam 
Some books m Gujarathi arc not aviilablc in Tamil, nor are ihcj 
heard o! by Tamihans 

In each language, onl) a few books arc produced Many arc 
left out due to various reasons, the mam one being the cost of print- 
ing and the laek of satisfactory encouragement from any source 
Hence the ancient literature available in each place is incomplete 
like a torn out Dictionary It is a p irt of the whole This is one of 
the m in re isons whv we feel the need to have a study circle and do 
research 

It is our view that one should know the principles of astrology 
by studying all the avaihblc books written by various authors, both 
Hindu and Western We have to collect horoscopes of different pco 
pie especially tni/u, born a! diUerent tune\ but m the same Latitude 
and Longtitude, births m the same place at the ianw lime, and births 
in different places having similir chirts They have to get parti- 
culars of actual facts from them, the nature of events that occurred, 
and the time of such events Every method of prediction is to be 
properly applied in order to see. which method is satisfactory m cx- 
'plaming the events in a precise and correct manner If certain method 
appears, to offer diametrically opposite results, the astrologer gets .m 
opportunity to do more research with the material available and lind 
out the inner truth of astrology, bring m amendments, and suggC't 
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alternations to the original rules .or supplement them by the findings 
which will prove to be correct, when applied to them and other 
similar cases. Thus many research workers and publishers have to 
co-operate, and publish in the present common language English, or 
in all languages in India so that wc can do real service to the public 
at large. 

When we hear complaints from astrological-minded people, we 
find that they do not ridicule the science of astrology but only those 
astrologers whom they consulted. The mam reason for the failure 
of most of the astrologers js due to the defects in their method of 
interpretation and their incapacity to satisfy the qualifications pres- 
cribed by Varahamihira. 

Qualification of an astrologer 

The Sage says: “An astrologer should come from a noble family 
should be good to look at, modest in temperament, true, impartial, 
Sind with good physique. He has to be active and courageous. He 
should he clear in /i/i suilement, witty, sincere and free from vices. 
He should have no stage-fear. He should worship Devns; observe 
fast and penance; and must be conversant with astronomy and astro- 
logy. In the astronomical science, there are live schools of thought 
in India: (1) Paulisa, (2) Romaka Siddhanta, (3) Vasishtha, (4) 
Saura and (5) Paitamaha. The astrologer should be thorough with 
all the Siddhantas. He must be able to understand the objections 
and points of ditTcrcnccs’'. [H e assures that when an astrologer has 
thoroughly understood the mathematical portion and hts acquired 
the sound principles of astrology, his predictions and teachings iw/l 
nner fai^ 

He asks “How could one who h.as not understood the spirit of 
the Sastras, be called an astrologer?" and adds that he is only a fool 
whose interpretation is just opposite to the principles expounded by 
our sages and commits mistakes in his calculations. Varahamihira 
admits “It is easy for anjbody to cross a sci if the breeze is favoura- 
ble. But it is not possible for a person, who is not a sage, to reach 
the other shore of the ocean of astrology". 

Varahamihira opines th.at even sages in forests, free from domes- 
tic Worry, pride and prejudice, welcome the astrologer and without 
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hesitition take interest in astrology when they, by chance meet any 
wise astrologer 

Advice to Administrator 

He advises the Kings that just as the night does not shine with 
out i lamp and the sky without the Sun, so also the king cannot uni 
tormly have a smooth life He warns that the Kings will hue pit 
falls even like a blind pedestrian tf he h is no astrologer to guide 
him properly, well m advance 

Varahamihira reiterates thus Therefore a King who desires 
to maintain fame and enjoy an all round success must engage the 
servnees of a few leadinc astrologers who are not only versatile but 
al o tlc\cr. well \crsed and skilled in this science of prognosiica 
tion 

He turns to the people of the nation and goes to the extent of 
sajing one who i« longing for peace and prosperity should avoid 
living in a phee where no astrologer is available' even ns Owaiyaf

V.ir ih imihira fears that a King who does not patronise such

huniii g But the most Icarrtd and wise Varahamihira who enjoyed 
the blessing of Lord Adhitya, and had Divya Dnshti and Vaksiddhi 
predicted clearly and boldly that the prince would be killed by a 
Varaha, i c , a boar at a particular hour on a particular d ite 
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He also said that no human remedies could avert the danger 
and save him from the jaws of death and that this unpleasant inci 
dent could not be altered He said AVASYAM ANUBOkTHA 
VYAM KRITHAM KARMA SUBHASUBHAM that the prince 
could not survive even if all the precautions were taken 

Years passed The prince was maintaining robust health His 
surroundings were well guarded even some months prior to the 
eventful day On the morning of the fateful day the King held a 
Durbar A huce crowd was anxiously awaiting The King reques 
ted Varahamihira to verify his calculations and confirm whether the 
fateful hour would be the same 5 00 P M on that day as predicted 
previously All had their own doubts because every precaution 
was taken by the King No wild boir or wild animal could have 
any chance of gaming access to the Pnnee s palace which was very 
well protected by i huoe army of vigilant warriors The Pnnee was 
'bked to take his scat m the seventh floor and all the stair caees 
v»crL fully guarded The King was confident that his son was stfe 
So he asked Varahanuhtn how could lus son die from injuries inflic- 
ted by 1 boar when none would be 'illowcd into the palace tnd espe 
cially v.h n no vnimal couli enter vt 'll! He again requested him to 
rcconfide** deeply ibout his cntinal prediction The King also de 
tlarcd th-it he would award the Emblem of the Royal Title Varalu 
to ^Iihira if the prcdicti m would prove to be true because the 
KiHj, wai ted to honour this science* 

Some minutes passed Absolute silence prevailed The whole 
crowd was caccrly obsersing Mihira to hear his verdict 

Varahamihira said that he was devoted to Sun God and he js 
blessed with Vak Siddhi No mistikes could be committed D^ath 
from the injuries inflicted by i boar svas predicted from the Princes 
horoscope without any shadow ot doubt Thai nar the pemln 
announced hi the Planets m the chart according to Kanna done 
the Prince in his previous birth He repeated that the results of the 
past cruel Karma speak out through the planetary positions at the 
time of birth 

Therefore one should be prepared for the worst in spite of all 
possible efforts m dc to 1 oodwjnk Destiny 
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People, who gathered there, were confident that nothing could 
happen in such a strictly guarded palace. 

At frequent inter\'als a warrior was asked to give information 
about the Prince’s health.

Astrology is the Science which csplims the law of nature It is 
entirely b.iscd on the Karma and Reincarnation theory At the 
s imc time, it supports Newton v third I n\ of motion that every action 
h IS an equal reaction It proves th it no action will go to waste and 
also nothing can happen without a cause Tliat is why astrology is 
■Considered to be a convincing science Accurate results predicted 
by an able astrologer will surely conic to pass whether one does 
Shanli or not In all cases, Shanti cannot olTcr complete protection 
fron the cmIs It does not give guarantee to all 

Those who believe in Sbanli may ask, “If one can’t modify or 
nullify the evil by doing Shanti, why haw the s iges prescribed varie- 
ties of Shanties to ward ofT cviP If every action his to produce a 
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reaction or cause an effect, then how can Shanti performed go in 
\ain without removing the eviP Hindus perform Pujas and Homas, 
.pray to Gods and Planets, construct choultries and hospitals, feed 
tVie poor and the disabled, do chanty and assist the needy, etc Can- 
not lhcs_ virtuous deeds mitigate the aflliction*^ In other countries 
though they do not perform homn, etc , yet they do chanty or help 
the fellow beings and animals without having faith or, expecting any 
beneficial result in overcoming difficulties Even then whether thej 
have faith or not, whether they do it with a set purpose or not should 
not such casual or continuous menlorious action help such persons 
to get rid of eviP" 

^ Astrology says that Destiny cannot be altered What is meant 
by Destiny is not generally properly understood by non-astrologers 
Karma is that nhich is already done m the previous birth Destiny 
includes all actions done in that birth and the results which one is 
to enjoy One’s Destiny may force him to do Shanti and give com- 
plete protection by removing the antmpaicil e\d or only to an insig- 
nificant extent or it may prevent one from performing any Shanti at 
all Destiny ultimately gives the result which one has to surely ex- 
perience, without any alteration The people have to subdue to 
fate, otherwise termed Destiny 

Therefore the people may be classified into four groups One 
group will be those who do Shanti and enjoy the results, desired by 
them and may attribute the benefit to the Shanti, the other group 
will do Shanti, yet suffer, without any appreciable redemption and 
say that’, however much they offered Shanti, it did no good The 
third group will neither do Shanti nor believe in it Yet they live 
happily, roll in wealth, have success after success and enjoy enviable 
results The fourth group never docs Shanti, but ever suffers 

Tlic circumstances under which one is placed, one’s natural e\- 
pcctations and normal anticipation, one s performing Shanti either 
out of fear or for favour and the ultimate results are all due to one’s 
previous Karma All these can be read from one’s horoscope and 
U IN possible for the astrologer to cstimitc the senousness of the 
Kirma Have wc not seen in ‘Nadis’ wntten^by the sages that ad- 
vices are ofiered to do vanom Shantis depending on one’s past 
act.cn 
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Kamia can be divided broadly into three kinds. “DHRUDA 
KARMA”, “DHRUDA ADHRUDA KARMA” and “ADHRUDA 
KARMA”. 

By Dhrudd Karma, it is meant, (hat one has committed an 
inexcusable mistake or crime in the previous birth, like murder, 
denying food and shelter to the invalid old parents, cheating the 
minor brothers during partition, to deny the wages to the poor class 
of helpless sen'ants, cheating, ingratitude, etc. Such malefactors, 
ungrateful children, dishonest brothers, mighty masters and cheats 
may do any amount of Shanti. They cannot ward off the malefic 
results to the desired extent as the crime is serious and unpardona- 
ble, though to a negligible extent, it will be reduced, as no action 
will go to waste and every action has its own result But the same 
Shanti, done by people who have committed pardonable mistakes, 
mitigates the affliction in full and leaves them unscathed. Suppose 
“A” has borrowed Rs 50,000 and “B” has taken only Rupees one 
hundred as loan “A” repays rupees one hundred “B” also repays 
one hundred. “A” has yet to suffer as the loan cleared is negligi- 
ble and the burden is yet more or less the same. But “B” is care- 
free and regains peace of^mind Therefore, such Dhruda Karma 
people have to accept the punishment, undergo thu trial and patiently 
endure the penalty. In such cases, “Avasyam AnuboUhavyam 
Kmham Kanna Subhasubham” will apply. Whether they pray to 
God or they perform any Shanti, they should reap the consequences 
of the previous Karma wuh practically no appreciable modillcation 
because of the Shanti done. 

(God is all merciful; yet He is all attentive to His Duly in admi- 
nistering justice. He »s fully aware of the Karma which one has 
done in the previous birth, the Shanti or virtuous deed one will do 
in this birth jnd His impartial {judgment is the result w'hich one 
enjoy. God knows what ShanU one will do, hnw far it would miti- 
gate and what the result would be.) 

In the horoscopes of those who have done Dhrud.i Karma, the 
Dasanatha. the Bhukthinatha, Lagna and Moon will be devoid of 
the beneficial aspect from Jupiter and from the lord of the 9th house 
who indicates the virtuous deeds done in the previous birth. 

Dhruda adhruda Karma means that one would have committed 
excusable mistakes in the previous birth. It is just like an ignorant 
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person having purchased a ticket to Bombay getting into Calcutta 
Mail p. Tlie Inspector finds out ih? mistake and points it to him 
The passenger pleads ignorance and prays for excuse The examiner 
leaves him without any punishment In such persons horoscopes, 
cither the Lagna or Moon or Dasanatha or Bhukthinatha will receive 
favourable aspects from either Jupiter or Lord of 9 or both Here 
the crime committed is so simple that he can be excused on his 
humble application 


A constable can excuse a driver for having driven a car on the 
wrong side if he gives satisfactory explanation like skidding or 
puncture, etc , especi illy when there is neither traffic nor accident 
But the same constable cannot excuse the driver, if the c ir runs 
over a boy Hence excuse or no excuse depends on the seriousness 
of (he crime 

The third one is Adhruda Karma The crime committed may 
be negligible It might have ended only m evil thought Suppose a 
young boy finds a fruit bearing tree in a house over hanging on the 
road side, and goes near it and like a vulture is moving 'there alone 
with a desire to have the fruit The owner notes the boy and 
whistles The boy understands that the owner is watching him and 
so he retraces his steps honourably He does not remove the fruit 
The bo> hid onlv the evil thought but he did not commit theft 
Such ones may be classified as Adhruda Kiirma In such a person s 
horoscope, Guru or Lord of 9 will be in the Lagna or conjoined with 
Moon or Disan itha or Bhukthinatha Such people will enjoy life 
though they do not perform any SInnthi, nor pray nor donate for a 
good cause in this birth One should not forget that Karma of the 
previous birth and SluintJii or no Shanthi in this birth rcbult in the 
fin il destiny which is the impirtial judgment of Cod, whicli was 
already once for all, decided at the time of birth This is called as 
‘ thit which is written on the hexd’ (Thalii Erhuththu) This can 
be read from the horoscope God writes on the head only once 
He does not alter now and then as and when the Slnnihi is done 
Nor can the birth time be changed TTjc horoscope will ever remain 
the same Hence the results indicated must come to pass We 
know that doing or not doing Shanthi is also indicated m the 
horoscope The variety of Shanthi which one may be advised to do 



depends upon the Planets which rule his time and also the nature of 
the results which the native desires to have, , 

In a lady’s chart, Rahu and Saturn are in the fifth house and 
both are in the Constellation of Lord of 6. The native was married 
in Mercury (Budha Dasa), Jupiter BhuUi (Guru sub-period). Saturn 
Bhukthi followed Years passed. It did not pve her the pleasure 
of having a child. Kethu Dasa followed. Every fourth week dis- 
appointed her and her husband The couple became anxious. They 
approached an astrologer who said that, in her chart, Jupiter was 
conjoined with Kethu in 1 1 while San! and Rahu were in 5. So he 
advised that, if they do Shanlhi, they would surely have a child during 
Kethu Dasa, Guru Bhukthi in Moolam Star. As per his advice, 
they visited Benaras, then Rameswaram, and finally Guruvayur 
Krishna, at the time when Guru Bhukthi just started. They also did 
some charity. They had a child bom before her Kethu Dasa Guru 
Bhukthi ended. (Here the chart denotes that Lord of Lagna is Jupi- 
ter who is conjoined with Dasanatha Kethu. That she will take the 
advice and do shanthi is clearly shown. Guru in 1 1 promises progeny. 
So she had a child during Guru’s period. The child was born in 
Moolam star which U governed by Kethu, in Jupiter's sign 
Sagittarius. 

It may be asked, if she had not gone to these holy places, could 
she have had the child. The astrologer will say, that she will have a 
child whether she wards off the evil by such pilgrimage or not and 
also that she will visit, to wipe off the malefic eflecis and receive the 
blessing of God in the shape of a boy whether astrologer advises or 
not. Both are her fate. 

(It is my finding tl^at the sub and constellation in yvhich moon 
u ill be transitting at the time of the birth of the child will be governed 
by the dasaiiatha and Bhuktinatha or the lords of the constellation in 
which they were found in the parents' charts). 

Two friends A and B request an astrologer to suggest some 
remedy (i.e., Shanthi) as they w'cre suffering from eye trouble. The 
astrologer found that in A’s birth chart, the evil period was coming 
to an end whereas in B’s chart the future was becoming worse He 
suggested to them that “Sur>a Namaskaram" would be cfTeciive. He 
also added that A would have the benefit, w'hereas B could not 
expect any improvement. Both decided to do Shanthi “A” found 
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id f')\oiirablc conditions for him lo do it snli^iractonly and enjo>cd 
the bcncfichl results * B hid mnny obstoclcs and impediments 
even to perform Suryanimnskaram With ad thnt he manaced 
to do the Shanti Yet unfortun'ilely, he had no improvement 

Thus It can be shown that it is possible for an astrologer to sa} 
whether one can have the chances to do ofTcrmgs to God and wh-thcr 
one will have the advintagc of such an action or not b) reading the 
horoscopes and ascertaining h/mi vonerv o/Karroahe ought to have 
done in the previous birth and also the seriousness of the Karma 
Shanthl is of two kinds One is Thnsht i Shanthi and the 
other is Athnshta Santhi By Thrishta Shanthi is meant that one 
knows what Shanlhi he should do and that he is aware of the results 
of such a remidial measure 

If one suffers from hcad'*chc and t ikes Aspro or Sandon dr 
Anacm or Codopynn he knows that these arc specifics for headache 
and he gets the relief A few. even after taking the specific ma> 
continue to suffer which is also their fate Here the n'>tivc is aware 
of hts taking the medicine and also its coring effect This is Thrishta 
Shanthi 

Athnshta means that which one can t see with naked eyes and 
non astrological eyes Aihrfshta shanlhi bangs results without the 
knowledge of the person Nor can the person judge the nature of 
favourable result he may enjoy and also whether Athnshta Shanthi 
includes homa prayers, pilgnmagc construction of hospitals 
maternity home, schools, chouUncs feeding the poor, donating blood 
or fasting on Somavaram days but the nature of the beneficial result 
which he may enjoy is not known That is why it is called Athnshta 
Thus It will be seen that astrology can show what Karma one 
should have done in the previous birth whether one will do Shanthi 
or not in this life, and the ultimate results one is to enjoy It is also 
known that every action wiU have its reaction i e , good actions yield 
desirable results whereas bad actions bring evil to the native 

As doing Shanthi is always considered to be a virtue and there 
fore It has necessarily to bnng favourable results to the doer, it ts 
advisable that one cither prays God or does Homa or contributes 
for a good cause 

The number of people who commit inexcusable crime like 
murder amounting to Dhruda Karma will be very few The number 
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of people who do not commit any enme at all but occasionally thinly 
of evil, known as Adhruda Karma^ will be still fewer Both form a 
very small minority But the majonty of people commit excusable 
mistakes called Dhruda Adhruda Karma Therefore Shanti will be 
done by them with or without their knowledge and they will not 
ultimately suffer As a layman may not know which \anety of 
Karma he could have done m the previous birth, he will assume that 
he IS one among many and that the performance of Shinihi will gi\e 
him solace and peace of mind and ward off suspense which is highly 
painful He c in entertain Hopes and it gives Hicntal solace 

Shanthi may be compared to taking prophylactic vaccines against 
cholera, or typhoid, or having revaccinaiion against small pox Such 
a preventive measure gives confidence and immunity One can visit 
the infected areas with courage and mix with such patients though it 
may not guarantee that all those who hid taken prcscntivc measures 
will never buffer Even if one contracts the disease, the attack will 
be very mild 

If one does not perfonn Shanthi or any virtuous deed, one can’t 
be confident about his happiness m the future There will be the 
doubt whether it will be peaceful or misernble A few may live 
happily But many w ill suffer from untold miscnes 

One attends to minor rep iirs to Ins car before si irting out and 
dn\cs it with confidence Two other people drive, without testing it 
One car rvtiirns safely and the other c.ir breaks down Is it not 
advisable to have the car examined by the expert, hue the minor 
repairs attended to, and then alone drive'' Jusl as the repairs can 
gne confidence to the driver about the peaceful nature of die journey 
even so the performance of Shanthi will be hopeful to relieve one 
from worries and give metal strength during tlie period of suspense 

Astrology indicates who wiU do Shanthi and attribute the reduc- 
tion of the evil result to Shanthi alone The person may be ignorant 
of the fact that his fate was that he should do Shanthi and he 
unnecessarily expected a more senous trouble, whereas only a mild 
one was his fate 

Astrology advises all to be good, to do Shanthi in any form and 
enjoy life with absolute peace of mind

Health is wealth Money c\n make many things when one 
desires and acts, but God cm offer everything whether one wants it 
or not, according to ones Karma done in the previous birth God 
may bless one with money, but at the same time the native may have 
lo suffer any one of the incurable, chronic and loxlhsome disease 
according to hts dcstmv Hence the greilesl problem which is to 
be faced by human beings is the m mitcnancc of good health To 
have imniunitv and resistance aeaiost infectious disc ises, and a ccr 
tarn cure for the disease from which one suffers, one consults the medi 
tdl expert Astrologers opine that a physici tn cm safely administer 
medicine if he is acquainted with astrology This means that, in the 
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absence of astrological knowledge to start with, the doctor has often 
to proceed only by trial and error methods and apply remedies by 
rule of thumb till he had eliminated many diseases by varied exami- 
nations and ascertained the precise n iture and cause of the disease 
But if he ^vc^c to know astrology, he can locate the pan of the bod} 
afTcctcd detect the disease and select the opportune time for treat- 
ment This will bring good name, fame and satisfactory rcmiinera 
tion to the doctor and also restore the patient to normal health , 
otherwise, the patient will ha\e to become a guinea pig for expen 
mental tortures Tins will result in loss of time and often in loss 
of life. It will end in a lo-^s to the nation also But if a doctor knows 
astrology and medicine sufficiently well, he will prove to be a really 
successful practitioner Hippocrates, renowned as the Father of 
Medicine , has stated “A physician cannot safely administer medi- 
cine if he IS not acquainted with astrology’ Medical astrology Is 
concerned v,t\h the diagnosis o? diseases, the methods of hcahng, 
the time of the onset of the ailment, the duration of the disease and 
the psychiatric aspects that may influence the progress and progno- 
sis of the diseases 

Fortunately for the public in America, there are many physi- 
cians and surgeons who have learnt astrology and make use of this 
knowledge with pleasant, successful and gratifying results There 
arc astrological schools in US A and Europe with medical astrology 
as one of the subjects They consider this as a %cry important 
branch of astrology which needs the combination of an astrologer 
and a physician who will enjoy success in his life He can choose an 
auspicious time to begin treatment, to mix, dispense and administer 
mcdicmcj to do operition to discharge from the nursing home, etc 
After he has ihoroughli studied astrology, he will feel verv happy 
when he is capable of dilTtrcntiaiing the pulmonarj alTeciion of a 
patient He can say whether one suffers from cold and cough or 
dry cough or from Eosonophilia or Asthmi or T. B or Pleurisy or 
Bronchitis or Pneumonia, etc It is cas} to predict whether one 
suffers from mumps, or measles, or chicken pox or small-pox It is 
not dilficiilt to say whether one Ins only menstrua! trouble or must 
‘have the uterus remoied or the suffering is due to fibroid tumour or 
cancer Such a good knowli^ge of astrolog} would be a great 
asset to him Further, by finding out when and where an epidemic 
may range, the Institutes of Prexcnlive Medicine can manufacture 
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propliylaclic \accmcs .md the Public Hcilth Dcpirtmcnt can cdu 
cate the public and carry on mass inoculation, exercise extra care 
on proper stenlis ilion and supply of wholesome water, do a\\a> with 
wells not in use and also take other prec lutionary nieisurcs if it is 
a water-borne disease There need not be so much rush to hospi 
tals, bed will be available without dillicully There will be no neces 
sily to extend the hospitals and increase the beds, also to experience 
the dearth of doctors and nurses A wist astrologer m his own w i) 
may consider that he is superior in intellect to a medic d min in 
quickly diagnosing the nature of the disease the duration of ill 
health and the fin il result If one is found in the street unconscious 
a medical attendant is to smell the mouth to know whether the 
patient is drunk, to feel the belly to ascertain whether it is food poi 
soning, or to record his temperature to hnd out whether it would be 
a sun-stroke, or guess wlicthcr it could be due to exh lustion after 
much of exertion, or whether it is due to, hj’stcna, cpilcps>, etc He 
guesses to start with, and tries to do goocilo the pnticnt by adnunis 
tenng u medicine But an as\Io^os;CT T^mavrong in n pUec, , 
miles away, even without seeing the pitient, by phone, can mcniion 
the cause of his unconsciousness which will be found surpnsinglj 
tnie and later confirmed by the doctor attending on him 

Astrology is such a vsonderful scicnet which, when practised 
properly, gives good he dth, reduces medical bill, increases longtvitv 
md minimises mortality Only when such good is to be enjojed by 
the people, the world will produce wise astrologers 

Now, one may ask, “How will it be possible for one to avoid 
disease, if he is destined to suffer/ ’ I do agree But at the time w hen 
medic il astrology will be introduced m medical colleges and ill will 
become wise Astrologers as well as Physicians, the sufTcnngs will

Nov/ the new era is fast approaching — the dawn of the Aquan in 
age Aquarius is ruled by Uranus This produces supremely mtcl 
ligenl and wise astrologers with intuition and introspection to offer • 
amazing predictions Aquinus is the bestjsign for grand success"’ 
m research, especially m the useful branches of science as ii pro- 
duces good reasoners, both theoretical as well as practical with radi 
cal and advanced ideas and with good mentality 
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The Aquarian age has not yet started. It is fast approaching. 
The vernal equinox is now at 6'* 44*, of Nirayana Pisces (Meena), So 
it is in Ulhara Pathrapada star. Hence Jupiter's beneficial aspects 
are waning, while the aspects of Saturn and Mercury’ are becoming 
more and more prominent. 

We are aware that in India early marriage was In vogue till 
1930 and thereafter, it has been declared a crime, as the age limit 
of the couple for marriage has been raised by legislation. It is plain 
to a non-astrologer that the Government is responsible for this. But 
ask an astrologer.

Venus IS the chief ru'er of latlicv Was there any association or 
club for them in ancient days*^ Was it not rare to see I idles in the

Met 'orologist'' t4.nnot give years or months or weeks m advance, 
when and whcic one can expect breaches due to downpour of ram 
Nor tan they sr> in whitli year there will be no ram so that mter- 
mitttndy restricted quanbiy of water may be supplied, commencing 
fairly early to i.vcrt the drought But astrology can give correct pic- 
ture, years m advance, provided some more research is carried out 
by llie mttlligcnt able and learned astrologers 

Tnis»bf*nch of science .s becoming popular m other countries 
It has been developed to a m irvellous degree of accuracy by a num- 
ber of rc'tarch workers It has no connection whatsoever with the 
common alman ics published by the Government Weather Bureau 
One of the greates! of astrologers, Llewellyn George says, “It is only 
a m liter cf lime, however, when nations generally will recognize this 
inform itu n and include it in their present cacul itions, thus making

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alone the public can UiVc tuvmlage ot such clear and definite fore 
ca^t

to ’7 to be c isily and persp cuoiisly reconciled

Ccntr.illy, the tendency and ambition of an astrologer is to make 
aitemp's to predict events in every branch of astrology The ambi- 
tion wiU be achieved and it will prove to be bcnelicul if one specia- 
lises m any oni. branch and gains some knowledge jn the other bran- 
ches also Then alone on- will be able to offer cleir and correct 
predictions which the Government and the public can tike advan- 
tage of It 
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Let us take medicine, medical experts specialise in anv one 
bnnLli and contribute tho- mile, some specialise m optical surcery; 
some m IZ N 1 some in pulmonary diseases, some cardiac, some 
leprosy, some osseous system, some nervous system, some circula 
tory and so on Whv'’ Because thc> ha\c realised the fact tint it 
IS difficult to master every branch by one and the same person in 
ones Iife-time Trying to master cccrylhmg tliej may not know 
anything useful to the patient 

Similarly, let us consider Engineenng How many branches 
there arc c g , mechanical automobitc, aeron lutic, clectnc civil, 
public health, etc Any one branch specialised means sound know 
ledge to the student m th t branch .ind advantage to the public 
Therefore astrolo^’crs also should specialise before offering predic- 
tions in an} one of the hr inches and even there, imdcrst ind the 
insufficient dat,i to give delipitc prediction, being aw ire of their hmi- 
titions Such astrologers, no doubt, will restore the reputation of 
the noble science Astrolojy 

One or two predictions by a few astrologers ma> be taken for 
our consideration to judge whether these arc in any ws} helpful or 
really harmful One astrologer sa>s that the ron/iijt/rntfow oj the 
I’lanets ttt 1962 63 64 muu be comidered lo^’ether In man\ ionn 
irtes, irtmt ua\e and criminal actniues Mill reach a neu heiqht A 
few cotintriei Mill Milness famine condiliom for some reawn or 
othei rar/Zir/naAe in some places mil cause tlamai,e to property 
Of course, in the countries and places Mrccked l>\ natims^ catiis 
troplie, criminal actnilics al\o mil preiail on a laric scale 

The above is the prediction Nowhere, the unexpected trou- 
ble we encountered in October 1962 which is the first of Us kind. 
x,'as mentioned clearl} (giving at Iccst the week when such a diffi 
cullv could be expected and exactly from xihich source and why 
from that quarter alone ) But it is sud lii it there will be in this 
}eir, xciy disastrous Natural catastrophes like e irthqunkes, volcanic 
eruptions, storms, excessive ind untimely ram and snowfall liigh 
death rate and man> accidents, how many altem ittves' * Oh' God,*’ 
says the reader He asks why can’t one delinitely state which of these 
troubles is to be expected and where How can a reader select any 
one of these’ By offering such predictions do not they unnccessanly 
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create panic and fear m the minds of the general public, whereas 
astrology is intended more to give useful inform Uion, mental solace 
md encouragement'’ Is it not i Psycho-therapy ? 

Astrologers should not afflict the public with the terrors of 
scvcie issue Even when one is confident about one s predictions, 
one should convey them with sympithctic concern in i mild tone, 
the seriousness of the event but should not omit to m ihe mention 
of It Also a few readers miy feel that the \stroloccrs need not 
offer such useless predictions with thous inds of alternatives 

Another takes a few horoscopes to read the tate of a country 
One horoscope is said to be lit it of Indn The other is chimed to 
be that of Independence The third is mentioned is that of a ruler 
nud so on He mentions n senes of c il imiiics taking into considera- 
tion any one of the three horoscopes And analysing another boros 
cope, he gives courage siym? that India ii/W he left tinsiaihed When 
one wails and sees tlic country had for the first lime in the same 
iionih the unprecedented experience the invasion by a neighbour 
ing country, and vital chmgcs in the ndministntion also 

If one were to predict bid events, considcnna my one horos- 
cope and 4iIso say tli it tlicrc is nothing to worry by reading another 
chart the reader is not benefited He docs not know which is to 
be taken Either wc will li ivc trouble or wc will be left unscathed 
Such a prediction reminds one of the tactful astrologer who mentions 
to the husband of an cspcclant 1 tdy Ih it his wife would give birth 
lo a boy, and to the expect mt mother, i girl The readers request 
tile astrologer w ho is c ip ibic of predicting precisely, to offer definite 
predictions and avoid viguc ones which arc not rciliy useful but 
aciuvlly harmful 

Honestly wc have lo rcilisc our hnutilions while offering pre- 
diction with the knowledge that cm be g lined with the literature 
av iilablc at present ilso the necessity to mention thoiisind altcrn i 
lives NYc ill know ihil one cinnot give eleir correct .ind precise 
prcUictions as this brincli of science is incomplete 

However some learned scholars were nearly correct m a few 
predictions, showing th u the judici il astrology is correct thoudi in 
ctmpletc There tre m my instances But a few done ire given

William Lily predicted that there would be a hre accident in 
16fi6 m London, which came true The Japanese Royal astrolo- 
gers correctly predicted Japan's victory o\er Russia m 1905 Ame- 
rica was warned in 1907 that it would face financial crisis which 
came \er> true And it was not that there was no failure m their 
predictions Failure, if any, was due to the difficulty with thl^ 
branch of science which is incomplete These should be taken by 
the students of astrolosy as opportunities for earnest and intelligent 
rcscaich 

They have to note down.ahe dates when some events happened 
in their country, the Planetary positions on those d ites, and apply 
the astrological principles Only after many instances, one can 
judge which siun ond which degree and miniiie in it, represents a 
town and this finding is absolutely necessary to minimise the allerna- 
ti\cs Now we are not in possession of such data to offer clear pre- 
dictions and hence any prediction now given includes many alterna- 
Ines 

There is another problem for research About one hundred 
yc ir» ago, when astrologers predicted taking Virgo or Capncom for 
India, they predicted that Indtt would face some difficulties as these 
signs are afflicted At that lime, the prediclion included sufferings 
•of the people in the present Independent India ind the partitioned 
Pakistan also, since both were ruled by one King and the boundars 
•of India then included Pakistan Now also, the same signs are to 
be taken for India and Pakistan and any prediction that Indn will 
be in danger, will apply to Pakistan also 

It may be argued that cither the Independence Chart or the 
formation of the Ministry or the chin of the Minister may be taken 
as the basis for prediction Consideration of so many charts will 
lead to contradictory indications and indcliniteness in the predic- 
tions 

Unless this branch is very well developed one need not attach 
■much weight to the predictions offered and get confused A reader 
poses the following question to the astrologer who offers prcdic 
tii.n All know that there was e irthqu ike m Bihar Did any one 
predict that Bihir alone will be afflicted and not Benares Bhoptl or 
Baroda** The combination of the planets or their disposition is the 
^imc for all these places Then why should Bilnr done ficc this 
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calamity'^' No explanation can be offered, as to uh> Bihnr alone 
Spfiould be victimized Becmi\e, nonheie it is mentioned that Bihar 
^\h^ch IS ill « parlicidnr Uintude itnd lonffUtmlc on Carth represen 
ted by a particular declination and right ascension in the Zodiac 
riiis branch of science to that extent is incomplete If every locality 
IS allotted a particular position in the Zodiac, one can easily predict 
with conlidence about a particular locality, siy Bihar Such finding 
alone will be useful to the public and to the Government 

It IS hence necessary to complete this branch by systematic and 
methodical research Till that time, u will be idvantagcoiis if one 
conTines to the extent to which dchnitc predictions can be olfered 

It may be mentioned here that on 7-5-62 the Delhi Edition of 
Indi.iii Express published a feature about the author that, in the 
course of his lectures at the Bharathiya Vidya Bhavan, Delhi, on 
27-4-61, he had predicted that the share market would tumble down 
after 15-10-62 due to some evil in the North But as he w,u! not 
sure about the nature ot the evil, he had mentioned a few alterna- 
Uv-s m the light of literature available at the time It will be of 
interest to know that, in this magazine, research on mundane astro- 
logy earned out by Mod-Ast-Rcs-Instilute, Madras will regularly 
appear and on those occasions, when clear predictions can be offered 
they Will be published well m advance for the benefit of all 

(d) Natal Astrology 

Natal astrology concerns largely with the life of human beings 
A chart is made out for the moment of birth and for the particular 
place of birtlj (Latitude and Longitude being taken for calcula-, 
tion) 

From such a chart, one can read all events about the n itivc 
Ins character, tcmpeniment and pcculi iritics, longevity, condition of 
health accident, proncncss. finance and fortune, marriage, birth of 
chilttren and also his prosperity or adversity Moreover the actual 
date of any occurrence in his life can be calculated Thus natal 
astrology is very useful for one and all, whether he is born a Ktnc. 
a ixiibera, or a beggar, for health and longevity are precious to every 
individual Fortune, prosperity, and above all, peace of mind and 
luippiness arc desired by all Hence nital astrology is the most use- 
ful branch of this scicn« and therefore, it behoves all of us to sup- 
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pori and encourage genuine research, by trained \^orkers and 
scholars, to bridge the incomplete phases in this, just as in every 
other branch of science 

It js a fact that 100% correct predictions cannot be given with 
the literature available and with the knowledge that we may gam 
by studying them alone It is only by plodding, persevering and 
patiently carrying out research that one will be able to fill up the 
gap, supplement, improve, and make it perfect One of the sub- 
branches of Natal Astrology may be discussed for the consideration 
of Ihte readers 

There is a sub branch called “Gochara Phalan” by the l^lndus 
^Vestemers call it “Transit”. Let it be stated, with great humilitj, 
for the information of the readers, that the method of prediction 
adopted by research scholars is, in a way, an improvement over the 
application of the general pnnciples of astrology handed down to 
us by our ancient sages and scholars 

In the Western System, the astrologers t ike the radical position 
of the -Sun at the time of birth and consider the relative positions of 
the Planets transiting m the Zodiac and give their predictions In 
India and in the Hindu System, the position of the Moon at the 
time of birth of the native is taken as the starting and determining 
point to which the transiting positions of the Planets are related 
ana according to their relative positions, we rend the results and saj 
whether the time is auspicious or not Both ihe methods will be 
found to be incomplete and therefore the percentage of failures is 
bound to be large This cannot be of much advantage to those 
who desire to know their future 

The Western and the Hindu systems of predictions based on 
the tr.in'^its of Planets fail m manj eases whether refered either to 
the Sun or to the Moon alone 

For transitory results, Forluna deserves serious attention as it 
indicates certain results which are not shown b} the aspects formed 
by the transiting planets to those in the natal chart 

When It IS found that the results enjoyed by people bom within 
a few minutes of each other show diametncally opposite results, we 
should try and find out the factor which is so fast moving as to cause 
opposite aspects and bring about such different effects 
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In those few minutes can planets move much'^ No' Then \vhit.h 
Will Invc a chnnge in the position*^ Is it not L ign i thereby Tortunj 
and then M C 

All research schohrs will surely declare that the fast eh incing 
Ascendant and Tortunn cause different aspects and produce different 
results If therefore Fortuna is also included in ill calculations and 
predictions offered there can be no great room for disappointment 

Readers will do well at this stage to pause and ponder over 
the signific int truths placed before them in the preceding para 
graphs Tliat Astrology no doubt is m icciir itc science c in be 
proved by taking the following instances 

fdcntical results are enjoyed by people who^c birth took place 
at the same minute, in the same Latitude and Loncitudc Let me 
place before the readers in a t ingiblc and systematic form my 
reasons 

The first instance relates to two persons born at the same time 
and who both got married to two carter cirls who were earning 
They h td no children but both couples were very fond of domestic 
pots cats and dogs The two niiales were lecturers producing identi- 
cal results, with equal interest m politics, philosophy and religion 
Minor events also tn their lives were also strikingly similar, for ex- 
ample, both suffered from toothache at the same time and on the 
same day Yet, the two m ilc p irlners were m no w ly related to 
ejch other and hailed from widely separated places 

Another instance is about two men born m the same village 
who n irrated their experiences after they had lived there for a fairly 
long time Their temper imcnts, behaviour and character were 
identical Both had pleasmc manners, were always cheerful and 
never rude to anyone Both were robust in health and whenever 
one fell iff the other 'wted frotu the xime disease Each of 
liicm lost a child m the same month and had the same numbi.r of 
children One wai. a journalist while the other wns a svntcr of fie 
tion Mercury, Mars and Jupiter were the signs who ruled over 
their p*-ofcssiors The culmination in this extra-ordinary similaritv 
V as la the death of these two natives, on the same day 

Yet another instance relates to a report, that appeared in a 
foreign journal in 1820 It meationed that Samuel Hennings died

at tlic age of 82 He was born on 4-6 1738 at a placcsitu iled in 
the same Latitude and Longitude, as King George III, who ascended 
the throne m October 1760, Mr Hennings was then an independent 
business-man King George ill got married on 8 9-1861 and on 
the same day Mr Hennings look Elsie for his wife Both had the 
same number of children of each sex Both were long lived and 
died at the same hour on 2-9-1820 

Instances can be multiplied for such remarkably coincident 
happenings The pnnciples govcniing such events will be explained 
later 

(e) Horary Astrology 

This branch of science is mysterious, perfect, wonderful and 
most useful After thoroughly understanding the pnnciples, one 
can offer correct, clear and precise predictions without any confu 
Sion This helps the astrologer to confirm what prediction he h i« 
to gtvc bj using other methods which, when explained will convince 
anci satisfy the consultant 

Generali), the astrologer asks (he querist to give a number, 
at random, within 108 The number that is given forms the basis 
for the prediction Some may scoff at this branch of science saying 
that the predictions given by Horary Astrologv cannot be correct as 
the number given is, after all. a chance They may suggest that 
the person could have given anv other number or thought of one 
number and mentioned another Such people do not realise th it 
the quenst cannot give any other number except the one which he 
had given OLc,i*«ionalI), the Luck> querist may mention a number, 
but the astrologer mav mishear Calculate on the misheard number 
Here the divine force so works, that the number taken by the astro- 
loger gives a clear and correct answer whereas the other number 
mentioned b) the quenst cannot offer a clear clue to the astrologer 
They have no person il exjienencc that it is the divine force which 
works and enables the astrologer to predict The number that he 
gives depends upon his past action or karm i vis well as the future 
results he li to enjoy, just as the moment of birth is the effect of* 
his past Karma None can convince that one's birih •'t the particular 
moment, whether normil or cesirian is a chance If one were to 
reiterate, one is ignorant of the wonderful Divine Lviw Has he or 
she the choice of parents ? 
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GencrUly, lh»s branch o( science is resorted to, miiniy 
those who hive no horoscopes or who doubt the correctness of the 
This branch of science cm nocr answer all tjucstions and clear 
doubts Occasionally it may appear for the beginners as (hoi 
there arc contradictory indications in astrology when they try 
predict using other methods of prognostic ition 

On those Decisions they cm male the best use of Hor 
astrology for proper guidmcc and confirm itjon Even when one 
confident about ones own prediction m the other br inches of i 
science, Horary Astrology has to bt used as \ (mal sift method 
declare with confidence the results ilreadj obt imed 

Suppose two people stand for election m the simc locality 
for any single seat as President, Chaimnn etc Horoscopes m 
or may not be correct Even if correct eh iris are given there m 
\ae n doubt whether ‘A’ will come out victorious or B* That is svl 
some predictions offered without using Horary system miscral 
failed To be sure of one's prediction, Honry Astrology is the bi 
and most reliable, to bt used with advantage 

This method is as rational and as scientific as any other bran 
of astrology and it is the sublime art of fore seeing events from v 
position of the PI incts at the moment whrti one propounds senou* 
I question about any import int matter By applying it, one c m pi 
diet the longcMly, health success or fulurc in ones enterprise, om 
stay in foreign land or hts return, the time of ftnrnage, the dcscri 
tion of partner, reunion or divorce, birth and death of childn 
sex of the child, results of the examination, recovery of lost articli 
gam by lottery or races or speculation, success m litigation, treasui 
legacy and anything and everything on the earth 

This branch of science is not a bluff It is not to dupe the gul 
bic throng But at the sime time, it is not easy for the students 
. astrology *o male predictions mf illibly unless they arc thorou. 
with the principles of astrology available now Some mistake th 
the istrologer uses Numerology and predicts fhey are ignorai 
The Number indicates the ascendant for that query and he c ilculat 
the position of planets for that moment and then judges (he resu 
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(f) Electional Astro logy :EIectionaI Astrology is the branch which 
indicates the most auspicious time for commencing any new under- 
taking: for marriage, upanayana, purchase of costly articles, cons- 
truction of houses, buildings, time of getting admitted in the hospi- 
tals, time of operation, for performing religious and social func- 
tions, purchase of car, admission in schools, colleges etc., joining 
duty, taking charge or handing over charge of duty, purchasing 
lottery tickets etc. 

(g) Kabala Astrology: This will be dealt with in detail in another 
book. 

,{h) Kerala Astrology:This prediction is olTcrcd by looking at a 
person’s face or asking him to mention the name of a flower and 
having it as the basis for prediction. This also will be dealt with in 
another book. 

(i) Omens: When one wants to predict or select a moment using 
anyone of these branches, it Is necessary to look at the omens at the 
time of prediction. These will agree with the results obtained by 
cither Horary or Kabala or Kerala branch of astrology and it is use* 
ful for predicting definitely with clariiy and confidence. Omens are 
clear and correct indicators and thereby they arc good guidance to 
the astrologers. 

Bhattotpala says in Prasnagyana that good or bad cfTccis can 
be predicted through the internal and external omens which arc the 
deciding factors. There arc people who actually take a decision 
after noting the omens; they never proceed further in a matter, if 
the omens were to be ill and disheartening in fixing up a marriage, 
purchasing a house etc. Varahamihira says that an omen reveals the 
fruition of one’s action, good and bad, done in the previous birth. 
The omens arc not superstitious beliefs. Omen is otherwise called 
** Saguna ’* 

Tliis is a vast subject. It needs no skill to predict. One can 
refer to the subject on omens elaborately dcaltwith my Varahamihira 
in Drihath Samhita, and note the result directly. If, at a partiailar 
time, there is more than one omen, then the interpretation depends 
upon the individual. Anjhow, one should be inieUiccnt. 

1, One day a Guru was with his disciples discussing some 
principles relating to omen and astrolog>'- A gentleman stepped in 

A— t 
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and said that he would like to consult the Guru on an important 
matter 

Guru said, “Come on, what can I do for >011'’ ’ 

He hesitated to be pi tm m the presence of (he students Yet he 
had to mention as the students cannot be asked to go out, nor the 
astrologer can take Iitm to a confident place So he s ud My wife 
has deserted me, and she is living separately due to some unforseen 
circumstances Some months have passed There is not even a 
letter from her Therefore I am worried and I im msious to know 
about my married life ” 

While the person was narrating liis s id story. Guru s wife went 
out with a rope and a bucket to get water from the common well in 
the street Before the stranger completed hts n irration. Guru’s 
Wife stepped m and requested her husband to take the bucket from 
the well, as the rope gave way while she was drawing w’ater from 
the well 

Guru turned to tlic students and asked them * What have you 
to say> Take this as an omen, interpret it carefully and predict ’ 

Most of them, without hesitation, at once said, ‘ the bondage 
between husband and wife is the yellow salTron thread called “Man- 
galyam” or “Thalikkayar” As the rope give way, it suggests that 
Mangalya Saradu is also scissored off Therefore the stranger's wife 
will never turn up The tic between the husbind and the wife can- 
not continue further 

But one of the students predicted otherwise, which the Guru 
approved ‘Sir, I do not agree with them To me it appeals that 
the lady will come and join the husband ver\ soon Husband and 
wife belonged to one family and lived together even as these drops 
of water were together in the well The rope and the bucket are 
the evil forces trying to separate a part of the water from the rem 
nant m the well The evil penod was over, the rope gave way, and 
the water had re-imion with the remnant m the well, so also the 
gentleman’s evd days are over, and his wife will come back andjivc 
with him and their children ” 

Thus an intelligent interpretation is needed when the mdica- 
tiorvs are more than one If the rope alone had given way after 
V 
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drawing the water one can say that she would not come Ixick as 
water is separated and then only the rope was found to have worn 
out. ‘ 

2. One gentleman was unable to take a decision to celebrate 
the marriage of his son with a particular bride. He was wavering; 
he was both for fixing up the marriage with the girl and also greedy 
enough to wait and try to have a career girl So he consulted an 
astrologer. While they were discussing, a postman delivered a 
marriage invitation letter to the astrologer who unhesitatingly advised 
the querist to go ahead with the bride already in view. For, the 
receipt of an invitation is auspicious to fix up a wedding. He ex- 
plained that if the postman had given a letter which contained half 
.a do 2 en charts for selection of a bridegroom to his daughter, then* 
he can say, “wait and see,** But when the letter shows that the mar-* 
riage is fixed already and the marriage is to be celebrated shortly 
he can only say, “Fix the bride already in view.” In a few weeks, 
the marriage was fixed and celebrated. The couple arc now lead- 
ing a happy life. Whether one consults an astrologer and then cele- 
brates the marriage or not, the married life will be according to 
their fate. Astrologers, before marriage will say whether they will 
get married'or not. 

If there is any undcsitaWc reswU in married life, I feel thit it 
is not decent to mention such events, when one wants to fix up a 
mamage. 

3. An Officer handed over a letter to the astrologer and asked 
him to say whether his grand-father, reported to be serious, would 
recover or succumb to the disease. He said tliat he had to make 
arrangements and npply for leave to go home..

was mentioned. While the astrologer was calculating, he heard his 
wife talking to her friend inside the house.exprcssing her deep sorrow 
to the guest.

I take it a great loss, as he was always helpful to my 
family. It is also a loss to the nation.*’ Further, at that time,* a 
purohit came and reminded the astrologer that his father’s anniver- 
sary was to be performed the next day. Lest the querist should - 
mistake him, the. tactful astrologer did not immediately predict. He 
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wasted a few minutes under some pretext^ though, he had altcady 
taken a decision as what to predict He said My young man 
take long leave and proceed at once to grand father s place Don t 
waste time Before the native arrived, the patient passed away 
These indtcaitons will never fail, wiH ever come true

which IS due to the querists korrna. Thus in everyihms divine force 
will work God neither gives proper guidance to him nor allows 
the astrologer to give correct prediction in his case alone, as he was 
a great sinner and he is to be disappointed m everything includin" 
the prediction of the expert astrologers 

One can consult any astrologer Only when the name and 
the astrologer ha\e favourable tune the astrologer will be able 
to give correct prediction to him But, if their time is unfavourable 
everything will go wrong and the party cannot have fpcace of inmd 
Good actions alone will yield desirable results Thus astrology re 
minds one to do good alone which will surely offer peace of mind 
Nowhere in the Qinstian Scriptures astrology is disapproved No- 
where It IS forbidden But it warns us as to its proper use 



WHO CAN LEARN ASTROLOGY? 


Often people tipproach me and express their diflicultics in the 
flrt of astrological predictions. One of them said, “Sir, there was 
always an ardent desire in me to learn astrology. I had the oppor- 
tunity to study the science regularly. I earnestly worked night and 
day and tried to understand the principles. When I felt that I 
would be able to read the horoscopes, my friends gave me some 
charts and asked me to olTcr my findings. Various ideas flashed in 
my mind. I found contradictory indications confusing and depress- 
ing me. rinally, I made a sincere aUempt to predict. I did not 
have much to say but to mention a few words. On finding that the 
tjucrisl was not satisfied and continued to slay expecting me to pre- 
dict something more, I looked at him. He alu> looked at me with 
pity. Any-how, I again tried to predict something more, but 1 
was going on repeating what I had already said; such an embarassed 
situation discouraged me further. The friends also dissuaded me 
by sarcastic smile. So, I got vexed and 1 gave it up dejected. 

A few’ years passed, again there was the urge to learn scienti- 
fically instead of committing to memory the rules and reproducing 
them like a parrot. Even then while studying. I came across cer- 
tain portions which appeared to be just contrary to what is men- 
tioned by another author. I did not find any improvement; confu- 
sion continued and 1 was actually pCTplcxed. I thought that pro- 
bably the science is a ditficult, complicated and intricate one. Fortu- 
nately, 1 understand that you arc bringing out a magazine rendering 
it simple clear and convincing which is the opinion of the readers-

(10) One has to predict after thoroughly undcrsiandm!: the 
querists temperament There arc some who do not like to hear 
evil Even m such eases « the astrologer should mention the evil 
but express u in a very mild fonn Does not i physician give su-ar- 
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coiited pills to the patient who dislikes bitter medicine. He gives 
the medicine alright ; but does not allow him to feet the bitterness. 

The astrologer should not guess. But he should possess the 
power oi cpnect, judgment and interpretation He should -have _ a 
good vocabulary and should use appropnatc words. Intuition has to 
play its part for which devotion to God, and prayers without any 
disturbance arc needed. The Astrologer should enj'oy peace of 
mind and be above wants He should have no worries at all To be 
a leader among astrologers, one should be able to argue, conVince 
and establish the correctness of his predictions 

. It is for the public to certify whether one is an able astrologer 
or not; whether one can offer astounding predictions or not. It is 
unbecoming of an astrologer to boast himself as an expert except 
on such occasions when it may bc'absolutely necessary to create 
faith m others and impress upon them what he wants to convey. 
An astrologer should not be over-confident; he should be calm; 
should apply correct principles, follow many methods, and give 
clear indications. He should not cxaggcr.itc facts etc; othcr<svsc he 
invites trouble later. He should never forget his limitations 

There was an astrologer named Mr H, Musgrove. He was 
bom in Qubec, on 29-10-1869. When he was 47 years old he pre- 
dicted that he could correctly locate the place, where gold would 
be found in large quantities, by using his knowledge of astrology. 
He* persuaded many people to invest money m gold mining in Bri- 
tish Columbia. All of them were anxiously expecting to come by 
the treasure. Unfortunately, the prediction failed miserably, due 
to the bad luck of the investors; they were utterly disappointed. Ulti- 
mately the astrologer was iraprisioncd. ' 

The Astrologer should understand psychology also A lady 
was much worried for having issues at minimum intervals and all 
of them were girls. Again she was in the family way. If an astro- 
loger, simply to please her,‘werc !o say that she would have a boy, 
he runs double risk Because, if again a girl is born to her, it is 
no wonder that the astrologer is not only .abused by the party but 
blso anti-propaganda will be carried on by a few of them in season 
and out of season as they arc (1) disgusted and (2) disappointed. 
If (he astrologer had told that she could expect a girl on this occa- 
sion also and if it is a boy in their joy the astrologer is excused. But 
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if a girl IS born as predicted, they will appreciate the science 'ind 
wait for better luck at least next time 

Incorrect predictions bnng ridicule to the science and also mis- 
fortune to the astrologer One should be tactful also It is advisa 
ble to predict correctly not forgetting one’s future, or better confess 
and dispose of the querists saying that he has not speci lUsed thit 
particular branch of the science 

Can a medical expert undertake to treat paticntii sulTenng from 
all diseases Can an Engineer be an expert in all the branches of 
Engineering’^ Similarly also, an astrologer can specialise in any 
aspect and he cannot master all the branches 

One can be an astrologer, if one’s horoscope satisncs many pf 
the follow. lOg conditions Uranus is traditionally (according to 
Westerners) the strongest planet to give knowledge m aslrolog). 
Hindus take Mercury (Budfn) as the planet which creates interest 
m astrology In fact, all prommem astrologers have not had 
Uranus always strong m their horoscopes But, it will be seen that 
Saturn anS^ Mercury have much to do with iLsirology (Have wc 
not heard the usual proverb “Aye* that fellow h is Saturn in the 
tongue’’ Vakkil Sam Ever he predicts evil and never he fails) 

Mr ’Carter warns those m whose charts Mercury iind JupUct 
are heavily afllicted to be very cautious when they forecast Prom 
tint, one can understand that Mercury should not be afllictetr is 
It IS the astrological planet He also says that Uranus is unsuited 
to practical exigencies, as one will commonly lack tact and patience 
which are the essentials for an astrologer One is to be practical 
Earthy signs, and Planets, Mars and S iturn make one useful and 
pracliral PI inels in airy signs may make one unpractical and 
dreamy Fiery usually produce practical people but not always 
prudent or discreet people Those born in Thul im (Libra) an 
airy sign may employ themselves in flattering others and often fall 
easy victims to it Astrologers should not under any circumstances 
n liter others and exaggerate things 

People having a planet in Kumba or Mctna (Aquanus and 
Pisces) alllicling Uranus in any port of the map will be unconvtn 
tional, ongiml and Bohemian They may disregard the established 
custom and ancient traditional and many may be perverted 
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But people, having any of the following combinations and 
favourable aspects, can learn astrology and be useful to the 
querists. 

1. Western scholars arc of opinion that Saturn and Moon 
give immense appetite to learn astrology especially when they -arc 
in 1, 3, 9 or 10th Bhava (Houses). Saturn and Moon mike the 
native industrious, honest, patient, plodding and persevering all of 
which are essential to an astrologer.

4. Mars’ beneficial aspect to those planets gives the astrologer 
the argumentative faculty, the desire to succeed in the material field, 
and to lead in all pursuits. 

5. Only when Moon and Mercury have harmonius aspects, 

one can have clear exposition, proper wording, good vocabulary and 
intuition, ^pnn tc minft It IS like a mirror exactly reflect- 

ing the object. fMercurv is for supreme intelligence, as it governs 
the central nervous system. It is like a lens Thprprnrp. wlienc\er 
these two planets either form or receive favourable aspects, they 
give high imagination, linguistic capability, keen observation, 
intuitive perception, ^juick grasp, retenthe power, reproductive abi- 
lity, fluency speech and general succc’is especially in astrologyT] 
So, Uiose who have strong Mercury will thoroughly analyse, properly 
apply and correctly predict. 

6. Saturn and Mercury forming good aspect in one's chart 
give concentration and depth of thought. The native will be exact, 
precise and methodical. He will be a good mathematician witli 
competence on calculations. He will have much forethought, per- 
sistence and reasoning abilior. 

7. Venus conjoined with Uranus can give one the desire to 
Ic.irn astrology. few may have titles conferred on them, if Vcnu<; 
and Uranus receive good aspects from Saturn, Moon and Jupiter. 
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8 Good aspect to Jupiter from other planets removes worries 
and allows one to pray to God One can have the dnine grace and 
intuition 

9 Jn Horasara, Pnthuyasas says th it the person at who c 
birth Moon occupies Cancer (Kataka) will be an astrologer It does 
not mean that all Cancer borns will learn astrology or at least h tve 
faith m astrology Here one is to combine the Western System of 
prediction and find out the aspect that is being formed between the 
position of Moon at birth in Cancer and that of Saturn, Mercury 
and Uranus in the chart If Uranus were to form adverse aspects 
with Moon, one will be perverted If Mercury alhicts Moon one 
Will utter falsehood or whatever one tries to predict will not come 
true, especially when the period one runs is governed by Moon and 
Mercury Moon afflicted by Saturn does not tdlovv one to concen 
Irate nor will he have self confidence but be diffident

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By that, they mean that one should not blindlj folfow the rules 
expounded but take pains to find out the truth and understand their 
Spirit This /y strictly followed by the author 

Therefore it is necessary for one to take all these into considera- 
tion to find out whether the planetary aspects arc beneficial to 
learn astrology and then decide who can make the best use of it 
by consulting learned and wise astrologers

problem Editing is not difTicuIt If Jupiter, Mercury and Mars 
have favourable aspects one can edit and publish, because Jupiter’s 
aspect to Mercury produces journalists who need command of 1 in- 
guage, a somewhat encyclopaedic range of knowledge and deep 
knowledge of one particular subject It is desirable to have a deli- 
cate touch on the pulse of the public Jupiter assists in rendenng 
the m ittcr in the publication suited to the needs of the readers and 
makes it popular U the editor keen!) desires to impart inform i- 
tion of an educative type, Mercury should be f ivourabic and strong 

If Mercury and Mars form evil aspects, the editor will like to 
fight, if not m reality, yet m words If both the planets occupy 
favourable signs, then the capacity for satire will be a useful asset 
to him Mars forming good aspect with Mercury gives good humour 
and be fortunate to own a Press, as Mars indicates machinery and 
Mercury, paper, news, etc 

Guru s bcncficnl aspect increases the income, improves the 
standard, expands the business, increases the circulation, and 
m ikes the book popular Saturn’s aspect will restrict the activi- 
ties and increase the debts Further, there will be labour trouble or 
the iclcasc of the books will be unduly delayed and people will 
get vexed and dejected Neptune’s evil aspect shows that every 
venture will be started in a flisli which will soon end in a crash

THE EARTH 


The earth, which is our home, offers a deceptive appearance, 
as though it is flat, plain and circular, with its boundary, the hori- 
zon. But it is actually round, like a ball. 

Galileo used the interesting and simple method to prove that 
the earth is round like a sphere. He observed the face of the earth 
during lunar eclipse and noted the shadow of the earth on the moon. 
It was. as it is seen even now, distinctly circular. The eclipse of the 
moon may last foe some hours. Yet due to the spinning of the earth 
Us circular ‘shadow on the moon remains, during the duration of 
eclipse. It . docs not get changed. 

Another proof is that, if a person commences his journey from 
one place — say, Madras — and moves in the same direction, cither 
due East or due West or due North or due South without changing 
his course, he will return to his starling place, i.e., Madras itself. It 
will be just like an ant, proceeding in any one direction on an apple 
or on a lime fruit, returning to the same starting point. 

There is also a direct proof, after so much .advancement of the 
science. If one looks the earth from a far-off place, in space, away 
from the earth, one will find that the earth appears, like a ball. We, 
on the earth, cannot note it. Bui photographs taken from a great 
distance by the Rockets which are fired up will show the curvature 
of our earth quite clearly and distinctly. 

’ If it becomes possible for one to go to Moon, take the photo- 
graph of the earth and send it on to us, we will find that the cardr 
is round and will appear just like what the Sun and the Moon appear 
to be, to us, on earth, but a little bigger in size. 

Only by such methods, one can 'prove that the earth is round 
and it looks like a big ball, "nic earth is about 7,900 miles in 



diameter and is about 24,847 miles in circumference. No one had 
ever gone around the earth with a measuring tape or pole and actu- 
ally measured it. It was computed by our sages and also by Eratos- 
thenes in Egypt tliousands of years ago. Eratosthenes took the' 
angular elevation-height at which the Sun appeared at the same ^time 
from two cities situated at a fairly long distance, say 500 miles He 
found the difference in the angle of vision The world is round, i c 
360% So ho calculated the distance bctv^cen thesc^two cities and 
took the dilTerence in the angles for calculation He divided 360* by 
this difference in the angles of vision and multiplied the result by 
the known distance between these two cities. Similar calculations 
were made on different occasions and all the results were found to 
be the same. Thus the circumference is worked out. Then the 
diameter is calculated as it is impossible to measure if. There is the 
definite mathematical relationship between the diameter of a circle 
and its circumference So the diameter is also 'arrived at by 
using the formula that circumference when multiplied by seven and 
the product divided by tsvcnly-iwo gives the diameter.* 

The circumference is not the same at all places on the earth. 
As a result of rotation, the earth is bulged at the equator and flat- 
tened at both the poles. That is why the earth looks like nn oblate 
spheroid. 

The earth is ever spinning It moves in space. It was worked 
out in 1727 by Bradley that the earth sails in the space at a speed of 
nearly 18i miles or nearly 30 K.Ms. per '^ccond It comes to nearly 
66,000 miles, equivalent to nearly one lakh K.Ms per hour, i e., 
about 586,000.000 miles in a year. It is really very hard to bclicic. 
Can these figures be a fact? Doubt arises. Because, it docs not 
'iqrpt'iri 'ha, vufb, vvw mivC'nii, iniL ♦hati 

also at this tremendous speed. If one stands outside and looks 
around the buildings and various objects, the earth, nciiher looks 
like a ball, nor does it appear to him to move, nor does he feel it. 
But he finds a smooth surface, or hills and mountains appearing to 
be perfectly still. 
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stars and many faint ones, scattered at randon and moving from 
East to West, again appearing once more just like a large number 
of soldiers maintaining the same relative positions and marching 
forward m the same direction The sky appears to be a greater 
sphere enveloping the earth, and the stars appear again and again 
day after day, month after month year after year The Heavens 
the theatre^ the sefene and the actors of to day vre the same ones 
which our 'ancestors saw thousands of years ago People m olden 
days traced pictures of the heavens, the Egyptians drew on Papyrus, 
the Americans painted on buffalo skins the Greeks carved on m ir 
bles and the Babylon! ins ntarked on stones 

They found that the very fact that all the heavenly bodies con 
tinue the process of rising, setting, and again rising and so on, should 
not be due to the motion belonging to them It is because the earth 
itself ^rotates .Eastward, i e , from West to East The observer on 
the e'arth is rotating along with the earth and to hrm the heavens 
appear to move m the opposite direction, from East to West Sup 
pose^ one takes one’s seat on a revolving chair and sees people nh 
around, standing at dilTerent distances When the chair makes a 
round without one's knowledge, from West to East, then the people 
mil appear as though they move from East to West Have wc not 
noticed while moving m a train in a particuhr direction, the trees 
and posts on cither side of the railway line appear to move in the 
opposite direction'^ Thus the sky makes a funny impression upon 
us, to people at different latitudes, i c places in the northern and 
m the southern half of the earth, the sky offers a different stage and 
actors It is due to the fad that the earth is round and it spins 
round on its axis which is tilted by 23-27 to the vertical in sp ice 
If one observes daily the sky at the exlrenw North, he smU 
notice a bright star ever remaining m the same place, whereas a few 
immediately near, round it, many m the middle of the sky rise in 
the East, pass over the head and set in the West, and so on For 
observers m the middle of the earth, one star in the North will 
appear to touch the northernmost point of the horizon and reni iin 
ih^rc Dcrmanenilv without rising or setting but appearing all the 
hours of the night in the same position It is called the Pole Star. 

But if the observer proceeds due North, he will find that the 
fixed star, viz , that Pole star, moves slowly upwards in the horizon 
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and also southwards in the shy If he continues to proceed further, 
at a particular pi ice, he will find this star, just over his head 

H the journey is made sull further, it will be surprising to 
observe that the Pole star does not proceed towards South in the. 
shy but rtitraCes and takes a northern course and goes away from 
the observer Thus, by making to and fro movements in that area 
Itself, one can fix the exact place which is just below-'the North Pole 
Star This place or point on the earth is called NorOi Pole SimilSr 
experiments will aid one to fix the South Pole of the Earth 

For people in the North Pole; there is no East or West They 
have only one direction, i c,Souih Similarly for people in - 1 the 
South Pole, there is no East or West but only one ’flircction, i e , 
North . ' 

During Summer, between March and September 22’ the 
shadow of a person in the North Pole will appear moving round 
and round himself Because the Sun. does not inchnc to the hon 
zon throughout the day, as it does in other latitudes, but takes a 
course almost parallel to the horizon The Sun never rises above 
231* for people at the Poles The shortest shadow at the Pole is 
at least 2, 3 times the height of the object on and around June 22n' ’ 
casting the shadow, which is equal m length to the shadow we ma 
have, some J+ hours after sunrise m our locality Thus one can fi 
the position of the North Pole, and similarly of the South Pole vvhic' 
arc the extreme North and extreme South points of the earth 

If one imagines to insert a rod in the North Pole and drive i 
straight to the centre of the earth and further more pile it then i 
will find its exit in the South Pole This is the real diameter of th 
earth and is called the avis of the earth about which the earth revolve 
from West to East with a uniform motion of about 1,040 miles ai 
hour at the Equator, and thus covets the 25,000 miles of circum 
ference of the earth in about 24 hours

Of these circles, 
that which is exactly half-way between the two poles is the biggest 
circle and its centre ns the centre of the earth. This imaginary line 
called Vishenareka is termed as the Earth'’: Equator. Hence Squator 
is an imaginary line on the surface of the earth runnm^ midway bet- 
ween the two poles, North and South, dividing the earth exactly into 
two halves, the northern hemisphere and the southern hemisphere. 

To all the lines EW; El, W1;E2, W2 and so on imagine that per- 
pendicular lines are drawn on the surface of the earth Those lines 
will invariably pass through the North Pole in the North and the 
South Pole in the South'. They also form circles having the centre 
of the earth as their centre Those perpendicular circles arc called 
Meridians Therefore Meridians are the imaginary lines ‘on the 
surface of thc‘earth drawn perpendicular to the equalof^^passing 
through the North Pole and the South Pole. 

To locate the position of a place on the surface of the earth, it 
is necessary to have any* one circle EW East to West selected for 
reference and any one perpendicular Meridian also 

In India, in olden days, Ujjain was the place of reference. But 
now, for the whole world, Greenwich is taken internationally for 
reference A mcndian Is drawn through Greenwich, i e , a perpen- 
dicular IS dropped to the Equator from Greenwich. It is projected 
on both sides ^ This linc-mcridian passes through the North Pole 
and South Pole Let this meridian cut the equator at “O". If a place 
**D” is to be located, drop a perpendicular fro*m_D t^lhe Equator. 
Let It cut the Equator at “X’7 Refer from the point O longitudinally 
along the Equator till the point “X” where the meridian drawn 
through “D” cuts the Equator This length OX is called the 
Longitude of the place “D ” 

Then for the other measurement pcrpendicul.ir to Equator, 
measure the arc XD 'which is called the Latitude. Longitude 
may be East or West of Greenwich, whereas Latitude (Akshamsa) 
is North or South of the tcrrcstnal Equator. 

Greenwich Is chosen for reference (i e., the Meridian passing 
ihrough Greenwich); Longitude and Latitude are the co-ordmates of 
a place on the surface of the earth.

E ist or West of Greenwich It is also reckoned in time at the rate of 
24 hours, or 1,440 nimutcs for the 360 or’4 minutes for every 
degree 

If one actually measures the distance of 2 pi icts on the equator 
situated 1* away, it will be longer than the distance between two 
places situated m higher latitudes even though they are said to be 
only 1* apart from each other As one proceeds northwards or 
southwards of the Equator, he will find the length of each degree 
of Longitude getting reduced and reduced 
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If longitudinally the measurement is made both eastwards'and 
A'estwdrds, 180” East will coincide with IbO’ We»t. Both will coin- 
cide and they arc one and the same line which will cross the Pacific 
Ocean from the Aletian to the Fiji Islands. It is called the Inierna- 
tional Date Line, (Here each new day has its birth at the moment 
when it v,ill be exactly 5-30 P-M. I.S.T. (That is why, Ephemens is 
worked out for 12 Noon Greenwich which is the real birth of the 
next day for the people in the International Date Line and also for 
the world). This line has been exactly defined by Intcrnation il 
agreement. Here lies the threshold of our calendar. 

It is from this point, everyday, every month and every year 
starts. Each day of the month commences here earlier than any- 
ivliereelse in (his world. From here it manebes West, circumnav/. 
gates the Globe and again returns to its birth place to vanish and 
ippear as the next day. In olden days, before this International 
Date Line was established, the mariners who circumnavigated the 
dobc miscalculated the days. ‘Because, when one continuously 
.vcstwnrds, he follows the Sun in its path and at the time he returns 

0 the point of his departure, he should gain 24 hours upon those 
ivho remained there; one should calmly think over this truth for a 
while when he ssill be convinced and agree. Therefore if one sails 
or some days from East to West he loses a day and one has to add 

1 day, if he sails from West to East he has to count one and the same 
lay twice, just when he crosses this International Date Line. 

The Date Line as is agreed by the nations docs not exactly 
:oincide with the 180th meridian everywhere. For convenience the 
whole of Eastern Siberia has the same date and the extreme Aleutian 
and Hawaian Islands have the same date like the other Islands of 
those groups and the United Stales. 

Fiji and Chatham Islands have the same date ns Australia and 
Mcwzealand, because these places are closely connected politically 
and geographically. Hence* the Date Line is slightly irregular 
though it follows very closely 180* meridian. 

A surprising thing is that the total duration of a day in the 
mtire globe is 48 hours and not 24 hours. It is a fact. Suppose 
^ou are within a few miles West of International Date Line when 
he day commences at midnight, and stay there till 12 noon.

THE HEAVENS 


Now let US look at the sky It appears as though a hemisphe- 
rical ball IS placed like a cap on the earth You complete the sphere 
Then It will appear like a very huge globe and it is called the celes- 
tnl sphere All heavenly bodies appear to move in the Heavens 
even though they arc at difTcrcnt distances from the earth Suppose 
there is no obstruction to have a view for a long distance and if you 
find people walking along a road, even though they may not be m 
the same line, they will appear to be walking one behind the other 
in a line This is due to the great distance at which the observer is 
placed from the moving mass A person standing on one bank of 
the Ganges cried that the horse grazing m the other bank h id horns 
The fact 18 that there was a cow beyond the horse and the horns of 
the cow were just near the head of the horsc-Even the photo, taken 
appears like that-a deceptive one Why, Because the distance bet- 
ween the observer and the animals is great Similarly, on account of 
the large distances, the heavenly bodies appear tb be situated on a 
spherical dome To us it appears as a sphere, an imaginary one, with 
the earth as centre and the various distances as radius 

If wc produce the axis of the earth both ways passing through 
tlie North Pole and the South Pole, it will meet the horizon in two 
points which are called the Celestial Poles, North and South respec- 
tively In reality, the earth revolves from West to East on its axis 
So the sphere, ic , the heavens appear to move in the opposite direc- 
tion, 1 e , from East to West The heavenly bodies seem to make 
circles on the sphere perpendicular to the axis 

If you join ah the imaginary midpoints between the North Pole 
and ihs South Pole of the celestial sphere, it will form a circle It is 
called Celestial Equator If the plane of the Equator of the earth 
IS produced to meet the Celestial sphere, it will cut the sphere in the 
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biggrr circle ^^hich is nothing but the line joining the mid-points as 
obtained above. The Celestial Equator is, an imaginary line in the 
heavens, such as the earth’s rotation would cause to be traced out 
by an infiniiely long vertical pole, erected at any one point on' the 
terrestrial Equator. Technically speaking, it is the projection of the 
earth’s Equator, upon the celestial sphere. The Celestial Equator 
divides the heavens into two halves; the northern hemisphere and the 
southern hemisphere. , 

' Now draw perpendicular lines to this celestial equator. These 
will and must pass through the two Poles. A series of 'circles per- 
pendicular to the Celestial Equator drawn will join at the Poles. The 
parallel perpendicular lines will appear similar'to the two parallel 
Railway lines appearing to unite at a distance. Here, the railway 
lines only appeal to join. But in the Poles they actually join just 
like the oranges, thicker In the middle,' getting narrower ks they 
near the end. These circles crossing the ‘Celestial Equator at right 
angles'and passing through the two'poles are called Declination Cir- 
cles, enabling one to fix an object. North or South ‘of the CelestKil 
Equator. * ' ' 

To locate the position of a star or a Planet in the Heavens^ two 
circles arc recessary'. One circle is the Declination perpendicular 
to the Equator. Distance of objects found in the North of the Celes- 
tial Equator •Nadicrita) is said to be positive and those situated in 
the foiuhcrn hemisphere arc said to be negative. Declination is 
called “Kranli'’ in Sanskrit. • . * ■ ' 

Now which point in the Celestial Equator and in the declina- 
tion circle is to be, taken for reference, is fhe question. Since these 
are circles, there should be a starting point in each circle. 

If one vvere to' observe the pathway of the 'Sun, it will be seen 
that the Sun slow-Iy moves from the South of the Celestial Equator 
lowardi the North ncaHng'lheiCelcsUarEquJidV and at one time 
crosses the Celestial Equator during its northern Course’ at one point: 
Nowada>s the Sun crosses this point on the 21st March of every year 
- when the night and the day are equal So, that p'olnt in the Celes- 
tial Equator where the Sun crosses it, from South to North, is taken 
for reference and the distances arc , always -measured only in one 
direction (‘not on both sides, from this point), i.e.. Eastward and 
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in ihwic months and reaching the grcntcit lUitudc of 23 2T The 
Sun niovco between 22nd June and 23rd September tn ciales as 
before but decrcnsing in nUiludc and on 23rd September U begins 
to set and it describes the horizon and gradu illy sinks below and 
dls^ppcan. for i penod of six months 

From 23rd September to 21st March the Sun will be in the 
souih(.m hemisphere i e to the south of Cclcsti «1 Equator It 
reach b the maximum southern dLchnation of 23 27 on 22nd Dee- 
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in iheie months antJ reaching the greatest aUitiidc of 23' 27’. The 
Sun moves between 22nd June and 23rd September in circtes as 
before but decreasing in altitude and on 23rd September it begins 
to set and it describes the horizon and gradually sinks below and 
disappears for a period of six months. 

From 23rd September to 21si March, the Sun will be in the 
southern hemisphere, i.e., to the south of Celcstrd Equator. It 
reaches the maximum southern declination of 23’ 27’ on 22nd Dec- 
ember. This is the perpetual night to people in the North Pole. 
For people in the South Pole, these six months are a perpetual day. 

The measurentent is alwa>s made for astronomical purposes 
along and cross the Celestial Equator; this is called the Right Ascen- 
sion and Declination respectively. 

Bu* nstrrlogers use another method of fixing up Planets by 
measuring along the apparent Sun’s annual path which is called

metrically opposite to each other. The Ecliptic is inclined by 23* 27' 
to the Celestial Equator due to the inclination of the axis of the 
cartli. If one observes the movements of the Planets, the Moon. 
Jupiter etc., one will find that they also move in their individual 
orbits v/hich arc slightly inclined to the Ecliptic. 

Anyhow no planet can proceed, either north or south of the 
ecliptic by more than 8% Hence, if a parallel line on cither side of 
the ecliptic is drawn at a distance of 7i* then, the ecliptic v,ill be 
in the middle whereas on either side there wilt be a broad path- 
way. If both the North and the South of the ecliptic is consi- 
dered as a broad pathway with 15' declination, then this pathuay, 
in which alt planets can be located at any lime, is called the Zodiac. 

It may be defined as the apparent pathway of all the planets be- 
onging to Solar System extending to 71* N and 7i* S. of the ecliptic. 

Measurement is always commenced from Vernal Equinox. 

Therefore, for the use of astrologers to fix the positions of the 
EeUpdc chosen as the wcle of reference. The rKs- 
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conipJete Ihe circle of 360\ So an object may be at JO’ or 40’ or 
150’ or 359’ from this point. This measurement is called Rishi 
Aicensidn. In the earth, the Longitude is measured both East and 
West of the meridian of Greenwich and hence the maximum dis- 
tance that can be recorded is ISO*,) 

But in the Celestial measurement, it is between 0’ and 360’ as 
it is measured in the Eastern Direction alone, along the Celestial 
Equator. If one observes the pathway of the Sun, it appears to 
slide, slowly move northwards further, for 3 months from the time 
it crossed the Equator and then taLc a southern course and cross 
(from North to South) the Celestial Equator at a point which is 
exactly ISO* away from the point where the Sun originally crossed 
the Celestial Equator while proceeding from South to North. These 
two points ate called Eqtu'nocfmf Points. The point of intersection 
of the Celestial Equator and Sun’s annual path (the ecliptic) from 
South to Nojth is called Vernal Equinox and the point of intersec- 
tion during Sun’s motion from the North to South is called Atrttmi- 
nal Equinox. The vernal equinox is taken as ,the •, commencement 
of the Sun’s path or Ecliptic and also the beginning of the Celestial 
Equator. They get wider and wider upto a quarter of the circle, 
and then come nearer and nearer. Again the)' cross through the 
autumnal equinox .which is exactly at 180’. Now also they get wid- 
ened for a quarter of a circle and then come nearer and nearer and 
agaifrjoin the original point. Thus 360* arc covered. 

It may be due to the fact that most of the astronomers and 
administrators of countries and colonies are in the Northern hemi- 
sphere and also because) only on and from the time the Sun touches 
‘the Vernal Equinox, those in the North Pole can have the Sun rising 
after continuous dark period of 6 months for their continuous day 
of 6 months. If the Autumnal Equinox is taken, then the night 
and complete darkness wilt set in and will run for 6 months for peo- 
ple in the North Pole» y'Pdople in the South Pole will have a day 
commencing from the lime the Sun pisses Autumnal Equinox till it 
reaches Vernal Equinox, which is six months for people in the other 
latitudes.' ’ . ' - 

To an observer at the North Pole, the Sun, nowadays, will rise 
on 2lst March and will trace circles in the heavens, slowly, regularly 
and gradually increasing its altitude till 22nd June without setting 
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in ihoic months and reaching the greatest altitude of 23* IT. The 
Sun moves between 22nd June and 23rd September in circles as 
before but decreasing in altitude and on 23rd September it^ begins 
to set and it describes the horizon and gradually sinks below and 
disappears for a period of six months. 

From 23rd September to 2!st Match, the Sun will be in the 
southern hemisphere, i.e , to the south of Cclesti*’! Equator. It 
reaches the maximum southern declination of 23’ 27’ on 22nd Dec- 
ember.

In short Celestial Luitudc is the perpendicular distance bet 
Wwcn a Planet and the Ecliptic (whitcvcr be the declination of the 
Ecliptic Itself) whereas declination is the perpendicular distincc 
counted from the Celesti il Equator to the planet or star Celestial 
LoHj^tud IS measured along the Ecliptic from the Vernal Equinox 
■whereas the Right Ascension is measured along the Celestial Equa 
tor fror the ^ emal Equinox m one direction 

If two oh)ects arc m equal decimation either on the same side 
of the Celestial Equator or on opposite sides of it they are said to 
be Parallel to each other 



DIFFERENT KINDS OF TIME 


Sidereal Time 

1 imc i-s measured m many w\^s A sulereal day is the interval 
between the Jirvt point of Aries (Mesha) appearing overhead or 
crossing the tncndnn of a place and the very ^ext appearance of the 
lirst pont of Aries overhead 

Suppose >ou note one star over your head, just crossing the 
meridian of your place on any one night at a particular time, shown 
by the clock \ou use which maintains correct time Tlic next day 
also, ob^er\e when the same star crosses the meridian It will be 
found th''t It returns exactly after 23 hours 56 minutes and a few 
seconds On the following day, again sec when it crosses the men- 
dian It will be crossing again at an interval of 23 hours 56 minutes 
and few »>econds after the previous day’s timing i e , the star crosses 
(he meridian igain and again at an interval of 23 hours 56 minutes 
and a few seconds after the previous day’s timing Why is it, about 
4 minutes less than 24 hours'^ Because this is the time taken by the 
earth to revolve exactly once completing 360’, actually the star is 
fixed and the meridian chosen for observation is constant Hence, a 
sidereal day is the time taken by the earth to make one full revolu- 
tion with reference to Aries 0* (Mesha) or with reference to any 
particular star It is about 4 minutes less than 24 hours of our time 
by the clock ^ 

If one were to note the transits of the first point of Aries over 
one’s meridian and those of the Sun over the same meridian, it will 
be found that, in one year, the first point of Anes crosses 366 times 
1nd furihe- j/asscs about one quarter of the celestial spherd, where- 
as the Sun crosses only 365 times and passes one quarter of the 
celestial sphere This is because, during this penod, the Sun appears 
A— 7 
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to mak^c a journey along the ecliptic, i c,, tlic apparent path of the 
Sun 

Siippo*-c on March 21st, one observes the sky 15 minutes prior 
to siin-nsc He finds a star, a little above the horiron, in front of 
the Sun, rising just prior to the Sun in the East; 15 minutes later, 
the Sun uses. 

The next day, when it is observed 15 minutes before sun-rise, 
the star had risen 4 minutes earlier than the time of observation and 
bid conic a little up in the hori7on by 1* whereas the Sun rises at 
the same lime i e , 15 minutes after the time of observation If the 
experiment is repeated on the third day at the same time, as usual 
the star is further above and the Sun rises only after 15 minutes. If 
one continues to observe for 10 days, the original star will be at 10* 
above in the horizon at the time of observation. In the meanwhile, 
another star Is found rising just before sun*rise. A few* days late 
this star has come up, a third star rises just before the Sun In 
* month’s lime, the original star comes overhead when the Sim 
about to rise. In 6 months, the original star sets in the West whe 
the Sun rises in the East. From the end of the sixth month, fc 
another 6 months, this star will not be seen at all but actually 
chases the Sun and conjoins it. To our pleasant surprise, at th 
end of one year after the commencement of the obscrv'ation, th 
original star again appears at the time of observation vvlicrcas th 
Sun rises after 15 minutes as it happened a jear ago 

Thus, the stars, maintaining the relativc'positlons among them 
selves constantly move around like a train, whereas the Sun appear 
to move from the Equinox towards one star, leaves it and slowl; 
nears another, passes it and approaches another and so on, it tran 
sits Thus it passes from the Equinox, all the stars on its path (th< 
ecliptic) and Rnally reaches the same Equinoctial point in exactly 
one year. 

If it is reflected calmly, one can understand that the earth re 
voivcs about itself exactly once, in about 3_minutcs and a few second! 
less than 24 hours. To revolve exactly once, it has to move 360" 
as the meridian crossing a star or the Vemal^quinox twice succes- 
sively means one full rotation of the earth. 
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Due to earth's motion in space in Its orbit, it appears that the, 
Sun moves daily nearly 1* away from the V-Equinox in the same 
direction of the motion of the earth or in the opposite direction of 
the movement of the horizon. Therefore, the meridian of a place, 
though it can cross the Equinox by revolving 360*, has to move one 
more degree a day to bring the Sun to the meridian since the Sun 
has slipped along the ecliptic one degree within that time. Hence a 
yc'ir consists of 365 i solar days meaning that the Sun during the 
>ear appears to observers at any place to describe 3651 revolutions 
with respect to its meridian, whereas during this time (one year) 
the Sun makes one revolution with respect to the first point or Aries 
or the Vernal Equinox. So the first point of Aries (Mesha) appears 
3661 times in a year. 

Suppose there is a train running round and round in an exhibi- 
ion. There arc 365 compartments for the train. The first com- 
j.utmcnt is provided with a motor; the last compartment, ie., the .. 
365th IS linked with the first, thus forming a complete circle. A per- 
son takes his seat in the centre of the circular route of the train and 
looks at a post fixed on the ground from where the train starts. Sup- 
pose an Inspector checks the tickets and just passes from one com- 
partment to the other, whenever the engine just reaches the starting 
point, after making one round What happens*^ If the engine has 
pas'-cd the place of departure 30 limes, the Inspector will be going 
to the 30lh compartment; 60 times means that the inspector will be 
tn the 60tli compartment, 180 times means 180th compartment or 
nearly half, i c, the engine will be near the post and he w’ill be in 
the carriage diametrically opposite to the post. So when the train 
completes 365 revolutions, the inspector reaches 365th compart- 
ment and he has made only 364 complete rounds. When it makes 
366th revolution, both the fifsi compartment of the train and the 
inspector will arrive together. Therefore the engine will pass 366 
times whereas the inspector crosses only 365 times; in the same way, 
the movements of the stars and that of the Sun happen in the celes- 
tial sphere 

Hence 365i solar days are equivalent to 3661- sidereal days; i e 
the sidereal day is shorter than a solar day by 3 mis. 56 555 ^ecs. 
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V\1iy wc should take mean solar time and not apparent one, 
may also be known The question is whether the Sun is a good time 
keeper If it were, then there is no necessity of other kinds of tune 
Really, the Sim is not a good time keeper, because its motion along 
the ecliptic for the year is irregular Therefore, apparent solar da}s 
arc of unequal duration The days vary m length from one phcc 
to another, and even in the same place during diflcrcnt seasons, and 
« IS impossible for a watch or a clock to be regulated according to 
apparent lime Let us take an example of the irregularity of the 
apparent d ly, it is 51 seconds longer ic, the duration between 
22nd December and 23rd December is longer than an apparent 
day around the 3rd week of September as measured by the standard 
time The mam reason is that the Sun’s apparent annual motion 
along the ecliptic is not uniform but irregular The earth’s orbit is 
also not a perfect circle It is eccentric The earth is about 3 
million miles nearer to the Sun on July 2nd than on 3rd January 

What happens if it is nearer or farther away*^ When the earth 
IS relatively nearer the Sun, it goes faster m its orbit due to greater 
gravilaiion, whereas when the earth is farther away it mo\cs com 
parativcly slower When the cirth actually moves faster, the Sun 
IS seemingly moving faster loo in its motion, and as the earth moves 
more slowly, so theiiun also appears to move equally slowly Hence 
the number of minutes of arc covered by the Sun in a day in the 
eastward motion along the ecliptic is constantly varying, but avera- 
ges a little less than 1° a day 

This is also due to the inclination of the Ecliptic to the Equator 
The Sun’s apparent course is not along the Celestial Equator It is 
along the Ecliptic which is inclined to the Equator by 23“ 27’ Time 
IS ever measured by taking the hour angle which is the angle mea 
sured from the Celestial Pole It has nothing to do with the Ecliptic 
Hour angle is the measurement formed by the mcndians at tlie 
Celestial Pole Only when the celestial equator and the ecliptic 
arc parallel and then alone, 1* of solar motion along the ecliptic 
means 1* along the equator also This happens on two occasions 
in a year, i e , at the time of the summer or the winter solstice, when 
the Sun is at a place where the equator and the Ecliptic are for the 
moment parallel On other occasions, the Sun’s movement of P 
along the Equator is not 1“ along the Ecliptic Anyhow, it is the 
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nppnreni eastern movement of the Sun as measured along the Equa-< 
tor that determines an apparent day. •* ‘ ~f 

Thus it must be clear that the Sun is not a good lime keeper. 
So a Ifctitious body called the “Mean Sun” is invented It is assumed 
to have a perfectly uniform motion eastward along the celestial 
equator and not the ecliptic and also to complete a revolution just 
the same time that the real Sun takes for an annual trip along the 
ecliptic. By so assuming, all the days of mean time are precisely 
of the same length because of the uniform movement of the mean 
sun along the equator. 

In ci\il life, Metm Solar Time is the basis of time. From 1925, 
the apparent day and the mean solar day commence at midnight, 
when the sun will be transittmg at lower transit. Prior 1-1-1925 
mean solar day commenced at midnight whereas apparent solar day 
in astronomy started when the Sun was at the upper transit, i. e , 
noon Nowadays the astrologers* day is made to correspond with 
the day’ of civil usage. , 

Old time is the specific use of mean time beginning the day at 
midnight 

Our'clocks keep solar mean time. This is set up to the mean 
Sun which is explained above. The clock shows 0 hour when the 
calendar day commences. The clock is so set up that it registers 
eAaclly^24 hours by the time the earth moves about 361% to catch 
the Sun 'up which it appears to have moved by about 1* in that one 
day. ' ■’ 

The sidereal time is the time which is used principally in the 
rstronomical observatory. Us uses arc in connection witfi the 
transit of the stars and in the setting up of the telescope for which

1. Local Mean Time is separately noted first. 

2. Next take the ephemeris of that year of birth. Turn o\'cr 
that page, in which the sidereal time and the position as well as the 
movements of the planets arc given 'for the tnonth of birth- Every 
month is allotted 2 pages. ' It must be remembered that nil figures 
noted down there, nre worked out for 12 noon Greenwich time (or 
the moment of birth of the next day in the International Dale 
l.ine).

Is it not necessary to give corrections 
( 1 ) for the time that had elapsed between 12 noon and the time for 
which a map is to be erected and (2) for the difference in Longitude 
between Greenwich and the place of occurrence? 

Suppose a child is born at 12 noon at Greenwich on l-l 1-1908 
Then the sidereal time on that day, 1-11-1908 at Greenwich exactly 
represents the sidereal time at the time of birth of the child. If a child 
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is born exactly at 12 noon on 2-11-1908, then the sidercal time will 
be around 4 minutes greater than on the previous day 1-1 1-1908. If 
another child is born on 3-1 1-1908 at 12 noon, the sidereal time that 
day is 4 minutes greater than on the 2nd and 8 mins, greater than on 
the first noon.

In the second column, D/W will be seen It means the day 
of the week For Sunday, a flowery capital ‘S is used Capital ‘S* 
for Saturday, ‘Th for Thursday, ‘Tu for Tuesday ‘M for Monday, 
‘\V for Wednesday and ‘F* for Fnday, are the abbreviations used 
The third column is allotted to the Sidereal time ‘H shows 
'Hours’, ‘M represents minutes and S indicates seconds 

In the fourth column, a black thick and dark dot m the centre 
of a circle is seen It is the symbol of Sun ‘Long’ stands for Longi 
tude Underneath the Loneitude ofSun is civen its position m 
degrees Ne\t you will note the symbol of the sign in which Sun 
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is on that day. Minutes and seconds follow the symbol of the sign 
occupied by Sun. 

The next column is allotted to the decimation of Sun. This 
shows how far Sun is in the North or South of Celestial Eqtilitor. On 
or around June 22nd, Sun Vrill be in 23* 2T North; on or around 
September 22nd, Sun’s declination is O’; i.c., Sun is exactly in the^ 
Celestial Equator; ie. Sun passes the autumnal equinox. Gradually, 
Sun’s declination increases It will be found in the South of the 
Celestial Equator On or around 22nd December, the decimation 
of Sun XV ill be 23’ 27’ South. Sun takes a northern course and 
around March 21si* the declination of Sun is O’. It indicates that 
Sun on that day passes the Vernal Equinox. So, if one simply fol- 
lows this column, day after day, and month after month, one can 
understand the declination of Sun.-' - j t - 

There is no latitude for Sun. Why? The Sun*s‘apparent path 
is the ecliptic. The latitude is the distance measured from the eclip- 
tic perpendicularly to the planet. As Sun moves along the ecliptic 
and the measurement is to be taken only from the ecliptic, there is 
no latitude at nil for Sun It may be said that Latitude of Sun is 
ever Zero. But, all other planets have their own orbits. They arc 
not parallel to the Sun’s path — the ecliptic. But they are inclined 
to it. So, each of them crosses the ecliptic in two difTerent points. 

If one goes through the cphcmcris, one can observ'e that the 
planets have dilTercnt latitudes and declinations. 

Tlic sixth column gives the longitude of Moon. The seventh 
shows its latitude, whereas the 8lh is the declination of Moon. 

Since Moon moves very' fast and there is variation in its motion 
every' day, the 9ih and the lOih columns in the same page show the 
Afoem’s iangitude and htituch at rnidnight D hours. Thus, for Moon 
alone, its position for every 12 hours can be had from the ephemeris 

In the adjacent page, date of month is given and only on Sun- 
days, instead of giving the dates, the letter ‘S' will "be seen which, 
we will realise to be useful 

The longitudes of planets arc given in a particular order. The 
planet which moves very, very slowly Is Neptune. So its longitude 
is given first. No doubt Uranus also moves slowly, yet faster than 
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Neptune and it is between Neptune and Sun So longitude of Uranus 
IS given next to that of Neptune The fourth column is for Saturn 
It IS nearer to Sun than Uranus Following the same principle 
longitudes of Jupiter, Mars, Venus and Mercury are given m the 
cphemeris in the order of their distances from Sun 

Next refer to the upper half of tlic page On the right side, 
ic , pages 3, 5, 7, 9 and so on, the Slh column gives the position 
of Moon s node, which Hindus call as Rahu As the position of 
Kethu (Descending node) is always cxncily 180 away from Rahu,

SIGNS AND HOUSES 

Now It is necessary to know what a sign is & what a house» 
means.' ' 

Thousands of stars are visible when night gathers and they 
are scattered at random over the sky. Only a few appear intccrtain 
patterns. If one observes the pathway of th& moon, one will notice 
that it does not embrace all the stars in the heavens, but takes a 
course n hich is in ihe ne/ghbourkood o! ike ceicsthi equutor. 
Observations made to fix the apparent pathway of the Sun , both 
m the early morning hours and immediately after sunset confirm 
that its route is also very close to the celestial equator and neither 
Sun nor Moon moves far away from it. Never do they pass near 
the South Pole or the North Pole. The Sun’s path crosses", the 
celestial equator in two points and the Sun will be away from it 
23’ 27’ at the most. The Moon’s orbit is a little inclined to ' the 
Sun’s path, viz. the ecliptic The other planets also hj\e their 
individual orbits and all of them are found within 8 degrees on 
either side of the Ecliptic. This bell of the heavens, which is a 
circle of space surrounding the Earth, is called the Zodiac. 

The Sun appears to rise 365 limes a year. But 360 is the L.C.M. 
(Least Common Multiple) of Numbers 1 to 10 except 7. Hence it 
appears that the circular route is said to cover 360 degrees, and the 
mathematicians have also taken 360’ for a circle. 

The Sun and the New Moon conjoin tw’clve times before the 
Sun completes one revolution. So also in the same one year period 
there are 12 Full Moons. , * • 

Probably this may be the reason to divide the zodiac into 12 
equal parts. Hence each part is defined -to contain 30 degrees ol 
space called the signs of the Zodiac. Thus the 12 signs, each

ad Gemini 118 m nutes for people in the latitude 34 North 

As the Zodiac is cVer moving ind birth can h ippcn at any 
lonient the part of the Zodiac that rises in the East will be regularly 
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changing at'tlic rate of roughly i degree for every four minutes 
Therefore, to find out which pan of the Zodiac or which part of a 
particular sign, is rising in the East at the time of birth one has to 
calculate. It is only to ascertain this cuct position and to have some 
more data, sidereal time at the time of birth of the child is worked 
out. Now it is necessary to know* how to fix the ascendant, i e., the 
part of the sign that is rising in the East. 

With a view to read Uie results of the horoscopc»our sages have 
also advocated that the circle commencing from the ascendant is to 
be divided into 12 parts. These divisions are called Houses. The^ 
rising position m the Zodiac is called the Ascendant. The meridian 
aFthe place and the setting position of the zodiac other wise called 
Descendant, are taken for calculation The quadrants formed 
between the merdian and the horizon arc trisected. These form 
the visible six houses above the earth. The other six houses 
arc diametrically opposite to each of these six houses. Thus there 
are six houses below the earth- 

There arc various methods of House division. The Hindus 
follow the method recommended by Sripatipaddathi It is popular. 

In other* countries, eight methods are followed and the principles 
involved in each will be very briefly mentioned here. f 

(a) Ptolemy’s modus equalis or equal method. The division 
of the houses commences from the degree that rises imh'c East. 
Thirty degrees are added successively and the meridian obtained will 
not coincide with the zenith. It is a rough method and is gi\en *up, 

(b) Porphry suggested a method where the meridian and the 
ascendant are decided and the quadrants arc equally divided into 
three equal parts The quadrant formed by the ascendant and 
Nadir '(the cusp of the fourth house) is divided into three equals 
parts- Tlius, six houses arc obtained and for the other sLx houses, 
the diametrically opposite points arc taken. This is also not used ^ 
nowadays. 

(c) Morinus introduced a method by trisecting the quadrant 
of the equator by circles passing through the poles 6^ the ecliptic 
which has not received support from the present-day authors.

E\ery degree of the mendnn to placts in the Northern Hcmi< 
phere is taken That is, he has calculated the position of the various 
houses to a locality by taking regularly one degree after another 
from Aries 0 degree to Pisces 30* when it passes the mendnn For 
latitudes between 2’ &. 60' N , this table is useful To each latitud 
of the phcc, the sidereal time is furnished m the first column Then 
the sign and the number of degrees are given for houses 10, 1 1, 12 
Ascendant 2 and 3 These arc the exact points where the houses 
begin It js called the “Cusps’* of houses The space in between 
the adjacent cusps is the extension of the house By adding ISO 
degrees to ths, cusps 10 U, 13. 1. 23L3 one cm easily arrive at the 
position of the cusps of the 4ih, 5th, 6lh, 7ih 8th and the 9th houses 
respectively Thus all the houses cun be recorded with ease and 
w about any error , 
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The positions of these houses are given according to Sayana 
System. 

Signs and Houses 

Signs are twelve in number. They always commence at Aries 
0’ which is the moving vernal equinox and each sign is ever exactly 
30% whether a person is in equator or at any latitude in the northern 
or southern hemisphere. ^ 

But Houses begin from that point of the Zodiac that just rises 
in the East at the required time- Each house Is dilTercnt in longi- 
tude Some houses will be greater than 30* and some less than 30% 
but the longitudes of all the houses put together will be exactly 360’. 

Example: Suppose one's sidereal lime at birth is 18 hours at 
Madras (or 13* N.), one is to refer to the table of houses to the parti-

They call the periods of the planets as “Dasas” The ‘Hindu 
sages have adopted and advocated many dasas of which three an. 
largely in use They arc VimshoddharPOasa, Ashtoltan Dasa, and 
Kalachakra Dasa Of these, the Vimshottari is found to be very 
simple, most accurate and scientific j 

They have taken the ^evcniplancts (who rule the seven clays 
of the week) and also the nodes, Rahu and Kethu It is not jet 
know n why they have recommended to follow a particular order of 
the penods, and also why they have allotted each planet a particular 
’number of years (Kethu 7, Venus -20, Sun 6, Moon 10, MarS 7, 
Rahu IS, Jupiter 16, Saturn 19 and Mercury 17 years) 

Each planet rules many y<»rs But it will be advantageous to 
know the exact time instead of saying in the d^sa of Venus which 
runs for 20 years one will get married or employed etc So thc\ 
have divided the “Dasas’ into 9 BhuUics (Apahiras — sub periods) 
and the 9 Bhukties (Apaharas — ^sub penods) are ruled by the 9 
phnets m the cyclic order

ASPECTS AND THEIR SIGNIFICANCE 


While examining a horoscope, various elements have to be 
considered, analysed in detail and combined together with logical 
judgment Once the fundamentals, namely the characteristics of 
the planets, the nature of the twelve zodiacal signs, the matters 
govenied by the different Houses Bhavas), the quality of the aspects 
etc, nave been well comprehended, then the proper analysis and 
application will assist the astrologer to assess the results accurately 
Practice makes one proficient to apply properly such rules and dicta 

Each house by itsfef signifies certain affairs in one chart A 
planet placed in a house modifies and activates the matters embraced 
bj the house, — nccording to the planet’s inherent nature, its Adhipa- 
thyam (ownership of houses in the horoscope) and its occupation. 
The sign and the star are the containers The planet is the 
content Milk m red glass tumbler will appear red like blood 
But ns colour changes due lo that of the container Similarly, the 
results of the planets wdl get modified or altered Further the re- 
sults and indications are modified by the strenglh*aad quality of the 
aspect received by the planet The aspecting planet decides the 
clunee in the nature of the result, and, the cause for such a change 
jmd The source which bangs about such a change. The planet receiv- 
ing the aspect produces such results which it indicates 

What IS an aspect? 

An aspect is "an angle formed on the Earth by the beams of 
two planets” (Kepler) The term is employed, in Astrology, to 
refer to angular distance measured in degree and minute of celestial 
longitude between two points in the zodiac According to Westerners, 
aspects are formed between two planets, or between a phnet and 
a point m the horoscope, as for instance the cusp of a house (bhava) , 
say Ascendant MC, etc ‘Cusp’ may be defined as the edge of a 
house 1 e the exact beginning of a house (which is also the end of 
the previous house) reckoned in degree and minute of celestial longi- 
tude It is established that some angular distances do produce 
results which are effective 

A planet is considered to be in aspect yuth another phnet or a 
sensitive point in the zodiac only when it is from the planet or the 
sensitive point by a certain longitudinal distance 



Planets are ever moving in their orbits in the zodiac and so 
aspects may be formed between them and the difference in their 
longitude’s will form a particular aspect. That is, at some time, in 
some part of the zodiac, two planets may be transiting at a particular 
distance frcj each other and certain angles are formed upon the 
earth by such relationship. It has been found that these an^es 
exert some influence on those individuals, animates or inanimates 
who are receptive to such vibrations reason of the fact that, at 
their birth, vibrations of like nature were in operation.

When two planets are combined in one house (sign), they 
are taken to be m conjunction In sloki 32, khanda IV, of Uttara 
Kalamntam, Kalidas makes it clear that a conjunction can occur

In the above nativity, we find that Moon the lord of the 7lh 
bouse, placed m Makara (Capncom), aspects the 7th house Kataka 
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(Cancer) from it. Therefore, when one reads the results for the* 
7th house, one should take the characteristics of Moon (what Moon 
indicates by nature and by lordship and also by its aspect to the 7th 
house) into consideration and offer the results 

o- 

Saturn is in Meena (Pisces) in the third house from the lagpa. 
Saturn casts his glancs over the 3rd, 7th and 10th signs counted 
from the one occupied by it, namely Rishaba (Taurus), Kanni 
(Virgo) and Dhanus (Sagittarius). It aspects, by its 7th. aspect, 
Venus and Mars posited in Kanni (Virgo) and, by its 10th aspect, 
Kethu placed in Dhanus (Sagittarius) . 

Whenever a planet aspects a house and the planet or planets 
occupying the said house, then one should combine the results indi- 
cated by the house under consideration, the sign in which the house 
is and the planet or planets posited therein by nature and by lordship 
and above all the lords oj the nakshaira and sub-porlion of 
nakshati\3 in nhich the planet h><w. The resultant indications should 
be modified by the strength and quality of the aspect thrown, ^what^ 
the aspecting planet shows by its nature and by lordship 

Referring to the chart taken for illustration, it is noticed that 
Jupiter, lord of 3 and 12, occupying the 8th house Simha (Leo) 
aspects, by its 5th aspect, Dhanus (Sagittarius) 12th house and* 
Kethu placed in it. The 12th house Dhanus is also aspected by 
Mars, lord of 4 and 1 1, by the 4lh aspect and by Saturn, lord of 1 
and 2, by the lOlh aspect. Therefore, while considering what 
Kethu indicates by his occupation of the *12th house, the aspects 
formed fay Guru (Jupiter, Bnhispathi), Saturn (Sani) and Mars 
(Mangal) would also have to be taken into account. Now, the 
2nd house in the chart, K-umba (Aquarius) is unoccupied It gets 
the Jupiter’s 7th aspect and there is no other aspect to it In judging 
the second house matters, one must hear the JupheT's aspect m 
mind, what he would give as a^benefic by nature in the constellation 
of lord of 5 and 10. Saturn as ruler of the 2nd house will also 
influence the affairs governed by that house. 

If we examine the above horoscope according to the Western 
method, we will gel more accurate results. Let us presume’ that 
Mars is in the 11th degree of Kanni and Kethu in the llth degree 
of Dhanus, i e., exactly 90 degrees from each other, and Guru and 
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•JCcthu are 108 degrees away ((jura being in 23 degree of Siraha). 
The angle of 108 degree is considered to be good and conducive to 
beneficial results according to Westerners. But Mars and Kethu 
are just 90“ apart — a square aspect. Applying the Hindu theory, 
We conclude that Kethu is in a kendra position to Mars and is also 
aspected by the latter by its powerful 4th aspect. Western astrolo- 
gers, on the other hand disagree with this view and aver that a square 
aspect, especially between two malefics, portrays evil for matters 
indicated by them according to their occupation and rulership of 
bouses If, however. Mars had been in Kanya 1st degree, and 
Kethu in Dhanus 29th degree then they show beneficial results being 
at a distance of 118* which ts within the range of trine aspect, a very 
favourable one. It will be observed that the same two planets 
posited in Kanni and Dhanus give out vaiying results when at different 
distances from each other without any change whatever in their sign 
position Hindu aspects, modify the sign to which the aspect is 
thrown and the characteristics of the aspected planet whether the 
« results will be favourable or unfavourable is judged by considering 
the lordship of the planet aspecting a house e g. benefics by owner- 
ship of good houses will ward off evil and increase the benefichl 
Tesults'malefics by being the lord of 6th or 8lh or 12th houses will 
affirct the signs aspected by them and rob away the beneficial effects 
•of the planets m that sign. Here, the correct method of ascertaining 
the aspects is not included But the western system of aspects, on 
the contrary, clearly demonstrate whether the outcome will be good 
or bad according as the aspect is benign or adverse. The Western 
system of aspects must^ be studied and used so as to arrive at 
accurate predictions. There is no shame in including the Western 
■system where they have advanced and are correct. 

Western aspects 

Aspects are grouped into good arid evil in this.system, depending 
on the nature of the action or the responses they produce, in other 
words, whether they are favourable or unfavourable from a material 
standpoint The good and beneficial aspects produce what is often 
called ‘good’. They stand for progress, harmony and concord. On 
Ihe other hand, the unfavourable aspects are adverse in nature 
'denoting discord and disharmony. Rightly understood, the good 
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aspects hannonise with our idea of what is good and evoke a favour- 
able response in the mind and body and the adverse ones conflict 
with our idea of what is good and -as such provoke reactions of an 
undesircable nature. This is the finding of the Westerners. 

But I surmise that if 2 planets form favourable aspects, then 
both of them wiW co-operate and ofier such results which the Lord 
of dasa and the planet indicate eg, if the lord of the dasa promiks 
agreeable results, then planets forming harmonious aspect will assist ^ 
the dasa lord to offer desirable results. But if a planet forms adverse^ 
aspect, then, it will not co-operate with dasa lord. If the dasa lord 
has to bestow beneficial results, then the planet forming evil aspect, 
will threaten and offer undesircable results as it prevents the dasa 
lord to do any good to the person, only during the sub-period 
governed by the planet forming evil aspect. Suppose two planets in 
one house, throw ast>ccts to the dasanatha in another sign. Planet 
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(2) Parallel of Declination (same degree and minute of 
dec ination occupied bj two heavenly bodies) It is simihr in nature 
to conjunction '’nd shows the swie results 

Two or more planets may be at the same dist'^nce from and on 
the same side of the celestial equator or one north and the other

The conjunction is the most powerful of all these. Tlie Panillel 
is considered to be as strong as the conjunction. The opposition, 
trine, quincunx, biquintile, scsquiquadratc, square, sextilc and quin- 
tile arc next in strength and influence. The rest are moderate in 
clTccf. 

Orb: A torch, when lit, throw's its light up to a certain? 
distance from it. If one were to stand just In front of it, one will 
find that the light is very bright; but, as one goes farther away from 
ihc torch, the light gets scattered and after a certain distance the 
light fades away completely. Similarly, the planet's rays radiate all 
round and illumine the surrounding space up to a certain distance. 
This sphere of influence is called orb. Orb, in other words, is a« 
so/fowofice of so many degrees on either side of an exact aspect . , 

Sun, thet»hejd of the solar system, is believed to exert is 
influence up to 12 degrees when separating from it. Moon which 
receives the rays of all the planets and reflects them to the earth 
is considered next in import.ince and she is said to possess influence 
up to 8 degrees when applying and 12 degrees when lea\ing a planet- 
The other planets are credited with an orb of 6 degrees when applying 
and 8 degrees when separating. 

Conjunction: Two planets occupying the same degree and 
minute of celestial longitude arc said to be in rapt (perfect) conjunc- 
tion, It is seldom that two planets are in perfect conjunction In 
such cases, they are still considered to be In conjunction if the 
rclaiUc distance between them Is less than half the sum of their 
orbits taken together. If the planets arc not in exact conjunction, 
then they arc in wide (platic) conjunction. 

For conjunctions of Sun, Moon and other planets with the cusp 
of a house, *an orb of B degrees is to be uniformly applied.

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Applying and Separating When Iwo heavenly bodies are 
within the range of conjunction or aspect and not in exact as rapt 
conjunction, the faster moving planet, if it happens to be placed in 
the zodiac behind the other phnet, ic, the slower moving one will 
move towards the latter to complete the conjunction or aspect, 
unless the latter planet is retrograde The conjunction or aspect 
grows stronger and stronger as the quieter planet draws near the 
culmmaimg degree (exact conjunction or aspect) when the intluencc 
'reaches its peak or maximum but as soon as the quicker planet 
begins to move away from the culminating point, the influence still 
remains but decreases slowly When the quicker planet goes fulij 
beyond the orb of conjunction, ihco influence completely ceases 
Suppose one observes two gcntlcqjcn riding along a road, one on a 
raotor'cycle and the other on a bicycle He who is on the motor 
cycle IS at a certain distance behind the one travelling m the bicycle 
Both arc proceeding m the same direction Since the motor cycle 
has a greater speed than the bicycle, the mm on the motor cycle 
will slowly go nearer the one on the bicycle (which is similar to 
applying aspect) and it a particular spot he will catch the latter 
(which IS rapt conjunction) Thereafter, they continue their 
journey and slowly the distincc between the two increases (which is 
similar to separating aspect) and after a certain lime the man on 
the motor cycle is not sighted Likewise, the planets have different 
speeds In the course of their travel in the same direction, the 
swifter planet, if behind the slow moving one, is said to be applying 
to the latter and at a particular point both arc in exact conjunction 
As soon as the conjunction or aspect is complete, the swifter planet 
will move away from it when it is said to be separating from the 
conjunction or aspect as the case may be 

Exact aspect (conjunction) is styled ‘partile’ or ‘rapt’ An 
aspect which is just within the orb, either applying or separating, is 
termed ‘pfatic' or Vide’ /( musr be remembered rhaf the closer 
an iLspect it the stronger the rcsitlt wiH be An aspect or conjunc- 
tion just within the range of orb is weak in power 

Moon IS the fastest of all the planets, its daily motion being bet- 
ween 12 and 15 degrees It can therefore apply to Mercury, Venus, 
Sim, Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus and Neptune Mercury is the 
next in order of speed It moves between 66 minutes and lOO 
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minulesoflongitudepsrday (average or msan motion bsiog 59' 08" 
of longitude). Mercury can therefore apply to all other planets,' 
except the Moon. The third m order of speed is Venus which 
tra\cls at a rate between 62 and 82 minutes of longitude per day* 
Its mean motion is also 59' 08" of longitude. Venus tvill apply to 
Sun, Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus and Neptune. (When one 
refer* to an Ephemeris, one sometimes finds that the daily motion,of 
Venus is greater than that of Mercury on some days. On some other 
days, it is noticed that Sun’s motion is faster than that of both Venus 
and Mercury. Mercury and Venus are never more than 28” and 48' 
away respectively from the Sun on cither side. Mercury can be at 
a maximum distance of 7o degrees from Venus if Mercury is 28 
degrees away from the Sun on one side and Venus 48 degrees away 
from the Sun on the other side. Generally, when Mercury is closer 
to the Sun (‘perihelion’ ) it moves (dstcc from the Sun, (aphelion’ 
or the point m the orbit of a planet farthest from the Sun) than 
Venus. The closer a planet is in Its orbit, to the Sun, the 
faster the planet goes, the farther from the Sun its speed decreases. 
Therefore carefully note the exact daily motions of the Sun, Mer- 
cury and Venus before one records whether, in a particular person’s 
chart, Mercury will apply to Venus or vice versa. 

Sun is fourth in speed It can apply to all other planets except 
Moon, Mercury and Venus when Mercury and Venus have n greater 
speed. Sun moves daily at a rale varying between O’ 57’ 10” to 
1* 1’ 10” and its average motion is 0* 59’ OS” per day. Sun tales 
one month to transit every sign. Son, Mercury and Venus male 
a circuit of the zodiac in about a year. 

Mars has a daily motion ranging between 31 and 44 minutes of 
celestial longitude, its axerage motion being 33’ 28”. It can there- 
fore apply to Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus and Neptune, Mars goes 
around the zodiac in nearly 22 months, taking about 55 days to pass 
through a sign. 

Jupiter conics next in the order of speed. It transits in the 
zodiac at a speed between 5 and 15 minutes per d.ay (its nic.an 
motion being 5’ per day). It can therefore apply to Saturn, Uranus 
and Neptune. Jupiter tales J2 years to traverse the zodiac, one 
year to go through a sign and one month to move about 2-1/2 
degrees- 
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Saturn is slower thun Jupiter normally but faster thin Uranus 
and Neptune Its mean motion is 2 per day Saturn can apply to 
Uranus and Neptune but not to Moon Mercury Venus Sun Mars 
and Jupiter (unless the latter arc retrograde) Saturn travels at the 
rate of I degree every month i2 degrees every year and requires 
about 29 1/2 ycirs to make n complete circuit of the zodiac 

Uranus requires 84 years to transit the entire zodiac and about 
7 years for each sign Its daily mean motion is 42 of lonqitiidc 
It can apply onlj to Neptune 

Neptune bcinc the slowest of the planets under consider ition 
can apply to none Us average or me m motion is 24 per d ly 
Neptune goes around the zodiac once in 165 years and takes 14 
years to go throu"h one sign tnvclling at the rate of about 2 
degrees per year

162 degrees should be exact The aspect of 126 degrees is of the 
same benign nature as trine 
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To illustrate an example of two planets in trine aspect, let it 
be assumed that Mars occupies Rishaba 9 degrees and Jupiter Kanni 
17 degrees. 

The orb for a trine aspect J>eing 8 degrees. Mars is just within the 
distance constituting the trine with Jupiter. Since Mars moves faster 
than Jupiter, it will shortly gain the necessary 8 degrees to complete 
the exact trine. In the course of its travel from Rishaba 9 degrees 
to Rishaba 17 degrees (when the aspect would be complete), the 
trine aspect is in the process of being formed; in other words, Mars 
is applying (approaching) to the trine of Jupiter. When Mars, by 
its swifter motion, moves away from Rishaba 17 degrees on to the 
25lh degree of Rishaba, it is separating from the Jupiter's trine and 
the moment it is past the 25th degree of Rishaba. the aspect is com- 
pletely dissolved. 

In similar manner, other aspects should be worked out. 

Mutual application 

When two planets arc within the range of an aspect and one 
of them is in retrograde motion (ic., moving against the natural 
order of the signs), each will move towards the other. This is 
called ‘Mutual Application*. 

For example, Mars is in Cancer 8 degrees and Jupiter in 
Vrischika 14 degrees. Mars is moving in direct motion; that i'^, 
he is moving from Cancer 8 degrees towards Cancer 14 degrees. 
Jupiter, on the other hand, is retrograde, i c , he is retracing from 
Vrischika (Scorpio) 14 degrees and is moving backwards. So Mars 
is moving towards Jupiter and Jupiter is moving towards Mars. Due 
to the combined motions of these two planets, the trine is in the 
procsis o/ 6e«ig futmed scry ipwcJJj'. This is {ciTTted 
Application*. 

Mutual application stronger than the applying aspect 

Retrogradatton is an appearance caused by the combined 
motions of a planet and the Earth ami their positioas relative to the 
Sun. No planet retraces in its orbit but is ever in Us fonv ard motion 
This phenomenon of retrograde motion occurs due to the diflerence 
jn the speeds of the planejs as seen from the Earth as the centre. In 
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this process, a planet appears to overtake another phnet, then slows 
down , thereafter tt appears not to move (when it is said to be sta- 
tionary) and then appears to start moving backwards m the zodiac, 
as the position of the planets in the zodiac is always referred to the 
background with full of fixed stars which among themselves maintain 
the same relative position 

If a planet s longitude is going on decreasing, then the pi met 
is in retrograde motion Sun and Moon arc ne\er reiroffrade Raliii 
and Kcthii are c\cr retro^nule and nexer in direct motion 

Mercury is retrograde for a period of 24 days and is stationary 
about one day before and after the retrograde motion 

Venus IS retrograde for 42 days and is stntiomry for about 2 
dajs before and 2 days after rctrogradaiion 

Mars goes retrograde for 80 da>s and 2 to 3 d ivs before and 
after retrograde motion it remains statiomry 

Jupiter IS seen to retrograde for about 120 days, remaining sta 
tionary approximately 5 days before and after 

When 1 planet is in rclrognde motion, ji is denoted in the 
'Ephemcris by the letter R’ and on the date when it turns direct it is 
indicated by D ^ 

Llcwylyn Geoege, a noted Western astrologer, avers that the 
influence of bencfic s when the y are retrog rade is weakene d very mu ch 
a nd they lose their power to offer bc ncn ctal results. On the other 
hand, a malefic planet if it happens to be retrograde the evil result 
IS increased douWcfold He further says that, when two phnets 
which are retrograde are in good aspect, the results indicated by the 
aspect would be diftcient and disappointing and would fall short of 
its efficacy m the good results which would otherwise be experienced 
had the two planets not been retrograde He believes that an evil 
aspect by a planet, which is retrograde, accentuates the evil influence 
Other Western authors have also the same view 

Hindus, however, do not share the above view According to 
Varahamihira .n Bnhat Jataka, bcnefics when retrograde exert happy 
mnuence for a very long time while maleflcs augment the evil 
Kalidas says m ‘ Uttara Kalamntam (Sloka I, Khanda If) that the 
strength of a retrograde planet is equal to its exaltation A planet 
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which IS conjoined with another planet which is retrograde gets 
increased strength He further says that when a planet, while in 
Its exalt ition sign, is also retrograde, then it attains neechi strength 
and the strength of a planet, posited in its debilitation sign but retro- 
gnde, IS similir to its exaltation Mantresuara in Phaladecpika’ 
(Sloka 4, Adhyajaya IV) is emphatic that a retrograde pi met 
possesses strength even though it may be posited in its depression or 
inimical sign or amsa Other Hindu sages have also expressed the 
same view 

Combustion of Light 

A planet is said to lose Us power completely when it is within a 
certain distance from the Sun, Mercury being an exception In that 
condition, the planet is called ‘combust* or burnt up by the Sun’s 
rays When a planet is posited m the same degree and minuto of 
longitude us the one occupied by the Sun, then it is said to be in npt 
conjunction with the Sun and it is considered to be eclipsed and 
utterly powerless 

Planets within a distance of 5 degrees from the Sun arc also in 
combustion (eclipsed) I f, however, they are 10 degrees away from 
the Sun, then the combustion is only ordinary . Whe n the 
beyond 15 degrees, then there is no combustion at 
Translation of Light ^ 

An applying, appro ichmg aspect, i e , one in the process of 
formation, is more posserful than the separating one and connotes 
new experiences The exact aspect over its influence diminishes 
slowly ,ind ceases completely ificr the aspect is dissolved Some- 
times two planets transit in the zodi ic at different points They 
h ivc no aspect between them, but a third planet interposed between 
them may bring them closer together For example, Mars is placed 
m Rishaba 5 degrees and Jupiter Vnschika 17 degrees They arc 
not m opposition as Jupiter is 4 degrees bejond 1 3th degree of 
Vrischika up to which the orb of opposition extends But if Moon 
were to be in Simln 1 1* then u will be in squ ire to both Mars and 
Jupiter (after allowing the orb for square aspect), It will then trans- 
mute the influence of the malciic Mirs towards that of the benefic 
Jupiter TJierc wis no opposiiiQn ordinarily between Mars and 
Jupiter, but Moon situated m between them brought it about 
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Western authors believe tint translation of light is a powerful 
testimony for results, good or bad, according as the aspect thrown is 
good in quality and according as the planets connected are beneflc 
or malefic by ownership and by nature 

The various aspects in a natal Chart may be prepared in a 
Tabular form 

Aspect IS very important to study the results of a horoscope 
Erect a horoscope for the birth time of a native Make an orderly 
tabulation of the different aspects formed between any two planets, 
and the aspects formed by the planet to the cusps of the various 
houses and mainly to Fortuna 

The easiest ^\ay to find the aspects is to take the planets one by 
one Let us, to start with, take the Moon since it is the fastest of 
all the planets Suppose Moon is tn 10* Mesha (Aries) IE a 
planet were to be in Mesha between 10 and 30 , count the exact 
number of degrees at which the planet is away from the Moon 
Next note whether there is a planet in Rishibha (Taurus) Record 
the dist incc of the planet m Rishabi from tlie Moon in Aries 
Similarly, one should find out the planets in Mithunn (Gemini), 
Katakn (Cancer) and so on and calcuhtc the relative position 
Whether there is any aspect or not. one has to note down the 
actual longitude between the Moon and the different planets 
Similarly one is to calculate the exact distance (1) between the 
different planets, (2) between the planets and the cusps of the 12 
houses and (3 ) the distance between the planets and Fortuna 

, After having so calcuhteU the distances, find out whether 
there are any aspects after allowing the orbs for different aspects 
explained in the previous pages 

Principles of judgment 

Aspects arc the modifying influences in horoscope and a 
prediction is never complete unless the aspects are properly com- 
puted, studied, and the results judged Actu illy the diametrically 
opposite results enjoyed by the twins can be scientifically explained 
by the aspect between the cusp and the sigmficator A few useful 
hints arc given below to enable one to arrive at a correct judgment 
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(1) First assess the strength of the aspect Decile or 36 
degrees aspect is not so powerful for good as a trine or 120 degrees 
aspect, nor semi-square or 45 degrees aspect is so hirmful as square 
or 90 degrees 

(2) What IS the quality of the aspect*^ Is it a beneficial 
aspect or an evil one'^ 

(3) Is the aspect exact (rapt, partile) or is it wide (platic)'^ 

If platic, note whether the aspect is in the process of formation 
or dissolution 

(4) Note the affairs governed by the house occupied by the 
aspected planet Is it conjoined with any other planet at the same 
time‘s Association with a benehc (lord of a beneficial house in the 
chart) is very good and auspicious Any connection with malefics, 
more especially with lords of 6 or 8 or 12 either by being conjoined 
with them or occupying their nakshatras, etc portends evil The 
iwkshatra occupied by a planet is the most important as the results 
denoted b} the naksltntra lord (by its ownership) will mostly 
predominate 

(5) What docs the aspected planet denote by his lordship"^ 
Is he a benclic or not’’ No doubt a planet possesses ccrnln natural 
characteristics and these results will operate, but what the planet has 
to give bj lordship will even change the results indicated by its 
nature e g , Jupiter, a bencfic by nature will be evil by owning evil 
liouses Saturn by owning favourable houses becomes a bencfic 
Even these results are modified and changed by the occupation of 
various houses in the chart The correct way is to judge by taking 
the planet s occupation, lordship of houses and us nature Occupation 
in a partittihir consiellation and the modification by the lord of the 
tonstellation is still more important Jupiter and Venus who are 
natural bcnetics prove to be the worst c\nls for a number of people, 
and the natural malefics, Mars and Saturn, immensely benefit some, 
as they occupy the constellation of the planets owning and occupying 
good houses

7 and 10 are termed kendra houses and planets herein arc said to 
be accidentally dignified, i e , they attain full strength to express 
themselves Planets in 2, 5, 8 and 1 1 called succeedent (panaphara) 
houses gam moderate strength The houses 3, 6, 9 and 12 are 
called cadent (apoklima) and planets m these houses gel weakened 
and lack opportunity for expression It is also important to note 
who is the lord of the constellation in which the aspecting planet is 
situated 

If one has correctly assimilated the basic elements constituting 
a horoscope and has acquired the ability to synthesize properly, the 
value of this.method to predict the nature of event, the time of 
event, and tlie extent to which it can offer, will be realised and 
recognised 



TWELVE SIGNS OF THE ZODIAC, 

Their clas$ification and their Influence 

The circle of space surrounding the earth and measuring 360 
degrees of celestial longitude is referred to as the Zodiac It is an 
imacmtry belt in the Heavens It is 15 degrees wide in which the 
plinets tra\el It is the path in the middle of which the Sun 
appears to move around the earth, called Ecliptic 

The Zodne is divided into 12 equal parts They are 1 Aries — 
Meshi 2 Taurus — Rishaba 3 Gemini — Mithuna 4 Cancer — 
Kalaka 5 Leo — Simha 6 Virgo — Kanni 7 Libra — ^Thulam 8 
^ Scorpio — Vnschika 9 Sagittarius — Dhanus JO Capricorn — 

Makara U Aquarius — Kumba 12 Pisces — Mcena * 

Each of these is a solar mansion otherwise called a sien or a 
rasi and eich extends to exactly 30 degrees Eact sign has dented 
Its n imc from its resembi incc to the group of constellations found 
in and around the Zodiac These signs may be classified broidly 
into thirteen gioups depending on their influences on animate and 
inanim itc objects They are

The signs from Aries (Mcshi) onwards arc alternately positive 
and negative They are sometimes referred to as masculine (or 
d ly signs) and feminine (or night signs) respectively Thus the 
odd signs namely, Aries (Mesha), Gemini (Mithuna), Leo (Simha) 
Libra (Thulam), Sagittarius (Dhanus) and Aquarius (Kumbha) arc 
positive (or Masculine), the c\en signs viz, Taurus (Rishabha), 
Cancer (Kataka), Virgo (Kanya) Scorpio (Vrischika) Capricorn 
(Makara) and Pisces (Mecna) are negative (or Feminine) 

The positne siqns denote an assertive bold expressive active 
and offensive nature They give determination, power of will and 
force On the other hand, the negatne signs show a passive recep- 
tive, defensive and a somewhat conciliatory disposition There is a 
tendency for the positive signs to be more sclf-exprcssive and less 
passive in their reactions and for the negative signs to be more self- 
rcprcssivc and less outgoing and spontaneous 

A positive sign as Ascendant, indicates that the mtive Ts more -• 
generally fortunate in his undertakings than a negative sign docs 
The negauve signs arc weak and feminine on account of passive 
qinlitics

Positive signs on the cusp of the ascendant give vitality, neg itive 
signs are not |o vigorous, unless a strong masculine planet is very 
near the cusp of the Ascendant 
Northern and Southern signs 

The first six signs of the Zodiac, namely, Mesha, Rishaba, 
Mithuna Kataka, Simha and Kanya (x e , Aries to Virgo) are 
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■called Northern signs, as they arc to the north of the celestial 
Equator (they are m the northern hemisphere) The remaining six 
signs, that is, Thulam, Vnchikam, Dhanus, Makara, Kumba and 
Mcena (Libra to Pisces) are to the south of the celestial Equator 
(in the southern hemisphere) and arc so termed southern signs ■ 
Equinoctial signs 

Equinox means equal day and night When the Sun is in the 
intersecting point of the celestial Equator and the Ecliptic where Anes 
commences and Pisces ends, and the point of intersection is at the 
end of Virgo and the beginning of Libra, then the days and nights are 
equal all over the world This phenomenon occurs only twice in a 
year, i c , around 21st March and 23rd September. 

Mesha (Aries) and Thulam (Libra) arc hence the two equinoc- 
tial signs Mdsha (Anes) is the vernal qquinocbal sign and 
Thulam (Libra) the autumnal equinoctial sign 
Tropical signs 

Cancer (Kataka) and Capneom (Makara) are the two tropiCiil 
signs They are sometimes called the summer solcstial sign and 
winter solestial sign respectively The da>s are the longest when 
the Sun IS in the initial point of Cancer and the nights are the 
longest when the Sun is in the beginning of Capneom Sun enters 
Capricorn on or around the 22nd December e\ cry year according 
to the Sayana system As per Nirayana sjstcm — Oxcci^ zodiac — the 
dates are different 

Fiery, Earthy, Airy and Watery signs 

The Zodiacal signs are classified into four groups or Inphcitics ’ 
according to the four elements which are Hrc, Earth, Air and Water, 
corresponding to spinl, body, mind and soul symbolising spintual, 
physical, mental and psjchic processes in man The four groups 
are as follows ' 

Fire Mesha Simha Dhanus 

Earth Rishabha Kanya I Makara 

Air Mithuna Thulam Kumbha 

Water Karkata Veischtka Mcena 

The fiery signs represent the vital spint including to actiMty 
The> tend to an assertive, independent, courageous and enthusmstic 
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mturc Thc> signify activity and ambition, vigour and vitality, 
energy and push When fiery signs arc on the cusp of the ascendant, 
the disposition is said to be proud, enterprising and commanding 
with more desire to lead others than serve them The native may 
be argumentative, and scjf-confident The mind is aspiring, acute 
and penetrating The native will not relish the suggestion ofTcred by 
others and will net on his own impulses A spiritual bent of mind 
IS also denoted. Fiery signs as Ascendant cause fevers and inflam 
matory disorders sudden illness usuall> acute but lasting only for a 
short duration 

According to Westerners if the majority of planets occupy fiery 
signs, It shows ingenuity, forte and energy and fits the native to 
study mechanics and to follow any trade or profession in which 
metals and fire phy a p irt, as those of soldiers, machinists, engineers,, 
smith, barbers, butchers, surgeons as also hazardous and dangerous 
vocation Planets in these signs are more active than in others 

Alan Leo has stated that fiery signs are connected with vitalitj 
and viiil force, earthy signs with (he physical body, airy signs with 
the nervous sjsttm, brain and mintl generally, and watery signs with 
the cthcric double-the finer mould into which the physical system was 
cast at birth 

Earthy signs shows solidity and stability It indicates material 
welfare and the native will be bent on making wealth and seeking 
power and position Earthy signs also if rising, give good health 
One will be careful and cautious, premeditative, prudent and practi- 
cal, secretive and suspicious, stubborn and self-protective, slow and 
steady, reserved and restrained, methodical and economical, plodding 
and persevering* His mind »s practical, objective scientific, methodi- 
cal and materialistic >Vhen a majority of planets occupy earthy 
si^'ns, business would be the best 

In the words of Mr L George, tins tnplicity is represented by 
the nervous temperament exhibiting restless, worried and agitated 
characteristi&’Svith predisposition to rhemumatic, and windy com- 
plamts %«th a.tcndcncy towards chron.c disorders 

He IS o! opinion that earthy signs give employment having a 
beirmg on buSmess, buildings, mimng and all laborious, heavy and 
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stow work in which time, tabour and persevercnce arc required. 
Kanva inclmeb to chcmistf>', Rishaba to agricultural pursuits or 
finance, and Makara to administrative or political positions. 

One may engage in occupations connected with agriculture, 
horiticuUure, gardening land, mines, timber, building materials etc., 
or as a contractor or deal in food stuITs both in the raw and cooked 
states, such as grocery business in restaurants or as grain dealers. 
He may deal in dress, goods and clothing. 

Airy signs are distinctly connected with mind and mental 
experiences . 

They indicate less vitality, if well connected, they show cheerful, 
gentle, amiable, courteous, sympathetic, refined and humane nature. 
They offer good intellect, fertile Imagination; idealistic and artistic 
nature; w ctl-informed, fertile. The mind is cultured, musical, 
inquisitive; fond of reasoning; generally uelJ-behaved and Ictel- 
headed. He will not be asserthe but tactful 

People born m airy signs will Inve active circulation Their 
body will be plump and their complexion good. He will be a well- 
informed and wide awake worker. 

People born in these signs will exert much, gel exhausted and, 
due to overwork, suffer from nervous toubles 

Airy signs denote inteHcclual pursuits best fitted to be advisers. 
Or they show their skill in some literary occupations. Scientific 
pursuits will be advantageous. Any profession, wherein the mind 
and brain arc more exercised than the body, fit them most. ^They 
are ideally suited as accountants, book-keepers, poet, novelist, 
lawyer, artist, reporters, lecturers, scientists, aviators, inventors, etc. 

The majority of the planets in airy signs show that native is 
talented, refined, courteous, idealistic and often inconstant The 
native will be artistic and Iiterarj’-minded 

Watery signssignify a fruitful nature and give enough of jeriile 
imaslnation. They show less recuperatu'c power. The constitution 
will be weak. The disposition is timid, inert, and unwilling ‘to act. 
The mind is receptive, contemplative, sensitive, sentimental, and 
psychic. Occult tendencies .arc indicated. 
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Alan Leo says as follows - “The >vatery signs are the least 
fortunate giving sensitiveness and often lack of energy , 

When the majority of the planets occupy watery signs, the 
native is shy, sensitive, timid, psychic and often heks^ energy 

The watery signs if alDicted, make one anaemic and weak- 
pulsed In later stages tumour or cancerous growths may trouble 
them Watery signs if rising, give much less stamim and predispose 
to digestive, unn try and catarrh troubles 

Watery signs favour all employments m which liquid is used 
It includes everything from mineral water to wines and spirits, or 
from washing clothes to sailing, eg, sailors, fishermen, bravers, wine 
merchants, ship builders, ship owners, marine engineers 'Mid manu- 
facturers and dealers m liquid refreshments etc , also emotional act 
mg, elocution, etc AH occupations in which water is the chief cle 
ment, also dealers m soft go^s, textiles, fabrics, chemists etc , ace 
influenced by watery signs 

‘A majority of planets m* watery signs denotes a psychic or 
emotional nature, the instinctive consciousness is very keen, the 
native is more or less receptive or impressionable, often mediumisiic 
and sometimes passionate’ 

The Qualities —Movable, Fixed and Common signs 

Each category of the four signs such as (movable, fixed and 
common) has a common factor or quality of expression, but this 
quality in each sign would be applied differently The 3 qualities 
may be compared to the three Gunas of the Hindus, viz the cardinal 
or movable to Rajas (activity), the fixed to Tanias (constancy), and 
themiutable or common to Sama (rhythm) 

Mesha, Kataka, Tfiufam and Makara are mova6fe__signs 
Rishaba, Simha, Vnschika and Kumbha ire fixed ones Milhuna, 
Kanya, Dhanus and Mecm arc common signs 

Movable signs represeot movement from one place to another, 
just as’ water m the river flows smoothly without going back to its 
source 
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Movable signs show enterprise, enthusiasm, love of ambition, 
forccfulness, and go-a-head spirit ; fame, recognition and popularity;' 
and ability to complete plans and execute them in a short time. The 
native always loves change and reform. They represent the busy 
people, the best busmessmen, pioneers, those vwho rise in life on 
their own and those who make headway against heavy odds and. 
impediments. The natives of movable signs are independent in 
spirit and self-assertive. They dislike dependence on others and are 
averse to subordination. 

Movable signs on the Ascendant incline to ailments affectin; 
the head, stomach, kidneys and all movable or functional disofders 
They tend to brain fever, headache, fits, disorders of the stomach 
kidney troubles, cold, rheumatism, injuries to the head and knees, etc 

Afflictions from movable signs indicate acute ailments whicl 
usually run their course and lea\e no particular trace. 

Movable signs on the cusp of the 2nd house help one to earr 
money through name, fame and public recognin'on. Tlie native* 
of these signs, have great vitality and dynamism, so much so 'thej 
gain through activity, ambition and adventure. There is the liabilit) 
to fluctuating fortune and changes where money is concerned, 
Speculative enterprise is favoured and acquisitiveness is usually well 
ieveloped. 

If the third house cusp falls in a movable sign, it signifies that 
the mind is often aspiring, active, ambitious, enterprising but change- 
able. One will love change and like travels. He will do a lot of 
;ravellmg about. Close ties with cousins, neighbours, etc., and 
.vith relatives in general are developed. 

Being possessed of dynamic energy, one WjJl be able to take 
ap pioneer work. The natives of these signs are ardent in whatever 
hey undertake and if they once espouse a cause— social, political, 
elieious or educatidnal or any other — they will work for that cause 
rith all the vim and vigour of their energetic nature. They succeed 
hrough sheer audacity. 

The persons influenced by the» signs are best fitted in positions 
hat require speed and swiftness, wit and ingenuity and tact and 
Sipbmacy, They never rest content until they are in the lead of

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■whatever pursuit they follow. They scorn subordination. These 
'natives are ideally suited to occupy responsible and authoritative 
positions. 

When, in horoscope, the majority of the planets are placed in 
movable signs or wlien these signs are on the 1st, 4th, 7th and 10th 
‘houses called angles or kendras, it shows that one will hold a pro- 
minent position,* be it trade, business, politics or profession He 
will exhibit ambition and enterprise to a great degree. They will 
never feel fully satisfied unless they are at the head of things They 
are fond of changes in life and will have many changes too 

If Jupiter occupies the llth house falling in a movable sign, it 
Indicates executive ability and progress; if this happens to be fixed 
sign, jealousy and pride among friends is the result; if it is a common 
^sign, one may have friends who arc sciemifically inclined or religious- 
minded. Also, one’s friends may prove unreliable. 

Saturn placed in the llth house In a fixed sign signifies that 
there will be delay and hindrance through friends. If the 1 1 th cusp ' 
is in a common sign and Saturn is also there, one may not achieve 
one’s hopes. There may also be sorrow through friends. 

When the movable signs are on the angles (1st, 4th, 7th and 
10th houses) one will be resourceful and alert. He would grasp an 
idea very quickly. Being enterprising and active, he will shun no 
effort in order to succeed. He will succeed in any enterprise, come 
what may. A brave, bold and indomitable spirit is indicated. 

fixed signs * 

The influence of the fixed signs rouses the desire nature, giving 
stamina and persistence in action. Persons of these signs have a 
very strong and determined will. They are pre-eminently thorough. 

If they make up their mind to do anything, they will keep on working 
with remarkable patience and persistence until success comes to 
them They are very practical in fiieir approach. They will not 
mind' doing anything for one who has won their affection. They . 
are very finn in their mental attitude and once an opinion has been 
formed they cling'to it with tenadty. They arc very difficult people 
* to convince but, when once won over to a cause, they will defend 
It to the last. 
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Those influenced by the fixed signs wiii be out-spoken, self- 
-^Yiaat and reliable and reroarkably patient. On the other side, 
hey are obstinate, rigid, dogmatic, unrelenting and unbelnding. 
They will persist in a gUen direction and neither reason nor argu- 
nent will turn them. Their tendency is to seek solitude and beco'me 
ielf-absorbed. These people are endowed with good executive 
ibiiity. The natives with the fixed sign are very fond of comfort, 
uxury and other refining influences of life. • ^ ^ 

Fixed signs lend to ailments affecting heart and the generative 
system. Chronic or organic troubles are threatened. One may 
suffer from diseases like dipiheria, bronchitis, asthma, heart troubles 
defective circulation and spinal complaints. Afllictions from fixed 
signs denote that one may inherit hereditary diseases which usually 
become chronic. 

Fixed signs bring the native gain through authoritative influence 
investments and accumulation of unearned income. 

There being no fluauatiqn denoted, one can expect to have a 
Ixed income. 

If the third house fall in a fixed sign, then the native will have 
a fixed and rigid attitude. He will be persevering, plodding, pain- 
staking proud and authoritative. He dislikes travelling. Any 
travel is usually forced by circumstances. 

It favoure Government service and employment in ancient 
institutions and established businesses with security of service. One 
will achieve success through slow, steady and sustained effort. 

The fixed sign people grasp opportunities slowly. Being conser- 
vative-minded, they do not quickly respond to the new environment 
and care mote for permanency and fixity. * 

Wffien fixed signs are on the cusps of the 1st, 4th, 7lh and 10th 
houses in a horoscope or most of the planets are found in fixed 
signs, one will be firm, determined, dignified and self-reliant. He 
Will be slow and plodding but will succeed eventually. One will 
require time to come to a decision “Patient persistence in every 
doing” is his motto. He is sure to rise in life through fixity of pur- 
pose and persistent effort. He will put his talent to the best use. 
Setback do not daunt him. He svill adhere to a mefhod only after 
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being satisfied that it will meet his requirements. It is next to im- 
possible to change him but, when veered round to a cause, he will 
prove to be its most ardent and reliable advocate. 

Common (dual, mutable)sigas may be likened to the swinging 
pendulum. They represent the vibratory motion pasing from one 
point to another and back again linking the two extremes of its 
motion. The nature is dual and fluctuating Flexibility or plasti- 
city is the predominant charactenstic. 

These signs denote an intellectual, sympathetic, sensitive, subtle^ 
versatile and changeful nature. The natives bom in these signs or 
having a majority of the planets in these signs will often be incons- . 
tant, mdecisive, vacillatmg and restless Being flexible, they never 
exert their will power sufficiently. Their tendency is to*drift and 
dream of the future. They will have no set purpose and they are- 
goaded into action only when the stem whip of necessity is applied. 
They are peaceful and sympathetic in their disposition and cordial 
and pleasing m their manner. They sometimes suffer injury from _ 
others not because they cannot retaliate, but being averse by nature 
to exertion they do not wish to take up the trouble to fight. Nothing 
appeals to the man of common sign permanently. He desires 
nothing as much as change and roving about, usually in an aimless, 
manner. One bom in a common sign is best fitted to be in the 
employ of others than have others in his employ. Unless bom 
well off, these people seldom make their way in life, always loving 
leisure and lacking a go-a-head spirit. 

People with common sign are sensitive to and much swayed 
by the surrounding environment as they lack the stamina to assert 
themselves. 

People of common sign are not capable of the slow and sus- 
tained work put forth by the fixed class They get easily discouraged 
by difficulties and are in tear on the slightest provocation. Being 
averse to strenuous work, they shine according to their ability to 
lliink They therefore prove best when they tike up agencies, 
commission jobs, etc in which much of executive skill is not required. 

These siens bring income to one through «icrvicc nnd ordinary 
means. Finance is prone to fluctuation. The man of common 
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sign, being la 2 :y and indifferent, will be indifferent even in regard 
10 accumulation of wealth. 

Common signs incline to affections of the lungs, hmbs, breath- 
ing apparatus and all kinds of nervous disorders. The diseases 
denoted are often convertible. One may be able to overcome fhem 
entirely or the diseases will run their course and become chronic 
depending on the individual’s mental temperament. 

Common signs on the 3rd house cusp makes the mind more 
deceptive, methodical, systematic and easily affected by surroundings. 

When common signs are connected with houses 2, 6 and 10, 
.one is best fitted to serve others. For instance, one can act as a 
middleman, an agent, a messenger, clerk, teacher, editor or speaker. 
According to Alan Leo, it sometimes denotes occupations in which 
ainiforms are worn, companies or where public commodities are 
dealt with. 

If the 1st and 7th lords are in harmonious aspect or in 
parivartana (mutual exchange), partership is advisable; a good 
mutual working arrangement Is Indicated. If the cusp of the Ilth 
house and the lord of 11 is in common signs, one will acquire doubt- 
iui friendships. * t 

When the common signs are on the cusps of the angles (1st, 
-5th, 7th and 10th houses in the chart) or when a number of planeits 
are posited in these signs, the mind is often fickle, fighty, superficial, 
■wavering and versatile. One may grasp an idea in a short lime and 
arrive at a decision, but will change his decision quickly. One will 
be systematic and methodical, but succeeds in life by others aid. 
Even if one succeeds, he does not gain the required recognition for 
his merit and labour. Being vacillating, he is liable to miss oppor- 
tunities that come his way. 

Fruitful signs 

Cancer (Kataka), Scorpio (Vrischika) and Pisces (Meena) 
are said to be fruitful 4n nature, all watery signs being fruitful. 

Taurus (Rishaba), Libra (Thulam), Capricorn (Makara) and 
Sagittarius (Dhanus) are said to be semi-fruitful. 

Fruitful signs in the cusps of the 5lh and 7th houses and their 
3ords in fruitful signs, the indication is an early union. Barren 



signs in the cusps of the 5th and 1st houses indicate that the native is 
not likely to marry in time (provided other testimonies also point 
to the same view). Fruitful signs covering the 11th and 5th houses 
and the lords of 5 and 1 1 in fruitful signs promise progeny. Barren 
signs in the cusps of the lst» 5th and 11th or the lords of these in 
barren signs lessen chances of children 

Barren signs 

. Aries (Mwha), Gemini (Mithuna), Leo (Simha) and Virgo 
(Kanya) are called barren or sterile signs. These are not fruitful 

Barren signs on the cusps of the 5th and llth houses (11th 
house being 5th to the partner) and the lords of these not in fruitful 
signs. Moon not in a fruitful sign, the lagna not a fruitful sign, the 
‘ lord of Jagna not occupying a fruitful sign and no fruitful planet in 
5th or llth houses, are indications of no children. 

Mote signs 

AU watery signs (namely, K-ataka, Vrischika and Meena) are- 
mute signs. 

If Mercury Ijeing lord of 6 is in the 2nd house in a mute sign- 
or the lord of 6* is in the 2nd in a mute sign afflicted by Mars or 
Saturn, perceptible stammer, lisp or other impediment will be the 
result. Mercury anywhere in mute signs afflicted by Saturn, causes 
stammer. If Mars adds his influence by bad aspect, then the native 
will talk very fast, lisp or pronounce his words badly. , When 
Mercury heppens to be in a mule sign in opposition to the Moon,, 
the native will have a defect in speech. Saturn in the lagna in a 
mute sign, causes an impediment in speech. The 2nd house governs 
vocal organs. If a voice sign be found in the 2nd house in a 
horoscope, more especially if Venus or Mercury be therein free from. 
affliction, then eloquence or some ^ocal gift may ije predicted 
Jupiter indicates that one will offer advice, preach (may or may not 
practise) and will be a platform speaker. Mars and Jupiter give 
assertion and make him an orator who can move the masses by his 
fiery speech. Mercury and Saturn showjhat'he will modify his 
speech according to the time, dtcumstances and the crovsd before 
him. 
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Violent signs 

Aries (Mesha), as also Scorpio (Vrischika) arc said to be 
violent signs. They know “no fears.” They undertake all enter- 
prises with courage and confidence. They are best fitted to take risk* 

Human signs 

Gemini (Mithuna), Virgo (Kanya), Aquarius (Kumbha) anc 
the 1st 'half of Sagittarius (Dhaous) are called human or humane 
signs as these are depicted by human figures on the symbolic globe., 
Some authors consider Libra (Thulam) also as humane. 

Prithyusas says in Horasara Adhyaya I in sloka 11, that these 
signs are strong when the lagoa falls in one of these signs. 

•* Whomsover hath nor the predominant placets of his cativitj 
in human signs will be little sociable and not very humane”. If the 
ascendant or principal sigoificators are not in human signs*, the 
nathe himself will be estranged from human nature. 

. Voice signs 

Gemini (Mithuna), Libra (Thulam) and Aquarius (Kumbha), 
which are airy signs, are also called musical or voice sign?. 

Some western authors consider Virgo (Kanya) and Sagittarius 
(Dhanus*) also as voice si^s. Some include Tiurus (Rishaba) also. 

Anywhere for voice, there should be the airy medium. That 
is why, all the airy signs are considered as voice signs. 

Bestial signs ' 

Mesha (Ram), Rishaba (bull), Simha (licjn), Makara (goat) 
. and the 2nd half of Dhanus symbolised by the figures of animals 
whose names they bear are the bestial or four-legged signs. 

These signs are said 40 be strong, according to Prithuyasas, 
when the Meridian (10th house) falls in them. Those bom when 
these signs ascend, are said to have ^the qualities of such animals, 
as being bold as the lion, lustful as the goat, etc. 

Dual signs 

Gemini (Mithuna), Sagittarius (Dhanus) and Pisces (Meena) 
are called twin sigQs or dual signs meam’ng plurality. 
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Bicorporeal or double-bodied signs 

Gemini (Mithuna) representing a boy and a girl, 1st half of 
Dhanus representing a bow and an arrow, and Meena representing 
two fishes bound together by a cord are the bicorporeal or double- 
bodied signs. 

Signs of short ascension 

• Makara, Knmba, Meena, Mesha, Rishaba and Mithuna are 
te'miend 'short ascension signs, because they ascend m a short time. 
The other six signs take longer time to ascend and are termed ‘long 
ascension signs'. 

‘ Signs of long ascension 

In the northern hemisphere the six signs, namely, Kataka, 

. Simha, Kenya,' Thulam, * Vrischika and Dbanus take longer time in 
ascending than the other six signs, and are thus termed as long 
ascension sigh. For places in the southern hemisphere, this must 
be reversed, the signs of long ascension in the northern hemisphere 
being short ascension signs in the southern' hemisphere. 

lat Ihe Twelve Signs^Sig'nify ! 

The physical features, characteristics, marks, health, finance 
and profession indicated by each sign are dealt with in general. 
Planets occupying these signs will modify these results. Only when 
' there is no planet in the sign, can'the effect of these be noticed with 
iout any deviation. The quaKiies of the sign will be manifest, all 
- the more, if its lord were also to be posited therein. Like a coin 
which has two different sides, each sign presents two characteristics — 
good and bad. Depending on' other factors, these characteristics 
■will be, modified. Benefics like Jupiter (Guru), Venus (Sukra) in 
the Ascendant (Lagna) mitigate the evil and offer more of agreeable 
•results. Malefics like Saturn and Mars in the Ascendant spoil the 
good nature and bring out the latent bad qualities into action. 
Similarly, the general physical IwUires indicated by each sign may 
wary from the normal, due largely to the.planets occupying the sign. 
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ARIES-MESHA 

Aries— ^Mesha — is the first or head sign of the Zodiac. It 
commences at the vernal equinox and extends upto exactly 30 
xlegree^, ^ ^ 

Aries is an equinoctial sign. It is fiery and hot by nature. It 
js termed bestial and sterile. It is a movable or a canJinal sign. 
It is said to be masculine or positive and is of short ascension. 

Aries is generally symbolished by a Ram, being in nature rash, 
combative, lascivious, springy and hardy. It is called an Oriental 
sign denoting the beginning of the Right Ascension. Aries represents 
head and face in the human body. It is ruled by Mars. Sun gets 
exalted in this sign. Saturn is debilitated, whereas Venus is said to 
b& in its fall in ibis sign, as it is the 7ib sign opposing Libra owned 
by Venus. * 

According to sayana system Sun enters Aries on 21st or 22nd 
March whereas according to Nirayana system Sun enters on 13tb or 
14th April. ' ' 

Physical appearance : Persons bom under this' sign are 
of middle stature. They possess a lean and muscular body. They 
are neither stout nor thick. ‘ “nieir complexion will be ruddy and , 
they have a fairly long neck and face.

It IS the second sign of the zodiac It is also 30 degrees in 
Longitude and it extends from the 30th degree from Vernal Equinox 
(or Mesha) 0 to 60 idegrec. In Kartbikai Nakshathra (or constel- 
lation) the* second, third and fourth padas (quarters), Rohmi 
Nakshathra in full and Mngasirisha constellation first half (or the 
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first and the second padas of Mrigasirisha) arc contained in the sign 
Taurus (Rishabi). 

Rishaba Is an earthy, fixed, feminine, moist, semi-fruitful, bestial 
sign of short ascension. This sign is symbolised by a bull both by 
Hindus and Westerners. They say that the bull appears with 
unusual horns both on head and toes. It also appears with a 
decisive and determined look to go ahead and rush fonvard with 
£rcat energy, showing its stubborn and tenacious nature. 

A few thousands of years ago the Egyptians cclebnted May- 
day festival probably due to the entrance of the Sun into Taurus 
which is referred to as ‘The Sacred Bull’ and probably when the

Longitude and it extends from the 60ih degree from Vernal £quino;t 
(or Mesha 0 degree) to 90 degrees. Mrigaslrisha third and the 
fourth padas, Thiruvadhirai or Arudbra.and Punarpushyam first, 
second and the third padas arc contained in this sign. 

Gemini is the first of the airy triplicity and also of the mutable 
signs. It is masculine and positUc. Tt is classified as a barren 
sign. 

Gemini is ruled by Mercury, an effeminate, but an intellectual 
planet. No pkanei gets cither exaltation or debilitation m this sign 
But Jupiter is said to be in its detriment in this sign as it is the 
house which opposes Sagittarius owned by Jupiter. To Saturn and 
Venus this sign is said to be friendly and to the other planets it is 
considered to be the enemy’s quarters .

The next occasion is on or around July l7 when Sui 
reaches the nothemmost declination (twenty three degrees twentj 
seven minutes from the celestial equator) and begins its southerr 
course. It is called Dakshinayana. The next occasion when thej 
perform the religious rites falls when Sun during its southern course 
reaches the Autumnal Equinox which is the beginning of Libra oi 
Thulam, Three months later, when Sun reaches the southeminos: 
declination in the south and just when he commences the Northen 
course, all Hindus irrespective of caste or creed uniformly celebratt 
this day. It is called Sankaranthi. Thus the Sun has come tt 
occupy an important place in the Hindu Pantheon. The greatesi 
Astrologer Varahamihira worshipped only Sun God and shed'flr 
imperishable lustre among the nine gems in the court of Kinj 
Vikr^adithya. 

The Sun takes exactly one year to go round the ecliptic. It ha: 
only the direct motion Never does it retrograde. Also there is nc 
latitude to Sun. 

Sun stands to us as a symbol of spirit Hindus consider tha 
Sun is the soul of Kalapurusba. (The Moon is his mind; Budha oj 
Mercury his speech; Kuja or Mars his strength; Jupiter or Guru hi: 
knowledge and happiness, Venus or Sukra Ws desire or lust; Satun 
is his misery, etc. It is said that the several constituents of Kala- 
purusha are either strong or weak according to the strength of Iht 
planets representing them. Only Saturn is exempted. Whenever 
Saturn is weak, misery will be much greater and will predominate

The rays of the Sun-reflected by the Moon dispel the darkness 
of the night on earth just in the same manner as light reflected from 
SL mirror placed in the Sun removes the darkness inside the house. 

Therefore the nature of Moonlight is the same as that of Sun- 
Jight but it is not self-luminous. The distance between the Earth 
and Moon is approximately 2,38,000 miles. It moves round the 
earth which revolves round the Sun.

The Moon is small in size The diameter of the Earth is ap 
proxinntely 7 800 miles whereas that of the Moon is only 2 20i 
miles No water is said to be found m tho Moon But at the tun' 
of the Full Moon we notice the tides rise even as high as 40 feci 
Actu illy the ebb and tide of the oceans are caused by the mflueac 
of Moon on earth 
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Astrology The Moon is a nocturnal, cold, changeable mois’ 
Teceptive and feminine planet. The fourth sign of the Zodiac callo 
Katakam or Cancer is ruled by Moon. This sign is just prior to th 
■sign Leo owned by Sun. In Hindu Mythology, it is said that Moo 
loves Rohini most. Actually Moon gets exalted in Taurus or Rishab 
an which Rohini star is contained. 

Moon moves daily around 13 degrees on an average and when 
’ ever it passes the sign Taurus, it is very strong. Jt gets very weal 
and debilitated when it tran^ls in the sign Scorpio or Vrischika. 

Moon governs over the impcugnation, conception, birth of child 
the animal instinct, the union and the embryo. It also rules thi 
infant stage of a person and it has a powerful influence on the live: 
Afilicted Moon the time of birth causes ailment fre 

<iuently and A;es not allow it to have proper growth. Stomach wii 
be upset frequent vomiting reduces vitality. • 

The elleci of the Moon depends on the relative disposition o 
other planets, the aspects which Moon receives, the sign which 5 
•occupies etc., at the time of one’s birth. 

Moon is a cold planet. Afflicted Moon often causes cold anc 
lever. Its characteristic is changeability. Hence its influence 
often unsettling. If one is in service, his desire will be to have fre- 

He will not continne to live in the same premises 
Under some pretex or other, there’ will be change of residence, 
frequenty.

Mars completes its journey round the Sun in 687 days, so thtt 
a Martain year is 687 of our solar days Mars is smaller than the 
Earth and its diameter is around 4,200 miles It is just double that 
of the Moon The mass of Mars is a little above one tenth of that 
of the Earth It is found that Mars rotates about itself m 24 hours 
37 minutes 23 seconds m the same direction as that of the Earth 
A Martian Sidereal Day is roughly 1 026 of our solar days Mar^. 
resembles closely our Earth in one aspect, that is the axis about 
which It rotates is tilted op at an angle of 24 degrees 50 minutes 
Just like the Earth Mars has temperate and frigid zones 

Mars IS red m colour and so its light is ruddy in appearance 
It shines in the night so very bnlhantly that one will not miss o> 
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notice it. It can be easily distinguished from other stars and planets. 
Mars is inconspicous both in the early morning and in the evening 
immediately after sunset, when it will be nearer to the sun. But, 
when the longitude between the Sun and Mars increases, the later 
shines more brilliantly than the brightest of the stars (Sirius). 

Mythology : Mars is said to be the deity of the Buddhists and 
the God of the Romans. It is the God of war and also of hunting. 
Mars (or Ares in Greek; Artes in Egyptian; Angaraka, Mangala. 
Kuja in Sanskrit and Sewai in Tamil) is the son of Jupiter (Zeus) 
and his wife Hera. He is the God of dispute, destruction and war. 
He was disliked by one and all because of his warlike nature. Many 
a time, other Gods wounded him and conquered him Once he was- 
imprisoned by his conquerer; Mercury came to his relief and freed 
him. He loved Venus who reciprocated satisfactorily. Mars was 
held in high esteem and honour in the Roman Empire. In the 
Bible, Mars is symbolised by the Devil. It is the God of force and 
energy. According to the Hindus. Mars is God Muruga, Subra- 
manya, Kumaraswamy, Velayudham or Vadivel, meaning the fighting 
pcTAcr. He is considered to be the Commander-in-Chief of the 
celestial armies. Mars rules over “Samn Veda". 

Mars ruled the first month of the Roman Year, March and the- 
eighth month of the Roman Year, October. Certain days in those 
months were given over to Martian ceremonies. Until the time of 
Augustus, Mars had only two temples at Rome. Both were connected, 
with warlike operations. Originally, one of the temples was an altar; 
while the other was the gate through which the army used to march. 

Astrology ; Mars is a dry, fiery planet, masculme by nature.

MERCURY~THE UNCLE 

Astronomy Mercury — The duahst Sun his Mercury as his 
closest neighbourhood even as the earth has the Moon Mercury js 
bigeer than Moon but smaller than the earth It is on average 
about 36 million miles away from the Sun The distance vanes bet 
ween 29 million miles and 43 rotllion miles This is due to the fict 
that the orbit of Mercury is eccentric and much elongated It revol- 
ves round the Sun in 88 days Its diameter is nearly 3 200 miles 
As the size of Mercury is very small and its mass is very little its 
gravitational pull is naturally very weak 

There is no atmosphere around it As Mercury is very near 
Sun and the earth is also revolving round the Sun there will be 
occasions when we can note this tiny planet Mercury transitoj 
between the Sun and the earth and it will be seen m the disc of tfe 
Sun It will appear as a black sharp disc No ring of light will 
be visible which is an evidence that there is no atmosphere If there 
were to be any atmosphere the Sun s rays will pass through it and 
due to refraction it will form a ring round Mercury As there is no 
atmosphere no animal can exist 

Further one half of Mercury will ever be very hot and if "df 
be around 360 degree centigrade and the other half will be very 
cold much cooler than our Arctic regions during severe winter Met 
cury lakes as much time to revolve about itself once on its axis as 
it takes to go once round the Sun Hence one half of Mercury wilt 
ever lecewe the says of light and heat from the Sun whereas tlr 
other half will ever remain as night without having the chance to sec 
the Sun at all Thus that half of Mercury facing the Sun is cicr 
hot and the other half is ever cold E%cn though Mercuiy is about 
36 million miles away from the Sun il is not easy to sec Mercury 
with the naked eye as it will always be very near the Sun and the 
maximum longitudinal distance between the Sun and that will be 
28 dvgrets Its speed is 95 000 miles per hour 
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Mythology : In olden days, it was known as Thoth or Hermes. 

1 It is the son of Jupiter and Maia, the daughter of Atlas. He is said 
to be the friend of Apollo, probably because it is in the closest vici- 
nity to Sun. Mercury is called a youth ll>ing with wings at his 
heels, bearing a caduceus made of olive wood about which were 
entwined two serpents, the rod being surmounted with a pair of 
wings. Indeed, this syanbol represents speed, wisdom and duality. 
Mercury is the inventor of Lyre He is the God of Commerce, or 
Gold Eloquence. He always exhibits and duality and lacks concen- 
tration. Though Mercury is the intellectual planet he is called a 
convertible and mutable planet and Mercurians will generally possess, 
w ill-o-the-wisp character. 

Hindus regard Mercury as representing God Kesava, Narayana, 
Madhava etc. He represents Dwaitham w'hercas Saturn denotes 
Adhvaitham, as Mercury is for plurality while Saturn is for single 
one. 


If one wants to propitiate God and if the person has the follow- 
ing combinations in his horoscope or if Mercuiy has any connection 
with other planets by occupying their sign etc , he has to make a 
'judicious choice and cultivate steady habits, concentrate and meditate 
properly, as Mercury denotes vacillation and lack of concentration,

JUPITER - THE CHILDREN 


Astronomy : Jupiter is far beyond the swarm of asteroids It 
is nearly 500 million miles from the Sun It is the mighty planet 
and js called the giant of the solar system It has a diameter of 
88,000 miles, nearly ten times the diameter of the Earth The 
radius of the orbit by which Jupiter moves will be around U3 
million miles It takes a little less than twelve years to go ODce 
round the Sun 

Even though the distance of Jupiter is so much, yet it appears 
in the sky as a bright object It is brighter than all the other planets 
except Mars-Sewai and Venus-Sukra. . It is a planet of dignity It 
shines brilliantly, when it is in opposition to both the lumlnanes ofl 
those new moon days, on such nights, tt casts a shadow. Jupiter » 
visible clearly to the naked eye, even when Moon is on the sky. 

Jupiter is round. It is flattened at the poles. It also rotates 
’ on its axis, just like the Earth The upper parts of Jupiter are not 
completely solidified So the period of rotation, for all parts of 
Jupiter, is not uniform. It rotates very fast and it completes ooe 
rotation in 10 minutes less than 10 hours. 

Jupiter has eleven Moons, whereas Earth has only one and 
Mars has two 

Mythology : Jupiter is considered to be the teacher. God 
Dhakshinamuithi is represented by Jupiter to remove the ignorance 
and darkness, and to offer wisdom by tbrowiag light. Old Greeks 
consider Jupiter as the father of the Gods — ZEUS. Egyptians call 
it AMMON. 

It is called ‘THOR’ the Norse Merodach is the name 
given by the Babylonians and Chaldeans Jupiter is the God of 
Righteousness and of Justice. It is the symbol of Wisdom 

Saivaites regard Jupiter as Dhakshinamurthi, whereas Vaishna- 
vvtes regard it as Narayana. 
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It is also said that Jupiter is Deva Guru, whereas Venus is 
Asura Guru. They say that both are enemies. We have to differ 
from them. 

1. W'henever Jupiter and Venus conjoin in the heavens, only 
prosperity is the result enjoyed by us. They do not clash in the 
heavens. 

2. Jupiter is for the uplift of the soul; one leads spiritual life- 
without attaching much to domestic life. It is for Para-Loka- 
Sathana. 

Venus is for all pleasures, including the car we use, the scent 
we put on, the furniture we sit on, the bedding we have, the wife we 
marry, the romance, the love, etc., so that one’s mind is more to 
enjoy the fruits of life in this world. So, where is time for him to 
think of God or pray for any advancement in spiritual life’’ He cares, 
for ‘lha-Lokha*Sukham’. 

As their mentality, conduct etc, are just opposite to each other,, 
they are called enemies, simply to impress on us. bow they will lead 
their lives. 

3. If Venus is an enemy to Jupiter, how can Venus have- 
exaltation in enemy’s camp, Meena, governed by Guru or Jupiter. • 

Therefore what they say about the planets as enemies should 
be taken as mentioned above. 

But this is, in a way, correct. That is, people born in either of 
the Venus signs will have Jupiter as lord of 6 or lord of 8, and both 
the ownership are undesirable Similarly, people bom in either of 
the Jupiter’s signs, Dhanus or Meena, will have Venus owning the 
houses^ or 8, thereby Venus has to cause evil for them just like 
Mars to Mercury-boms, and Mercury to Mars-borns. There also,. 
their mentality will be just opposite. Mercurians think once, twice, 
thrice and then act, whereas Martians act first and think next. 

If Jupiter is a benefic to you, by lordship and occupation, and

THE NODES - UAHU AND KETHU 

There is in existence a vast .imount of literature both descrip- 
tive about the seven planets Sun, Moon, Mars, Mercury, Jupiter, 
Venus and Saturn From time immcmonal these seven planets 
have been recogmsed, studied, understood and honoured The very 
fact that the seven days of the week have been named after the 
seven planets in the order mentioned above shows that our ancients 
had a profound knowledge about them and that they, in their charac- 
teristic way, defined the planets and named the days of the week after 
them But very little is said about Rahu and Kethu. Some of our 
ancient seers have entirely left these two out of the galaxy of influen- 
tial planets and taken Into cognisance only the seven Astronomers 
have worked out the paths of planets In the heavens and in explain- 
ing all heavenly phenomena recognised the need and existence of 
Rahu and Kethu. Later astrologers have by intuition built up a 
theory about the existence and influence of these two chayagrahas 
or shadowy points Observation and scientific analysis has fully 
confirmed of their intuition and to-day we have an amount of know- 
ledge, though meagre and unconnected, of Rahu and Kethu, whereby 
it is well recognised that they have a distinct, profound and predicta- 
ble influence on human lives and destinies. Western science is even 
poorer m their knowledge of these two points. Let me collect, 
colla’tc and arrange, on a logical and understandable basis, existing 
knowledge. 

. We shall consider (1) What arc Rahu and Kethu'^ (2) Their, 
natures and characteristics ; (3) Their influence in various houses; 
(4) Their effects through aspects and combinations; and finally (5) 
their place in predictive astrology according to Knshnamurti 
Padhdhati. 

Now what do we mean by Rahu and Kethu*^ They arc not 
substantial heavenly bodies with an observable body, shape or mass 
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hkc the Sun Moon md other phncl^s So all our ^nclents hiNc

Devas or forces of good get a share of the Amrita or good that 
resulted One among the Asuras, has also impulses to do good 
even though he was by nature so and m general evil He ste ilthily 
joined the ranks of the Devos and got a share of Amnta but wis 
discovered and exposed by the Sun and the Moon As lumin mes, 
It IS but consistent and reasonable that they reveal or expose the 
evil or darkness The Supreme Lord cannot allow a force of evil 
to become immort il and so he cut at it with his sword The Asura 
got beheaded but as a drop of Amnta has been tasted by him, both 
the sundered parts remained alive, though separated This is 
spoken as the serpent cut into two, the head being called * Rahu ’ 
and the body and the tail ‘ Kethu” That Rahu and Kethu should 
hate the Sun and the Moon is but a natural outcome of this incident 
and hence for ever they are at war Pcnodicall/thc^ succeed m 
swallowing the Sun and the Moon but they escape as they are im- 
mortal Eclipses are the moments when Rahu and Kethu swallow 
the Sun or the Moon In this allegory, the origin and nature of 
Rahu and Kethu are symbolised 

We shall consider the second tale of the Moon and his wives 
The orbit of the Moon is studded with stars and 27 groups of stars 
through which the Moon passes m one circuit arc called the 27 
wives of the Moon Our Puranas say that the Moon, quite like 
us mortals, was fonder of some of his wives than of others and thus 
there was dissatisfaction and jealousy among the wives Kritliika 
and Rohini were loved best by the Moon and so the rest complained 
about this preference to their common father, Thakshaprajapathi or 
creator The father cursed the Moon and ordered th U his effulgence 
should wane each day The moon, beloved of Lord Siva 'or the 
Supreme being, ran to Him for succour and was counter-blessed to 
the elTcct that he should grow again and wax Hence for a fortnicht 
the Moon wanes and for a fortnight waxes till she is full again The 
natural phenomenon of the waxing and the waning of the Moon 
has been allegorically represented m this story and astrologically, 
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the Moon is at her best in the constcHations, Knthika and*Roliini. 
A prosaic or plain statement of the above would be that, in every 
lunar month, the Moon passes through the 27 consteJJation': imd 
during a circuit passes through all Us phases waning from Full 
Moon to New Moon and again waxing from New Moon to Full 
Moon. The Moon is exalted in the constellations, Knthika and 
Rohini 

A similar reading of the previous allegory about Rahu and 
Kelhu would be that they are not independanf planets like the Sun, 
the Moon, Mars and others; that they do not have difTcrent and 
independant orbits or periods: that, as two parts of one body, their 
movement is interrelated or joint; that they arc at all times at oppo- 
site points of the zodiac Hkc the head and the tail; th it though they 
are by nature evil and are generally evil in influence, yet by associa- 
tion they arc capable of doing good, that, by assoctatlon with bene- 
fics, thc^ turn bcnefic; that their juxu positions with the Sun and 
the Moon cause eclipses. 

Hindu Mythology has symbolically indicated the existence and 
nature of Rahu and Kethu. Except a few who have ignored them, 
most of the ancient sages have divined their influences on the world 
and mankind. They have described them as “chayagrahas” or 
shadowy planets, meaning (hereby that they have no mass, shape or 
substance,, and that they arc celestial points on the Zodiac, with 
regulated movement and orbit and that they have a distinct and 
predictable inlluence horoscopes The motion of these points deno- 
ted and judged, so that their position, at any particular moment, can 
be calculated as accurately as the position of the Sun or the Moon, 
though owing to their nature being without substance this c,innol be 
verified by visual observafion. 

Westerners have named these points Rahu and Kethu as Dra- 
gon’s Head and Dragon’s Tail, their very nomenclature revealing 
their origin from the Hindu Mythological talcs. Caput and Cai^a 
arc also ihc names given to Rahu and Kelhu by Wcstcrn asirologcrs. 
These sensitive points arc also called nodes, the ascending node 
being Rahu and the descending node Kethu. To understand how 
these imaglnar}’ points are .accurately located and their movement'* 
arc calculated, we have to consider the apparent paths in the Hea- 
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\cns of ihe two planets Sun and Moon (ic) the paths along vhich 
die Sun and the Moon appear to an observer on Earth, to rotate 
The Sun appears to move along an ellipse of which the Earth is a 
focus The pl.inc of this ellipse is inclined to the terrestrial Equator 
at rn angle of 23 degrees The Moon, as the satellite of the Earth 
moves' round it and its pith also is elliptical with the Earth as a 
focus, and plane of this orbit is inclined to the Equator at an angle 
of 28 degrees, so that the planes of the orbits of the Sun and Moon 
appear to the observer on Earth to be inclined to each other at an 
angle of 5 degrees When two circles cut each other, therc^rc two 
points of interception The two points at' which the orbit of the 
Moon cuts the orbit of the Sun arc called the nodc'sr and they arc 
exactly 180 degrees apart The point of intersection formed when 
the Moon's motion is from South to North, is said to be'thc ascend- 
ing node and otmed Rahu, and the point of interception iormed 
when the Moony’s motion is from North to South is called the des- 
cending node or Kethu It has been observed that the nodes have 
a retrograde movement m the zodiad at flic rate of 19 degrees 20 
minutes per year 

^ , When the transit of the Sun and the Moon* are close to these- 
nodes, the Moon can intercept the light of the Sun from reaching 
the Earth, and thus cause a Solar Eclipse The degree of proximity 
of the planets to the nodes determines the extent or size of the 
eclipse, when the Moon is within 5 degrees of the node on a New 
Moon day there will be cither a total or annular eclipse of the Sun 
If the New Moon is more thm 5 degrees away from the no'de and 
the Sun IS at the node then we have a partial eclipse When a full 
Moon is formed while the Moon is crossing the points of the nodes 
the shadow of the Earth falls on the Moon and a Lunar Eclipse is 
the result This too may be full or partial, according as the Sun 
IS at the node or a little away from it 

Thus, the only apparent phenomem that can be connected with. 
Rahu and Kethu are the eclipses when shadows obscure the Sun 
and Moon Hence Hindu astrologers have called these “chaya 
grahas’ or “shadowy” planets 

We have now seen lb it Rahu aind Kethu are the points of 
Ecliptic where the pi me of Moon’s orbit intersects the plane of the 
Sun's orbit Let us now consider their nature and mftuences, .md 
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whnl their places are in predictive astrology, according to Wester- 
ners, and the Hindu Sages 
Llewell/n George 

‘ The point of the zodiac %hcrc a planet crosses from south to 
north Latitude is called the North Node and vice versa The motion 
of the Moon’s Node is retrograde about 3’ per day 

Caput Draconis or Moon's North node is also called Dragon’s 
Head 

The north node is called the ascending, and the south, the des- 
cending node The Sun, never crossing the ecliptic h is no node, 
and likewise the Earth which is considered as moving m the same 
plane as the Sun ” 

Westerners are of opinion that l^ahu is a bcncfic whereas 
Kethu IS a malefic O 

They do not take these nodes for consideration to predict events 
in one s life or m mundane astrology 

According to the Hindus, Rahu and Ktthu indicate one born in 
a low caste, one who may have intrigue with girls, one whose 
thoughts and actions will be evil, one will resort to out castes and 
low-born as well as ill bred people 

One who is dissatisfied, fond of travelling, likes residences 
facing south, may like to go to a mountain, a big jungle or slay out- 
ride, finds pleasure m uitcnng falsehood, continues to speak un- 
truth knowing fully well that he utters a he, one who will not mind 
to cohabitaic with quardrupeds or like the animals one who is harsh 
in speech, one who will be looking downward while walking or talk- 
ing with -others if a male, he will use umbrella if a lady, she will 
use chownc and also umbrella (Uthra fCalamnta) 

W-nWa and Kethw affect the spleen Gas trouble and sharp 
acute pain arc attributed to the nodes Buddhist, snake catchers 
ass, nm, wolf, camel, serpent, poisonous insects, a dark place 
culcx mosquito, bug, insects, owl, etc , belong to tlic nodes Rahu 
denotes blackgram and Kethu indicates horsegram Tor both the 
nodes, agate is the precious stone (Phaladecpika) 

Rahu’ indicates the paternal grandfather whereas Kethu shows 
the maternal grand father Both the nodes can cause impnson- 
ment Sinking with the ship or drowning, pleasure with diseased 



women, amputation, Icpro'iy, giddiness, wrestling, life in a cave etc., 
arc attributed to Rahu. Fear complex, insanity, allergy, leprosy, 
injury, fire accident, punishment from Government, renunciation 
Moksha, wisdom after sufferings and bitter experience, weakness to 
have pleasure with other ladies. 

To live in a rented house, to enjoy life at other’s expense, to 
use other's vehicles, to have an oflicc car, to take one in adoption, 
dangerto thcofTspring, pilgrirnage, ill-health to the native and defect 
to the children and defect in vision, are also judged from the posi- 
tion of Rahu and Kethu in one’s horoscope. 

Rahu and Kethu do not own any house as all the twelve houses 
arc distributed to the seven planets. But some sages allot certain 
signs as owned by the nodes, certain signs as their exaltation ones 
and the opposite^igns as their debilitation ones, etc. .They them- 
selves do not agree with each other. For prediction, one can olTcr 
correct results without taking into consideration, their ownership, 
•exaltation, etc. . • * • 

As Rahu and Kethu do not own any sign, they represent the 
lord of the sign. But, the readers* have to note that Rahu or Kethu 
will act as a strong agent to the planet with which it is conjoined. 
If they are not conjoined with any planet, then they give the results 
of the planet which aspects them. Only when they are neither con- 
joined with, nor aspected by any planet, they represent the lord of. 
the house. This finding can be inferred from the following principle 
(Uthrakalamrita — Khanda VI Sloka 14 onwards). 

“If Rahu or^Kethu were to occupy the beneficial houses, 5 or 
9 and if they are’ in conjunction with, or aspected by, the lord of 
the maraka houses, 2 or 7, then they cause death in their periods, 
even though the lord of the houses, 5 and 9, are to produce Raja- 
yoga.” ' 

‘ If the nodes are in 2 or 7 (the maraka houses — danger to life) 
and if they are conjoined with or aspected. by the lords of 5 or 9, 
they do not cause death; but they increase one’s wealth, improve 
one’s health and contribute for a long span of life. But if the nodes 
are in 2 or 7 and if those lords are conjoined with either of them or 
if they aspect them, they cause death. 
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Therefore Jlahu and Kethu offer the results of the planets with ' 
which they are conjoined; or by which they are aspected or the 
ruler of the sign in «hich they are posited. 

If Rahu or Kethu were to be in Gemini-Mithuna, or Virgo- 
Kanni or Sagittarius-Dhanus, or Pisces-Meena. conjoined with the 
lord of 1 or 4 or 5 or 7 or 9 or 10th house, then the person enjoys 
life gaining wealth and becoming influential in their periods and 
sub periods. 

If Rahu and Kethu were to be in any of the above 4 signs — 
Common rasi and if the lord of the sign owns any of the houses 1 or 
4 or 5. or 7 or 9 or 10th house also, then also, in their periods and 
sub periods* one can expect promotion, prosperity and power. 

If Rahu or Kethu were to be in a dual rasi, as mentioned above 
and if it is conjoined with, or aspected by, any of the lords of the 
houses 6 or 8 or 12, then the person will not receive much benefit 
in their periods, but he may lose any elder member of the family 
belonging to Ins or maternal side. 

If Rahu or Kethu were to be in a movable (chara) or fixed 
(Slhira) rnsl, conjoined with the lords of the Kendra (1, 4, 7 or 10) 
or Kona (I or 5 or 9) signs, they confer on the person wcalth’and 
power. 

If Rahu or Kethu were to occupy an ewl house, but they are 
conjoined with the lords of Kendra or Kona house they cannot pro- 
duce beneficial results 

But some other scholars say that the nodes can bring in fortune 
c\cn if they are in evirhouses. But Kalidas does not mention with * 
whom he agrees • 

He continues to say that Rahu and Kethu will cause death to 
the person if tlicy occupy c\il houses even though they may be con-^ 
joined with benches. 

If Rahu or Kethu be occupying the houses 6 or 8 or 12 
and if they receive aspect from any of the three lords or be conjoined 
With any of them, then during their dasas, the native will suffer. 

' U Rahu or Kethu were to be in 6 or 8 or 12 and if they arc 
conjoined with or aspected by lords of 2 or 7, they affect the longc- 
\ity of the native. 
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If Rahu or Kethu were to be in cither 6 or 8 or 12 and if they 
arc connected with the lords of Kendra or Kona houses i e (1, 4 , 7 
or 10, or 1, 5 or 9) then the native will enjoy the beneficial results 
during the sub period of such a lord and they suffer from disease, 
undergo varieties of difficulties, meet with accidents and either sue 
cumb to such injuries or commit suicide or be drowned during the 
sub penod of lord of 6 or 8 or 12 

If Rahu or Kethu occupy the houses 1 or 3 or 4 or 7 or 9 or 
10 and if Rajnyogn planets conjoin the nodes or aspect them one 
can expect happiness health, wealth, children, power, prosperity and 
comfortable conveyance in their periods 

According to Kalidas, Rahu IS exalted in Taurus Vrishaba and 
debilitated m Scorpio Vnschika vice versa is that of Kethu Rahu 
owns Aquarius Kumba Kethu rules Scorpio, Vnschika MooUtn 
Kona sign of Rahu is Gemini Mithuna whereas that of Kethu is 
Virgo Kanni As Rahu and Kethu eclipse Sun and Moon Leo 
Simha and Cancer Kataka are their enimical signs The fnendly 
signs are Libra»Thulam and Capricorn Makara The neutral ones 
iire Anes-Mesha, SagUtarius Dhanus and Pisces Mcem Shn Rama 
dayalu in Sanketanidhi, says that Gemini Mithuna is the exaltation 
sign of Rahu and Virgo Kanni is the Swaksbetra or the sign ruled 
by Rahu 

Sagittmus-Dhanus is the sign of exaltation of Kethu and Pisces- 
Meena is owned by Kethu 

, He says that accordmg to some astrologers Scorpio Vnschika 
IS the exaltation sign of Rahu and Aquanus is the sign of exaltation 
of Kethu 

Readers can understand that there is only confusion and con- 
tradiction and the new students will find it difficult to follow any 
of the authors Better leave it 

Kalidas says Rahu and Kethu arc very strong when exalted 

Rahu is beneficial when it is m any of the houses 4, 7, 9, 10 
or 1 1 Kethu is favourable if it is in the 3rd house 

These arc the general rules

Again another doubt will arise among the students, ^Vhat is 
that? It is said that Rahu and Kethu arc always ISC’ away. If 
Rahu is m the 1 Ith house, then Kethu must be in the 5th house. It 
is said that* Rahu in 1 1 gives many children, etc., whereas Kethu 
which will be in 5 threatens loss of children, Putradhosha, will have 
still-born children or abortion, etc. Does it not appear to be funny? 
Vo, Rahu in 1 1 will protect the children during his dasa and Its sub 
periods whereas Kethu In 5 will affect the health or cause abortion 
during its period and sub period. Any planet indicating any result 
can offer such during its period and sub period Rahu's beneHcial 
results cannot be cancelled by Kethu’s malefic ones and vice versa— 
Each will operate separately in their respective periods 

Results to be expected due to certain relative positions of Rahu 
and other planets are dealt with by a few authors. 

Mars, Rahu and Saturn in the 8th house deprive one of his 
nostrils. 

Mars in 6, Rahu in 7 and Saturn in 8 cause loss of partner and 
independent life. 

Venus in 2, Moon in 1, Mercury and Sun in 12 and Rahu in 
5 will involve one in murder and punish him with imprisonment. 

If Rahu is in 7 and if it is strong, the complexion of the partner 
will be black. 

Rahu in the 7th house reduces the strength of fecundity in the 
female to nothing.

Similarly, Rahu or Kethu will do the greatest evil, causinj 
death to the person m Its period or sub period if it is in the constella- 
tion of the planet m Bhadhakasthana, or if it is in that of the ownci 
of the Bhadhakasthana or in any manner connected with Kendhradi 
pathi or occupies the constellation ’of the lords of 2 and 7 or i: 
conjoined with, or aspected by them. 

Suppose one is born in Thula Lagna (Libra ascendant). As il 
is a movable sign, the 11th sign is Bhadhakasthana. If there is anj 
planet in Leo, Simha the llth sign, then note the constellation o1 
the occupant. If Mars is in 11, then Rahu in Mrigasirisha oi 
Chithra or Dhanishta will prove to be evil whether it is in the 8th 
or 9th or 12th or 1st or 4th or 5th house counted from Lagna. It 
is found that J one passes away in Rahu’s sub or sub-period, irres- 
pective of the house it occupies. If there is no planet m Bhadha- 
kasthana, then take the lord of that house. In this example, Leo 
is the Bhadhakasthana and its lord is Sun. Hence Rahu in Sun’s 
sub or in any of the 3 constellations of Sun, Karthikai, Uthranalguni 
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or Ulhrashada will definitely prove to be a Maraka. Thus, one is 
to judge, when alone correct prediction can be olTered. 

I Rahu and Kethu arc ever stronger than other planets whether 
they arc conjoined with, or aspccted by a planet, j 

Suppose Venus and Rahu arc conjoined in Pisces or Libra or 
Taurus. Even though Venus may be exalted or Vargothamamsa or 
occupying cither the day house or night house, Rahu wilt predomi- 
nate and offer the results of Venus to a greater extent than Venus 
itself. If Venus is the significator, then Rahu takes its effect and 
acts as the strong signipcalor of the matter in one's horoscope. 

If the Lord or 2, 6 or 10 is conjoined with or if they aspect 
Rahu or Kethu, then the node, so connected w’lll indicate one’s 
profession and one gets into service during the node's sub periods 
if the lord of the constellation is also a significator. 

If the lord of 2, 7 or U or the planets m 2, 7 or U aspect 
Rahu or Kethu marriage will be celebrated in Rahu’s sub periods, 
provided the lord of the constellation also is a significator. 

Rahu or Kethu in 2, 5 or 11, receiving good aspects will give 
children in their periods and sub periods in any of the following 
stars Arudhra (Mercury and Rahu periods), Swathi (Venus and 
Rahu periods), Sathabhisha (Saturn and Rahu penodsV Aswani 
(Kethu and Mars), Makam (Sun and Kethu), Moolam (Jupiter 
and Kethu).

URANUS (HERSCHEL) 


Neither the Hindus nor the Westerners knew about the existence 
ol Uranus till about the 13lh March. 1781. 

Nobody can state with authority who discovered the planets 
Mars, Mercury, Jupiter, Venus and Saturn which are visible to the 
naked eye and which are wandering in the zodiac. No skill is 
needed to note Sun and Moon, as one cannot miss them. Westerners 
arc of opinion that Mr. Seth was the first to divide the zodiac into 12 
equal parts and the literature shows (hat ancient Chinese, Mayas 
and Incas of South America, the Babylonians, Chaldeans, Egyptians 
and others had realised the existence of these- planets. (Probably, 
a week is distributed to these 7 planets and there ore 7 days in the 
neck.) 

But the Astronomer Royal, John Flamsteed, was the first person 
who noticed between 1690 and 1715, on more than six occasions, 
the existence of this planet. Later, a musician called Herschel, dis- 
covered this planet and according to the suggestion of Mr, Bode, he 
gave the name Uranus to (his new planet. It is also named after him 
as “Herschel”. 

it is about 1782 million miles away from Sun. The greater the 
distance* from Sun, the slower will be the movement in the Zodiac. 
So also Uranus is a slow-moving planet. It takes about 84 years 
to go round the Sun once. Its diameter is about 32,000 miles. 

Since Uranus is not knovm to the ancient astrologers of India, 
there is no name in Sanskrit or in.any other Indian language for 
Uranus. A few beginners of astrology mistake Uranus as either 
Rahu or Kethu and a few call it Tndra’ without any authority. 

Both the Westerners and the Hindus originally knew only 7 
planets Sun to Saturn, and both allotted the 12 signs of the Zodiac 
to these 7 planets. Sun and Moon were given Leo and Cancer, Bach 
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only one sign, whereas the other five planets were allotted two signs 
each 

After discovering Uranus, the westerners considered that Ura- 
nus (1) governs the central nervous system and thereby it offers 
supreme intelligence and research mind or perverted ideas, (2) 
Uranus causes sudden unopedled results including death So, 
Uranus is allotted Aquarius — Kumba, which is an airy sign Sudden 
death is due to heart-failure None is said to be dead unless the 
heart stops functioning Generally, heart fails last But, here the 
heart fails first So the sign that opposes the sign indicating heart, 
Simha (Leo), is Aquarius Probably on these two points, they 
would have allotted Aquarius as the sign to Uranus and call that 
Uranus rules this sign So, the owners of Aquarius are both S itiirn 
and Uranus 

So far, It IS not established m nhich sign Uranus will be exalted 
and where it would be debilitated Anyhow, as long as Uranus con- 
trolls the intelligence of a native and also nervous system, it would be 
proper to allot Virgo-Kanni as the sign of exaltation to Uranus 

Physical Features 

Uranus occupying the ascendant or forming good aspect with 
Lagna gives long limbs and slender body Generally, those who 
have grown very tall, will have such a favourable connection of 
Uranus with the ascendant (one should not take the whole Lagna 
bhava for Aspects only the cusp should be taken ) Further, Ura- 
nus m the signs Gemini, Aquarius, Sagittarius and Leo will produce 
unusually tall persons Uranus will give deep set penetrative eyes 
and good vision But, if it afflicts the second cusp and also the 
planets Venus and Sun, it causes defect in the Vision 
Dsseases 

If Uranus is either m the ascendant or in the 6th house and if 
it forms unfavourable aspect with Sun, one will have heart troubfe 
or epilepsy Uranus in Ancs causes injuries to the head and head- 
ache on any one side There will be no sleep It is likely that the 
person nods his head, unknowingly, frequently Uranus in Taurus 
causes sore throat, swellings, mumps and if it afflicts Mercury and 
also the 2nd cusp, one will lose his voice Uranus, in Gemini produces 
pneumonia, bronchial affection, asthma, hiccough and cough 
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Uranus m Cancer gives dyspepsia, fracture of the ribs and 
ulcer vn the breasts Uranus in Leo affects the vertebral column,, 
spine and the heart Uranus in Virgo enuses disorders m the digestive 
system, produces ulcers Also one will imagine as though he is 
suffering from some disease or the other A few will meet with 
electric shod Uranus in Libra represents inllammation of the 
kidneys There may be stone in the bladder, dnbetes and pains in 
the hips are signified Uranus in Scorpio causes hernia, hydrocele 
and diseases in the generative system, piles and fistula Uranus m 
Sagittarius threatens danger from animals, also threatens Tetanus, 
hydrophobia, injury from falling down from an animal and fractures 
of the hip and thigh Uranus in Capricorn causes rheumatism, 
dislocation, fracture, etc Uranus in Aquarius indicates suffocation, 
heart-failure, and death due to poisonous gas Uranus m Pisces 
causes fracture, lameness, amputation, scurvy, scabies or eczema 

Characteristics 

The advancement of science is generally signified by Uranus 
Hence, people having Uranus strongly posited m their chart will be 
always, after study, thinking, and thinking They are best suited 
for doing research and bringing out the truth They do not want to 
simply follow the traditions without convincing themselves They 
Will be inclined to study occultism and mesmerism, they gam such 
knowledge to heal diseases by their mental will, telepathy, television 
electricity, astrology and other allied studies Those people with 
strong Uranus will have correct intuition, keen foresight, quick action 
and constructive criticism Uranus gives indepcndant spirit, ongni 
nal thought and speedy turnover In love affairs, unless Uranus has 
got beneficial aspects, the persons having strong Uranus with adverse 
aspect, will neither abide by law nor convention They have their 
own law It never takes lime to fall in love with one and spoil the 
other sex and also to divorce in no time, whatever be the 1 iw moral 
and man made But good aspect to Uranus makes one a builder 
of a society to do good and give lift to the associates Mostly 
people arranging marriage m their own way are not conventional, 
they do not mind about what others feel or say In their horoscopes 
Uranus need not be afflicted Mars may be a strong benefic The 
most eccentric person would be one in whose horoscope Uranus

Neptune IS the another giant planet It is far away m 
the space It is bcjonci Uranus and therefore one cannot see it 
without the aid of powerful tcicscofnr On an average it is 2 793 
million miks from the Sun and its diameter is about 27 600 miles 
It weighs about 17 times the earth It is discovered bj Mr Gille 
and Challis Its existence is known from 1846 It resolves round 
Ihe Zodne in about 1461 years As Neptune has not y'ct made one 
round after fixing its position in its orbit in 1846, the n iturc of 
Neptune, Its influence on the ammnte and inanim nc objects and the 
modification while it transits m each sign are not fixed yet, on obser- 
vation But regular and systematic observation of the general 
nature of Neptune has been in a way assessed 

Neptune is the octave of Mercury whereas Uranus is that of 
Venus Uranus acts on the love nature whereas Neptune works on 
the spiritual side Mercury, governs the brains, improves the intellect 
of the people and lifts them above anim ils, and makes them wen, 
but Neptune improves the spinluality and makes them dninc 

As, in the Zodiac there arc only twelve houses and they had 
been allotted to the seven phnets, prior to the discovery of Uranus 
and Neptune, actually there is no sepnntc house for them but consi- 
dering Its nature, Neptune is said to govern the sign Pisces (Meem) 
as Greeks consider Neptune as The Posednn king of the sea 

Neptune offers Psychic-ability, feelings, inspiration and emotion 
It gives Uic power to foresee, it increases one’s passion One may 
practiw and try to have clair audience or crystalga74ng hypnotism, 
mesmerism, thought-reading or spiritual development, or to control 
devils or act as a medium with the spirit It gives imngmation and 
lienee it is bcncficnl to poets musicnns, nrtists painters etc Neptune

FORTUNA 


Fortuna is otherwise called Pars Fortuna. This is the 
•most sensitive and fortunate point in the Zodiac. This position in the 
Zodiac moves at a speed much f.istcr than Moon. Its position is 
calculated and arrived at to every native by adding the longitude of 
Moon counted from Aries Zero, to the longitude of the Ascendant- 
counted from Aries Zero, and then from the sum, deducting the 
longitude of the Sun counted from Aries Zero. It is equivalent to 
adding ‘he Thithi tothelagna. One can refer tothcEphcmerls and 
obtain readily the position of all the planets including the nodes but 
the position of Fortuna is to be worked out for every horoscope. Its 
position varies every moment and it moves about 1 degree within a 
period of four minutes. 

While calculating the position of Fortuna we take the ascendant, 
the Moon and the Sun. Actually these arc the three, moving faster 
than others. Therefore births within very short intervals, will have 
the position of Fortuna in different longitudes. For those bom 
around New Moon day, Fortun.1 is found in the Ascendant; forSukla 
Thiruihiyai-bom it will be in the 2nd house; for Sukh Panchami in 
the third house and for Suklap.tkcha saptami in the 4th house, and 
so on For people bom on Full Moon day vvill be in the 7ih house. 
For all people born during Suklapakcha Fortuna will be found in the 
houses 1 to 7, whereas for all people bom in Krishna Paksha Fortuna 
will be found in between the 7lh and 12th houses. 

In our cvperiencc, Fortuna deserves serious attention, 
.vs it indicates certain results which arc not so clearly shown by the 
aspects formed by the transittmg planets to those in the natal chan. 

It is found that the results en/ojed by the people born within an 
interval of few minutes arc diametrically opposite So one is to tr>’ 
and find out which is it, that moves so fast as to form, opposite aspects 
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to cause such difTercnl cfTccts. It is true that the ascendant, the 
meridian and Fortima arc the three which move very fast and they 
alone can give correct clue for different results within a short period 
to the same person or diametrically opposite results to persons born 
within a short intcr\'al in the same latitude and longitude There- 
fore, one should not omit to include Fortuna while erecting a chart 
and offering the prediction 

Fortuna improves the matters signified by the house in which it 
is located in the chart. As per progression \\hcn bcnefic form 
favourable aspect to Fortuna, one will be lucky to have the matters 
of the house, occupied by Fortuna enjoyed to the satisfaction of the 
native. But planets owning bad houses forming good aspects give 
adverse results whereas evil aspects offer favourable results Beneficial 
•planets forming evil aspects with Fortuna cause undesirable effects 
Similarly during transits also one is to predict the beneficial nature 
or the adverse ones according to the aspects formed to Fortuna 
Yoga-adhipathis transiting the position of Fortun.i bring uncTpected 
ndvantages. Fortuna represents worldly success. 

First House : Fortuna has nothing to do with longevity. \Vhy? 
Because for twins born in (he same sign as Lagna on a Nmv Moon 
day or for people born on New Moon day Fortuna will be in the 
/Lagna It is not uncornmon that some of them arc short lived. 

' There arc instances where children bom on the new moon day die 
in their 'infancy and at ail ages Hence, even though Fortuna is 
considered to be the beneficial point, and Lagna contributes for Long 
life, yet it has nothing to do with the longevity. Similarly the charac- 
teristic of a person is not influenced by Fortuna even though the 
first house is considered for characteristics. But Fortuna in the 
lagna promises that the person will be fortunate, will gam in his 
enterprises, lead a happy life, come up by his own efforts and industry. 
He will work with confidence and have a brilliant and successful 
career. 

Second House'. Label him as a lucky Man One may gain 
through, property, make profits by business, lead a happy domestic 
life, enjoy satisfactory bank position Whenever there are good 
aspects there will be increase in income and improvement in status. 

Third House: One can gam through brothers, make profitable 
short journeys, be an adviser or a secretary and gam ; or take

up agencies which will bring money to him without exertion and 
enjoy the good relationship with the neighbours.

The explanation that I can offer why they have taken 9 planets 
and divided the Zodiac into 27 J^akshalras is as follows: — ^

the planet s results will bt modified by Sun k irihikai is the n ime 
of the star, or constellation which I call, as Zone Then from 10" > 
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Taurus to 23-20*, Moon modifies the resuils of the planet occupy- 
ing this Zone or Lunar Mansion called Rohini. Between 23-20’ 
in Taurus and 30’ Taurus, as well as 0’ Gemini to 6’-40’ in Gemini,.’ 
the mansion called Mrigasirsha is ruled by Mars and the planet in 
this zone uill be under the control of Mars 

The next 13*-20’, called Arodhra, is governed by Rahu; next 
Punarx’asu is ruled by Jupiter (Guru). It is followed by Pushyn 
and Ashlesha governed by Saturn and Mercury respectively 

Similarly, from Simha 0* (Leo) upto the end of Scorpio, the 
four signs are divided into 9 lunar mansions (called Nakshatras, 
Stars or Constellations), They arc called Makam, Poorvapalguni, 
Uthrapalguni, Hastham, Chithrai. Suaihi, Visakam, Anuradha and 
Jjeshta which are ruled by 9 planets in the same order, viz., Kethu 
Venus, Sun, Moon, Mars (Sevvai, Manga), Angarako, Ku;a). 
Rahu. Jupiter (Guru), Saturn (Sant), and Mercury (Budha). 

The remaining 1/3 of the Zodiac SA contains the 4 signs Sagit- 
tarius, Capricorn, Aquarius and Pisces; and the nine constellations In 
it are Moolam. Poorvashada, Uthrashada, Sravnna, Dhanishta, 
Sathabisha. Poorvapathrapada, Uihrapathrapada and Revati. The 
planets Kethu, Venus, Sun, Moon.Mars, Rahu, Jupiter, Saturn and 
Mercury rule the stars in the same order. 

Hence, planets in between 0’ and 13-20* in Aries (Aswini)', 
0* and 13*-2C' in Leo (Makam), and 0’ and ]3*.20' in Sagittarius 
(Moolam) will be under the sway of Kethu; 13’-20' in Aries to 
26’-40’ Bharani. I3’-20’ in Leo to 26*-40' Poorx'apalguni; 13''20’ 
to 26’-40’ in SaEiftancis (Poorvashada), these three zones are ruled 
by Venus and planets transitling in these zones ere under the influ- 
ence of Venus and the results of Venus will be offered by the planet, 
transitling in this zone. 

Thus, each planet governs three zones in the Zodiac 

If a planet were to be in Aswini, another in Makam and the 
third in Moolam, all are under the influence of Kethu and are'in

•suppose all the 27 children are given different names, like Aswini, 
Bharant etc how easy it is to identify. 

SimiTarly, instead of calling each lunar mansion as Kethu 1 
(AsvMm), Kethu 2 (Makam), Kethu 3 (Moolam), Venus J 
(Bharani) Venus 2 (Pooram), Venus 3 (Pooradam), and so on, 
tor as Kethu in Mcsha-Arics, Kethu in Simha-Leo, Kethu in 
Dhanus (Sagittarius) and so on, the ancients gave different names 
Jo all the 27 stars (27 zones of 13'-20’) commencing from Aswmi 
jind ending with Rcvathi 
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A few of them are in the Zodiac itself but the majontv of the 
croups arc around the constell itions which are named after these 
groups These stars (constelhtions) may be very close to the 27 
divisions of the Zodiac or far away, and they may be either to the 
north or to the south of the Zodne A few groups are very near and in 
the next constellation and yet they are chosen because they can be 
identified easily and they will be useful for reference and calculation 
to locate where a particular constellation would commence nnd end 
m the Heavens, further there is no other constellation within or near 
the zone which can be unmistakably identified Therefore these 2J 
stars are to guide us, so that we can calculate and ascertain the posi 
tion of the 27 zones in the Zodiac each measuring n-20 

These 27 constellations are governed by the 9 planets Hence, 
each phnet rules over three zones at an interval of 120 (eg) 
KETHU-Aswmi Makam, Moohm VENUS (Sukra)-Bharant, 
Poonm Pooradam and so on 

These zones modify the results of the planets transitinc the ' 
Zodiac and not the stars, sc'*ltercd in the Heavens which 'tre fir 
far awaj Planets are (he immediate neighbours of our mother 
E ifth and these belong to one family Probably this is the reason * 
why /he\ /iQ\e selated oitl) 27 groups of stars even though there 
arc numberless stars in the sky which can influence the earth as 
much as these 27 groups

found that the ascendant and the cusp of the houses move faster

Let us take another example. Suppose, we judge the results 
according to the transit of the planets. It is generally stated that 
Saturn while transiting the tlth house will produce most desirable

Saturn will be passing through the 11th house, roughly for a 
period of two and a half year s Saturn signifies certain matters to

12th sign. When Saturn is in II, what actitolly one wll enjos or 
experience depends on the lord of the comtellotion nml the lord of 
the sub, according to Krishnamurti Padhdhaii and this would explain 
why the general rule fails. 

^ First of ail, I would like to say emphatically that all persons 
having Saturn in 1 1 cannot expect favourable results because the 
ascendant may be dilTerenl and t he lords of the constellations i n th e 
11 ih boiJ«e mav be ruling evi l hniiSes to ih^t lagna-bnrn Thereby the 
person will experience ulinculties tHrougti~ihc source indicated by 
Saturn (the transiting planet).
